Matters considered of a 
higher priority will not leave 
time. BOR Chancellor Robert 
Mautz said Monday, tor 
lobbying against a 12-hour 
classroom teaching law which 
FSU Prasident Stanley Marshall 
has labeled demoralizing.

Anti-VD fight 
starts in state 

Ur. Wilson T. Sowder, the 
nate health officer, began a 
momh-long campaign Monday 
to remove social taboos from 

venereal disease and encourage 
the public— especially young 
people-to fight syphilis and 
gonorrhea with contraceptives, 
education and treatment. 

Sowder told newsmen public 
h^lth officials treated 1,542 
cases of syphilis and 26,500 
cases of gonorrhea through 
November of 1971. He said only 
one case in four is reported to 
public health offices, the rest 
being treated by private 
physicians or simply going 
untreated. 

"If the public would react to 
the large number of venereal 
diseases as they do to smallpox, 
plague, typhus and meas^, then 
I'm sure action would be 
demanded to eradk»te the 
dtteaie/' said Sowder. 

"Venereal diseases 
unfortunately have been 
shrouded in secrecy, clothed m 
superstition and ignorance and 
viewed more as a character 
weakness than .a communicable 
disease." 

John Motyka of Youngs Drug 
^oducts Corp. of Ptscataway, 
NJ., arKf Ocala pharmacist Neil 
Bitting, chairman of "VD 
Awareness Month in Florida," 
both hotly denied any profit 
motivation in promoting the 
drugstore sales of prophylactk:s 
to prevent disease. They said 
prophylactks are the only sure 
way of preventing mfection. 

"If wa wwe only trying to 
make a profit, w«'d want to have 
people get infected, so we could 
sell them penicillin," said 
Bitting. He said he "would 
prefer not to sell" prophylactics 
to a teenager, but knew thai 
many druggists do so.

Police said 63 persons were injured, 53 of them women and girls, 
when the new year's most violent blast ripped througfi the city s 
Callender Street district packed with shoppers hunting bargains in 
post-Christmas sales over their lunch hour. 

The British army blamed the bombing on the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army (IRA). 

CONCORD, N.H. -President Nixon's name was entered Monday 
in New Hampshire's f irst-in-the-nation presidential primary, about 
12 hours after N^xon declined to say whether he would be a 
candidate for reelection. 

Former Gov. Lane Dwinell, chairman of the New Hampshire 
Committee to Reelect the President, filed more than 2,CXX) 
nominating signatures—twice the anK>unt needed--to put Nixon's 
name on the March 7 ballot. * 

"I have had no contact with him," Dwinnel said when reporf"-*; 
asked if Nixon was aware of the maneuver. "I have written hur. 
telling him of my action." 

Sunday night, Nixon declined to say if he would run for another 
term as President but said in a natk>nal television interview (CBS) he 
would decide by Jan. 14. 

KARACHI-President Zulfikar Ali Bhutto was given the "verdict 

of the people of Karachi" at a rally attended by about one mill.(' 
West Pakistanis Monday to release Bengali nationalist leader Sheikh 
Mujibur. Rahman unconditionally. Radio Pakistan said. 

The government-run radio in an Urdu language broadcast said 
Bhutto asked the huge crowd gathered in Nichtar Park if they would 
approve of Rahman's release. When the audience "acclaimed" his 
proposal with one vokx, 'the president announced the 
uncomMtional relaase of Sheikh Mujibur Rahman," the radio said. 

The 54-year-old sheikh was arrested on treason charges March 2t 
1970, setting off nine months of civil unrest in East Pakistan. On 
Dec. 3, India invaded East Pakistan and after 13 days of war freed 
the Bengalis from the Pakistan government. Since the war, Rahman 
has been under house arrest in a wing of the presidential palace 
Rawalpindi.

"CPE IS not supposed to be a political ax-mark," he 
said.

Avery, temporary sumssor to Steve Buchanan who 
is interning in Roanoke, Va., is optimistic that the 
regrouping will be accomplished. "Just the fact that CPE 
made it through last quarter is reason enough for 
optimism," he said. 

The number of edu-groups has dropped drastically 
from last quarter. Only 34 have been organized so 
far-about 40 percent bebw nornnal. Avery expects 
additional edu-groups to be added, however, when word 
gets out that CPE survived the Regents onslaught. 

Avery anticipates no problem getting administration 
approval of the edu-groups. Each edu-group must be 
approved by Dr. Steve McCleltan, using a criteria for 
approval the BOR guidelines. 

The guidelines are basically the same as those 
developed by CPE officials and the administration last 
quarter, Avery said. "The wording has been toughened 




up in some places, but there's little real difference/' he 
sakl. 

Even Jack Lieberman's controversial edu-group, "The 
Coming American Socialist Revokitk>n/' should be' 
approved by McClellan, Avery said. "We are submitting 

the same syllat^s that McClellan finally approved last 
fall." 

Lieberman wvas dismissed from the university by 
President Stanley Marshall after McClellan okayed the 
discussion group, but this should rK>t pose a problem, 
Avery said. "Four or five edu-group leaders in the past 
have been non-students. The provisions and precedents 
for non-students conducting edu-groups have been 
firmly established." 

McClellan is expected to give Avery the results of his 
review of the 34 edu-groups today. 



As part of the CPE's internalizatk^n process, Avery 
has minimized the program's involvemem In the federal 

suit seeking the reinstatement of Lieberman to FSU. 
Avery, who was CPE information officer, and the 
program's Board of Directors were among the original 
plaintiffs when the suit was initiated last quarter. 

"Technically, we're still plaintiffs, but CP^'s 
participation has been minimized," he said. 

Avery hopes the response to CPE will be bolstered by 
the addition of several edu-groups requested by students 
in the past.

Contrasts ware astounding: 

Thirty-frve Pentagon weapons programs, costing 
bMUon m total, had a cost increase of 40 percent, 
produetkNi time sHpi»|e of IS percent and a woeful 
absence of promised speed and weight. 

On the other hand, Swedish, French and Soviet 
weapons, including aircraft, were much less costly, more 
rffeethra and simple for students to learn. 

"Here," said Dr. Vrdtiam McLean, technical director of 
the Naval Underseas Research and Development Center, 
"the total acquisition process rewards the design of 
oomplax and axpensiife systems and penalizes work on 
umpim and therefore less expensive ones." 

Facts are coming out at last— truth for which some men 
have suffered for its telling. 

Rementer Earnest Fitzgeraki, a one-time civilian 
enniioye of the Air Force, who was so severely penalized 
forteMing the truth? 

He appeared before the Senate Joint Subcommittee on 
the Economy ^ree years ago and stated that the cost of 
producing the C-5A transport ^ had overrun the e o nu a ct 
by $2 billion. 

It turned out to be true, but for the telling of it, 
Fitzgerald immediately was transferred to audit functions 
on military bowlfaig itfleys, his Civil Service tenure 
cancelled. Then the spurious job classification of auditing 
bowling alleys was abolished, and he was out of work. 

He appealed to the Civil Service Commission, and after 
stalling for 15 months the ^ipeal was grantad. 

But the Commission insisted that the hearing had to be 
behind closed doors. His lawyers sued for an open hearing; 
the judge ordered it to be in public, and the Commission 

appealed that ruling. And that's where it stands today. 

The witnesses before the Senate committee apparently 
aren't going to be intimidated, as, says Fitzgerald, are 
others who know wrong is being committed. His case and 
the case of Henry H. Durham mi^ ticking the truth 
hazardous business. 

Durham was an employe of the Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation for 19 years, rising to the post of general 
manager in charge of product control activities for the 
C-5A program Marietta, 6a. He began to investigate 
what he felt were deficiencies in the plane, and when he 
verified his suspM:k>ns, he reported the factt to a Senate 
oommitlaa. 

For telling the truth, he atoo lost his job, and has been 
out of work since last May. 

Similar experiences have happened to others whoaa 
conaeienoei oouM not abkle fay tfie watte and mefficianGy 
that seem to be rampant in Pentagon mismanagement. The 
case of Daniel Ellsberg and his Pentagon Papers comes

Taiiahdssee ,vas overcharging 
Alumni Village residents for

jusing Office announced 
-d\ It had contracted with the 
Oty of Tallahassee and a charge 
Qf $1 per month would be 
eluded in rent as opposed to 
. $4 per month residents had 

r)«>en payng to the city fof 
;;'!)dge collection. 

However, the latest edition of 
the Village Gram informs 
'^sdents that despite the 
original agreement, the city has 
reen charging Housing $2 per 
^onth per dwelling. If. at thit 
point, one becomes worried that 
the City may make it a habit of 
Signing funny paper "contracts", 
one becomes even more worried 
about the occult powers of the 
Housing Office as revealed by 
the Village Gram. 

The Gram goes on to imply 
the only reason the additional 
charge was not passed on to 
residents earlier was because of 
the Price Freeze. Housing did 
this despite the fact that the new 
garbage rates were effective June 
I 1971, and the Price Freeze 
^^d not start until /^gust 15, 
1971. How Housing, which so 
religiously adhered to the Price 
freeze months before anyone 
knew there was a Price 
freeze, proposed to increase the 
charge for garbage collection 
100 percent while the price 
guidelines limit such incr^oes to 
2'i Dercem. 

The only thing that remains is 
w Housing to say that it really 
*>esco$t more than $1 5,000 per 
to collect garbage in 
Alumni Village. At $2 per 
■^"th the residents will be 
'^^y^g a good deal more than 
S1 5.000 for their 
collectk^n.

It has come to our attention 
from usually unimpeachable 
sources that two (2) members of 
the Board of Regents' Criminal 
Justice Committee have stated 
that the Governor's Council on 
Criminal Justice is not satisfied 
with the current program of 
FSU's criminology department 
as it is being promulgated. 

In view of the foregoing, it 

would seem an obvious 
conclusion that unless something 
is done in the immediate future 
to reappraise and implement the 
situation, that much-needed 
funds and support of the entire 
program by the parties charged 
with the responsibility of 
allocating funds for specific 
projects will not be forthcoming. 

for the benefit of those who 
perhaps may fH>t have read Vice 
President i§r Academic Affairs 

Dr. Paul Craig's comment in the 
Nov. 25 issue of the Tallahassee 
Democrat that "Scher ... would 
probably be asked to stay on as 
dean, possibly until June 1973/' 
and/or as pointed out by the 
distinguished member of the 
Democrat staff that 
"specifically, the task force 
recommended that both Scher 
and Fox be replaced in their 
respective administrative posts/' 
we would like to offer the 
following suggestion: that the 
same treatment be given to the 
recommendations of the task 
force for the replacement of Or. 



Fox and Dean Scher, and it 
would seem glarin^y app^ent 
that an entirely different 

approach is being constituted 
towards these two replacements. 

Please permit me to quote 
from Social \Melfare Dean 
Bernhard Scher's statement to 
the Democrat that "the 
difficulty in finding a sound 
candidate is that we're looking 
for a very rare commodity:

A point in 
instance wouki be J. Edgar 
Hoover, who may perhaps retire 
from his number one position 
with the FBI in the foreseeable 
future. It would be our opinion 
that there must be innumerable 
highly qualified men throughout 
this broad and fabulous land of 
ours who, if approached, would 
probably be most interested in 
continuing within their chosen 
field, but who are not actively 



job-hunting.

All of this adds to a d^urbing conclusion: Hot 
many people— cteiAm, dopers, or straights— know 
much about the homemade chemicals that untxHd 
young Americans are smoking, eating, or shooting 
into their veins.

This program is the Southern 
Scholarship and Research 
Foundation Inc., and it has 
succeeded only here at FSU. 
This program provictes free 
housing on a communal type 
system which saves the 
individual rent money plus a 
tremendous discount on food. 
Theoretically, a student can get 
his room, board, and laundry for 
approximately one dollar a day. 

Presently the foundation 
provides this service for 250 
students who live in 15 houses 
which are within walking 
distance from campus; These 
students cooperatively buy their 
own food, prepare their own 
meals, share houselcMping 
chores and do their own 
laundry.

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The Student Publications Miey Board <SPra) has 

suspended the publication of Share nnagazine, and 
m^ized publication, beginning in February, of a 
^ magazine which is to be an "anthology of the 
best the university can create." 

The action ceme at the board's last maatiiHl of the 
fall quarter, held on Dec. 6. 

The board meets today at 2:45 p.m. in Room 
252, Union, to discuss plans for the hiring of an 

editor for the new magazine. 

"Share's format vwas not the format of the general 
interest magazine the board feit iMs recommended by 

the Task Force. Phflosophieelly, it seemed toappeal to 

too narrow a segment of the university population," 
said SPPB chairman Kim Rogers. 

Frank Natter and Len Majors, who had been 
oHditors of Share, resigned following the board's 
actkxi to fadtitate the selection of a new editor. 

'The magazine appeeled to a broad spectrum of 
faculty, students, and staff at the unKfersity," said 
Natter. Large numbers of individuals have contacted 
me expressing regret that it was cancelled." 

The SPPB authorized the publication of a 
"Fk)ridian type magazine" to begin in tfie fall at its 
meeting on July 13, 1971. Nat^ was named intarlm 
editor at that meeting. 



Natter served as interim editor until tiie board 
meeting of Oet. 1971. At the retpiesi of Ntttar 
ami Maiors, thr ofily other applioem for the position 
of magazine editor, the SPPB voted to establish a 
oo-editorship, and appointed Natter and Majors to the 
positions.

magazine should be considered by the board for 
publication effective fall quarter, 1971, which will 
provide an opportunity for students to express a wide 
range of their cr ea ti i w talents." 

The Task Force recommended that the neei 
general miarasc wiagapne rapiaoa ma van mrmer rou 
student publications, Tha LtftfMf aindiSmoiBa^U§nait, 
Tha Lauand vms a Htararv nMnaTine and tfw S aa oka 
S9§na/t a liumor magai^ne. 

FSU students approved the idea of one magazine 

when they voted by referendum to change Article VII 
of the student body constitution in January oi iast 
year. That student body constitutional amendment 
created the Studem Publications PdHcy Board to 
replace #ia okl Board of Studam PyMkations. 

Article Vfl states that "Studem pubiicatkNis 
deriving funds from the student body shall be a 
newspaper, a semi-annual or annual "yearbook", a 
magazine, and such other publications as determined 
by the Student Publicatkms Policy Board." 

The Task Force recommended thet the best 
elements of the Smoke Sigr^ais and Legend be 
combined into one format.

The class offers seven units 
with topics ranging from 
interpersonal to small group to 
fmass communication. It is a 
survey course, but one which is 
Ly different from the average 
jrvey course confronting 
iollege students. 

Dr. Robert Kibler, course 
supervisor, feels that the course 
s successfully applying new 
educational techniques. "We 
kvanted to build an introductory 
course for communk:ation/' 
'x'bler said, "one that wasn't 
ijnnecessarily bound to the 
Dider, and in my opinion, 
interior and obsolete teaching 
"wthods. For instance, the class 
5 set up m such a way that 
attendance is required only at 
'"le testing sessions, and students 
a e given objectives for each unit 
^ich explain exactly what is 
expected of them." 

Testing also employs some 
new techniques. Operating on a 
modified "mastery learning" 
three test fonrm are 
d for each unit. Thus. 



students have three chances to 
achieve the grade they desire. 

r 'The Gtfichr said Klbk^. ^is 
that you must make tfie grade 

you want on every unit. We 
don't average grades. Thus if a 
Student wanted an A he'd have 
to reach the A lavtl of 
acNevemant for each unit. And 
there are options available to the 
student who is havina a 
particularly hard time with one 
or two units." 

Other significant techniques 
include the use of 
undergraduates to conduct the 
regular class meetings. Accordtrig 
to the class evaluations, the 
students were very pleased 
having undergraduates run the 
class sessions. These sessions 
inckide the use of tasks for each 
unit which are designed to make 
the student "apply the 
communication principles 
studied in each unit so that they 
become useful and real to him/' 
according to Kibler. 

Class meetings are conducted 
in small groups. This technique 
also received very positive 
reactions on the class evaluation. 
The meetings are very informal 
and relaxed, some classes last 
quarter met regularly on Landis. 

This quarter the class will be 
taught by instructional assistants 
who are under contract. They 
must write test items for the 
units, administer the tests and 
help formulate the tasks for use 
during the class sesstons, as well 
as conduct their students 
through a very difficult but 
apparently valuable course.

ruthlessly, the result would be 
the production of more, not less, 
obscene material, Gummer 
believes.

It 
has quite a light show, with strobes and a great deal of elecuonic 
equipment. 

The Down Under Coffeehouse, locMd tetw w m llie Union and 

the bookstore, offers really great folk entertainment at a 
cost. Coffee, hot chocolate and light snacks are served for a 
fee. (Tom Rasputin, Down Under manager, is pushing for a 
wine license.) 

The Down Under brings in such persons as Jeffrey Arthur, 
Gamble Roger and Jerry Jeff Walker (he wrote "Mr. BoJangles"), 
and is willing to take a finaiYcial loss to do it for the benefit of 

students. It's large, carpeted, air conditioned and has a great sound 

and light system. 

It also has a very low cover charge on weekends, and none on 

Wednesday nights. 

Movies abound on campus. Showing every weekend and on 
Wednesday evenings, late movies are featured and aiknisskm is 
usually only 50 cents. Shows are in Moore or Diamond. 

The music department presents numerous faculty recitals and 
band concerts. They are announced in advance, so watch the 

Flambeau for details. 

The University Artist Series imports renowned artists to perform 
for the university community. Marcel Marceau was the most recent, 
and several more fine shows are in store for students in Diamond 
Auditorium this quarter. . 

The finest theater department In the South is at FSU. You re e 
Good Man, Charlie Brown and Julius Ceeser were two 9Mm Stage 
shows emphasizing this point. Three major productions wIM te 
presented this quarter, so don't miss them. 

Coffeehouses are quite popular on campus; in fact, lon^ome 
Butch Klappert, the man who lives in a phone booth, organizes and 
presents a road show version of coffeehouse entertainment. The 
brothers of Tau Kappa Epsilon, Kelkim Hall, and Jennie Murphree 
Hall are just a few groups who've enjoyed the low cost and high 
quality of folk entertainment. 

Hiring rock bands for $500 a night really doesn't appeal to the 
fraternities, sororities and dorm groups. Dues and fees are too high 
to blow at $500 a clip.

Even some of the Arizona 
State players were looking down 
at the Semi notes as a worthy 
opponent. Gee. tliay waran'i 
ranked high in any poll, only 
getting sli#it mention in the UPl 
ooachat poll, and they only had 
an 8-3 record. Some people also 
were disappointed that they 
weren't able to get one of those

Three of the ASU 
touchdowns came about because 
of this speed.

A fire broke cMit yesterday 
morning in the main recreation 

building at the Seminole 
Reservation. The unused 
building was virtually destroyed 
by the fire and the Reservation 
will be temporarily closed 
according to Eugene Wilson, 
Reservation manager. 

Tallahassee Fire Chief Earl 
Levy said that the fire 
department was notified at 6:18 
a.m., but when the first units 

arrived at the scene from the 
airport fire station, the building 
was already enveloped by 
flames. 

Levy said firemen wetted 

down two nearby buildings, 
preventing further destruction in 
the area by the blaze. 



The building was insured by 
the State Fire Fund for $10,390 
and the contents in the hall were 
vakiedM $2,826. 

The Seminole Reserviitk>n 

property was acquired in the 
early 1920s and the recreation 
hall was built In 1933. Dr. 
Katherine Montgomery initpated 
the idea of having a wecjkend 
retreat area (which was filled 
Camp Flastacowo) at l*SCW 
(Florida State College for 
Women) for faculty and 
students. | 

More buildings were ac^ded in 
the 1940s and the canoe house 

and cement dock were built in 
1951. 

A former camp director 
attributed the fire to poor 
wiring, but at this time the 
actual cause of the fire hasn't 

been determined.

WASHINGTON-Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie declared his 
candidacy for the Democratic 
prasklantial nomination Tuesday 
night from the rugged coast of 
his native Maine and promised 
"a new beginning" to free 
America of its lils at home arKi 
abroad. 

In a 10-minute nationwide 
radio and television address, 
Muskie accused President Nixon 

of lacking truthfulness and 
leadership, and of failure to 
make good on promises to end 
the Vietnam War, halve inflation 
and restore domestic peace. 

"An administration that has 
so failed us in the past cannot 
take us to the future/' Muskie 
declared. 

"I am seeking the presidency, 
not merely to change Presidents 
but to change tha country/' ha 
said. 

Muskie, the vice presidential 

candidate on the unsuccessful 
1968 Democratic ticket, thus 
became the eighth Democrat to 
seek to lead the ticket against 
Nixon this year. His 1968 
running mate. Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota, will 
become the ninth carKlidate on 
Monday. 

Muskie enters the race with a 
smooth running campaign 

organizatk>n, endorsements from 
m^or political figures around 
the country, appearances in 33 

states already, and a firm 
reputation as the front runner 
for the nomination. 

Muskie taped the 
announcement, at an estimated 
cost of $32,000 inckiding prime 
time on the CBS television 
network, Monday night in a 
green armchair in the living 
room of his two-story, 
yellow-shingled summer cottage 
at Kannabunk Beach, Maine, 
three Mocks from the Atlantic 
Oeaaii* Ha and hit family flaw 
back to WiMhington Tuesday to 
watch the broadcast at their 
home.

PARIS-The United States and South Vietnam agreed Tuesday • 
resume the Vietnarji peace talks Thursday after four weeks c 
postponmams by both sides had brought tha conference to a 
standstill. 

The Thursday meeting in the International Conference Hall on 

the Avenue Kleber would be the first since Dec. 9 and the U.S a'^ 
raids against North Vietnam during the Christmas holiday season 

The United States postponed the sessions of Dec. 16, 23 and ? 
because tha North i Vietnamese and Viet Cong delegates were not 
negotiating "serkMisjy/' a U.S. spokesman sakl. Tha Dec. 3 meeting 
was boycotted by the Communists to protest tha renewed U.S 

bombing of North Vietnam. 

Agreement to hold the 139th session on Thursday as proposed by 
North Vietnam came when a South Vietnamese liaison officer 
handed a note to the Hanoi dalagatk>n headquarters on behalf of the 
United ^afas and S^uth Vietnam. 

The talks, now hearing their fourth year, remain stalemated witb 
tfie United States unwilling to study the Communists' seven-point 
peace plan without further clarification and Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong refusing a proposed American-sponsored ceasefire in place 
throughout Indochi^. 

MIG jets in Laos 

SAIGON-North Vietnamese MIG jets were sighted for the first 
time Tuesday deep inside Laos flying support missions for 
Communist troops, a Laotian defense ministry spokesman said. 

In Saigon, the |U.S. command said in a dalayad raport that 
another F4 Phanioiji fighter bomber was downed Dec. 31 atongthe 
Ho Chi MInh Tr^l ijn Laos and its two crew members were missing 
The loss brought td 11 the number of American planes downed m 
Laos and North Vietnam in December.

LOS ANGELES— Daniel Ellsberg pleaded inrK)cent today to 
federal charges stemming from new indictments in the leak of the 

Pentagon Papers and trial was scheduled for March 7. 

Anthony J. Ru^ Jr., Elisbarg's former associata at the Rand 
Corp. from which the secrat doctmiems were removed, also pleaded 

innocent. His trial was set for the same date. 

Ellsberg had previously been charged with illegal possession of 
the papers detailing decisions in the Vietnam \Mar but a more severe 
indictment was returned Dec. 30 induding conspiracy charges that 
multiplied the maximum posslWa penalty against him from 20 years 
in prison to 115.

In a UPl Washington Window imerview, Grayson predicted that 
some prk» controls would be lifted by spring and that "the bulk of 
the control effort v/{\\ be done this year." But he said a curtail 
form of government restraint on prices and wages wouW still be 
force on April 3, 1 973, the day the present control law expires. 

Grayson said that President Nixon's Coat of Living Council 
ikiady has bagun i study Imo tha iKMBlbiiity of lifting oon^ 
that tha Price Comimssion is about to start one of its own. 

But right now, said Grayson, it would be premature to decide 
whether exemptions from control should be ordered by industry, t)v 
the size of the firms, or by product.

This announcement and 
other key regulations were 
handed down from Selective 
Service headquarters in 
Washington in mid-December. 

In a press release dated 
December 10. students who 
were not Qualified for 2-S 
u ndergraduate deferments 
during the spring quarter of 
1970-71 regular academic year 
are not eligible for 2-S 
deferments. 

Temporary deferments and 
postponements for college 
students will be limited. Both 
undergraduate and graduate 
students who receive induction 
orders will have until the end of 
their current academic term, 
quarter or semester, except for 
those students in their last 
academk: year who will be 
postponed until the end of the 
academic year. 

Apparently much confusion 
was caused with the 
announcement of the new 
regulations. Selective Service 



Director Curtis W. Tarr said that 
he has decided to reevaluate in 

their entirety those provisions 
which deal with the appearances 
before local boards, the 
guidelines governing reopening 
of classifications, and the 
procedures for appeals to appeal 
boards Other than the 
presidential appeal board. 



'Umil the regulations on 
these policies are final," Tarr 
said, "our kical boards will not 
conduct any personal 
appearances, hor will the appeal 
boards, other than the 
presidential appeal board, hear 
appeals. We do not want to 
deprive registrants of the new 
procedural rif^hts legislated by 
Congress. Therefore, we will 
continue the $uspen$k>n of these 
actions until the new regulatkwis 
governing these processes are 
formally issued." 

Tarr noted, however, that 
local boards are continuing to 
register, classify, and examine 
young men. And when requested 
by the Department of Defense, 
they also will issue induction 
notices to young men who are 
no longer eligible for personal

Replacing the present system 
of quota and call is a new 
Uniform National Call. Under 
the Uniform National Call, all 
young men with the same 
lottery numbers who are subject 
to induction that year may 
expect induction ncitk»s at 
approximately the same time.

1-H-was established as an 
administrative or "holding" 
classification.

Gardener's activities as a Regent could contrast vividly 
with those of Mitt Elizabeth Kovachevich, the 
UNiuuwMii rtegHfc ne niooeeoeQ* mw ivovecnev icn wni 
beet be remembered for her cfiarge tfiat campus 
dormitories are "taxpayers' whorehouses/' and other 
tirades against "immorality" on campus. There are reasons 
to believe that Oaniener may lead the Regents away from 
such emotional tangents to where they should have been 
all along ~ to a concern for the critical, big problems of 
the state university system. 

Qardener Is an active educator - the only educator on 
the current board and only the second ever to serve. A 
school administrator for 26 years, he should have an 
understanding of the problems and pressures of education 
at all levels. 

Gardener is black - the first ever to serve on the board. 
Because he is black, he may give students and the 
universities the benefit of a doubt when the controversy 
beeomes heated, and the emotional charges fly. 

''He has gone through hassles/' one Student 
Government official put it. "Regardless of how improved 
the racial climate seems to be, a black man is going to get 
hass le d somewhere. He shouki want to get the facts for 
Mmself when we get hassled." 

This SG official characterized the university's recent 
dealings with the Regents as "a tot of rhetork:, emotkm, 
hasty ileoiskNis and bungled oonfrontatkms/' FSU's 
relations with the BOR have been stormy, especially over 
the Center for Participant Education. And most all 
concerned in the confroversies wouM agrae that little 
positive has resulted. 

It may be esking too much of a single Regent to change 
all bf this. But students and other members of the state's 
university communities have the right to ask it. 



The Center lor Partk:ipant Educatkm (CPE) is having a 
rou#i tkiie of it this year, according to director Mac 
Avery. 

Granted, many people do not like to become involved 
in something that might be ordered off campus or 
diseolved, but there is something more tangible behind the 
deoreese in the number of courses being offered and that 
tangibility is the simple fact that CPE is not getting enough 
exposure, at least, the right kind of exposure. 

Anothar struggling media in FSU's communication 
catalogue Is WFSU. The station has presented an 
interesting collection of programs, but does not seem to 
draw the student audience as it shouki. 

In short what both CPE and WFSU are suffering from, 
believe it or not, is e failure to communicate with the 
eudience-CPE, because it does not. have the funds or 
personnel to communicate extensively; WFSU, beeause it 
seemwighf will not bend to include programming of certain 
tXjt courses end other campus happenings with which the 
student can identify. 

Our suggestion: WFSU shouki fibn and scheAile 
programming based on one or more of CPE's edu-groups. 

This simple ect wouM benefit both groups, add 
hundreds to their participant roster and certainly wouki 
cost les< money to WFSU than some of their present 
programming costs.

When Ed Stefankiewicz reported for the night shift 
in the lockup on the first floor of Baltimore police 
headquarters, he was advised to keep an eye on the 
stoned hippie who was talking to the walls in Cell 2. 
So when he noticed affter miikiiglit that Ceil 2 was 
suddenly quiet, Officer Stefankiewicz opened the 
gate to the front row— where women, rum heads, and 
"mental cases" are usually kept— and walked the few 
steps to the second cell. In the shadows he saw a 
heavily bearded young man, naked, sitting on the 
bare, t^board bench that is the only furniture in 
each of the tiny, dismal cells. 

"You all right?" the turnkey asked. The naked 
nian glanced at him, he recalls, but said nothing. 

The burly jailer returned to his desk, and busied 
himself with paper work for the next few minutes. 
Then, still wondering about the lon^iair's curk)us 
change of behavk>r, he decided to take another kiok. 
What he saw when he got to Cell 2 this time, Ed 
Stefankiewicz avows he will never forget. This is how 
he tells it: 

The first thing that Stefankiewicz noticed was a 
Piir of forearms jutting through the bars of the cell, 
the hands bk)ody. Behind the bars the young man, 
now wearing a hospital robe, stood in th^ shadows, 
stoically, almost spiritually. For an unreal moment, 
the hairy, robed apparition reminded Ed 
Stefankiewicz of a picture he had seen of the Apostle 
Paul. Yet there was a ghastly difference: Staring from 
this apostolic face were two mutilated, partially 
disk)dged eyeballs. 

"I am God ... Let me touch and save you," the 
apparition pronounced. Only after Stefankiewicz 
extended his arm for the touch of salvation would the 
hiinded youth let his jailers put a strait jacket on him 
^or the trip to the hospital. 

Whether or not Charles Innes, in dark moments of 
'onely anguish or unreality, tried to gouge his eyes is 
^d to determine. The stark impression that 
Stefankiewicz retains is of torn eyeballs that 
apparently had been replaced in their sockets, only in 
^"^ont of the eyelids. A doctor who operated on Innes, 
but who asked not to be identified, says the eyes, 
^^ough mutilated beyond repair, were never severed 
^ the sockets. 

Fantastic Series of Events 
P've nrK)nths later, after extensive psychiatric 
observation in a state hospital, Charles can finally talk 
^bout his longest and-he swears-his last "trip." An 
'ntelligent, articulate man of 25 from a distinguished 
Boston family, he recently described in a long 
nterview the fantastic sariat &r events that climaxed 
Cell 2 last May 20. He says that he even remembers 
"^^^J'oying his eyai-.without fMtfig a thing. 

Still, when the inevitable :|uestion oomai-"Why 
*d you do it?"~Cherlie's characterlstk: volubiltty 
Invars, as though he were confronted by a specter. 
*^ecomes evasive, suspicious, agitated. Behind the 
shrunken, sightless eyes that the doctors couldn't 
must be awful mamorias that, for now at least,

How can a drug so warp a person's mind and deaden 
Ns senses that, days after taking it, he could mutilate 
himself without feeling pain? Why would anybody 
take, or sell for human use, a drug with such terrible 
potential? Did the system of handling drug-abuse 
cases contribute to Charlie's tragedy? 

The National Observer's inquiry into Charles Innes' 
case prockjced some dNlling reveiatkNis: 

—The underground drug market is so oontamlfiated 
by ruthless profiteering, deceptkMi end product 

falsification that it's practically impossible nowadays 
for even a veteran "head" to be su^t. of what he's 
buying. 

—A potent drug known as PCP, marketed 
legitimately as an a ne sthetic and analgesic for 
animals, is being produced by "undergrouiKl 

chemists" nationwide and foisted upon unwitting 
young buyers as everything from an "aphrodisiac" to 
"mescaline." 

—There are widespread misconceptions among 
police and hospital personnel about how to handle 
and treat people under the influence of psychedelic 
drugs. Standard procedures for "cfrug cases" can 
exacerbate reactions from some drugs, especially 
psychotic effects. 

Homemade Tragedies Bedcoffi 

All of this adds up to a disturbing conclusion: Not 

many people-dealers, dopers, or straighu-know 
much about the homemade chemicals that uvtoM 
young Americans are smoking, eating, or shooting 

into their veins.

Seldom h» this fact been so shockingly illustrated 
as in the case of Charles HlUer Innes. There are no 

villains in his story, and no heroes. Only people, 
himself included, who had no way of knowing what a 
weird drug that he ate was doing to his body and 
mind. Consequently, those responsible for Innes in 
Ms last few days of sight did what they thought they 
shoukJ; they ^dn't know what else to do. 

"I've accepted my blindness but I haven't accepted 
the blame," he says. "I know my actk>ns in some 
ways led to it, but the actions of others were 
responsible too." 

Charles still lives alone in the two-story rowhouse 
where it all started. He pays the $150 rent out of his 
$186 montWjL welfare check. It's not a bad place to 
live: a quiet risklential neighborhood in back of 
Memorial Stadium, where the CoHs and OHoias ptoy. 
But it's nothing like his boyhood hornet. 

A Brahmin Background 

He was named after his grandfather, a prominent 
tawyer and BapMka^ politician who in 1911 
founded the country's fmt night law school in 
Boston. Today motorl«s on Huntington Avenue m 
Boston see the name as they go tliroia#i die Charles 
H. Innes Memorial Underpass. 

Like his grandfather, Charlie's father, Charles J. 
Iiwits. devoted his professional life to law and GOP 
poHdes. Ha ssrvad 23 years in the Massachusetts 
legislMure. and since 1966 has been counsel to the 
state senate, whtoh a eoupte of meaka afp pas^ a 
resolution praising hhw as fa^ scholar, a k^ala^na 
craftsman, and a most necessary and imagral part of 

the legislative process." 

diaries Miller Innes. his parents' first son, was 
reared to foltow in the footsteps of his father and 




gnmdfather. He racaNs meeting the Kennedys in 

Boston and once accompanying his father to a 
national convemion, where they had Ibreekfast whh 

Vice President and Mrs. Nixon. Inevitably, he was 
sent to the Noble and Greenough School in Dedham, 
Mass., to prepare for Harvard. A short, muscular lad, 
he rowed crew and and made the soccer and wrestling 
teams. But his final grade average was a point or two 
low for Harvard, his father's alma mater, so he 
snrolled in Johns Hopkins UnhMrsaty Here instead. 



The Drift Into Drugs 

At Hopkins Charlie was an erratic student, 
nominally maioring in phlkisophy but auditing more 
and more courses fust because they In te re sted Nm. 

He turned on to marijuana and radical politics, and 

gravitated into Baltimore's drug-oriented 
counterculture. He split to San Francisco for a spell, 
and returned to Baltiniore last year considering 
himself a permanent menter of wliat he calls the 
Third WoHd. 

Last January Innes and Rotiert W. Rettman were 
arrested in a Baltimore suburb and charged with 
possession of cocaine. On May 14 undercover 
narcotics detectives, acting on a paid intormant's 
evidence, obtained warrants to search Innes' and 
Rettman's residences. 

There is little resemblarxx betvveen Irmes' and the 
police's verskMi of events during the r^id on his house. 
He says that the officers beat him; the police deny it. 
But this much is undisputed: When two 
plainclothesmen confronted Innes i^ the back yard 
that evening, he bolted into the hjnise, grabbed a 
35-mm film can, and swallowed its contents. 

IfVhat Did Chariie Eat?' 

Officer James Ougent recalls that all the way to the 
station Innes repeated sk>gsns: "PCP ... LSD ... P e ace 

... Right On ..." He was taken from the police station 
to Union Memorial Hospital, where his stomach was 
pumped. He was kept overnight and released the next 
afternoon on $3,000 bail, charged with possession of 
marifuana. [Police say they found some residue in a 
homemade pipe Hi his kHehan.] TtMf charge was later 
ONsmisseo.

What dkl Charlie eat? 

To this day, Jim Dugent believes 
laced with LSD. He says he found in the film can "a 
residue of a green, grasslike substance" resembling 
marijuarui, but that it wasn't enough to test. In the 
police file is a lab analysis indicating traces of LSD in 
the gastHc malsriai pumped out of Innes at the 
hospital. The man who runs the tobcUatory says that 
this analysis is no more than 86 peroint certain. 

But Innes insists that he ingestea neither pot nor 
LSD, but parsley cured with "PCPA"-enough "to get 
at least 30 smokers high." 

He describes PCPA as a derivadva of PCP, an 
animal tranquWaar, but with "an jextra molecule" 
that nobody knows much dtiout. Oi|»s ha raferrsd to 
PCPA's mysterious aphrodisiac quality; several times 
he described its ability to stimulate the senses: "It 
^as like being born again ... like everytning was new 
... like your mind is completely open ... I was 
energized." Other effects vyere "complete ego loss" 
and "iittansive audio and visual halkilBinations." 

Whatever It was, Charles Innes si^ the drug kept 
him stoned for five days. This defies belief, unless he 
reinforced it with something else later. But Dr. David 
Smith, founder and medical director of the 
Haight-Ashbury free clinic in San Frarcisco, offers a 
possibis explanatkin: "It's highly unlikely that the 
dnm raacdon would have lasted that lofig* But avenf 
intsnis delirious drug exparienoe (san precipitate a 

psychotic reaction."

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Auigafor printer refuses 

abortion referral lisfing

The Florida Alligator was 
scheduled to wmm a tist of 
abortion referral agencies 
Tuesday morning. Instead, a 
blank space appeared when 
printer Don Maxwell of Ocala 
refused to print the list for fear 
of prosecution under Florida 
Status 797m, which prohibits 
printing any abortion 
information. 

Alligator editor Ron Sachs 
was arrested Oct. 6 for inserting 
a miineognphed list of referral 
agencies into the Alligator. The 
charges against him were 
dropped when Judge Benmont 
Tench of the Alachua County 
Felony Court of Record 
declared Statute 797.02 
unconstitutional in Alachua 
County. 

The ruling by Tench has no 
effect outside Alachua County 
and Maxwell, whose offices are 



in Marion County, refused to 
print the list unless given a 
fuarantee that he would not be 

prosecuted. 

Sachs noted that in 
Wednesday's edition there 
appeared what amounted to a 
referral. A letter to the editor 
from a girl in Mew YoHc 
contained not only 
congratulations but also the 
telephone number of an 
abortion clinic. 

"1 imagine the printer just 

didn't catch it/' Sachs 
commented. 

Also deleted from the list of 

referral agencies Tuesday was a 
statement that the information, 
if it did not appear in the 
Alligator, could be obtained 
from it\e Alligator offices. 

"This was in itself a type of 
referral," said Sachs. He added 
that the Alligator plans to 
include an up-to-date list of 



referral agernaes each wneek. 

The AlligMor lies 
providing i nfo r m eti o n about 
referral agencies to arvyone 

desiring information since the 
mimeographed sheet was 
distributed in the Alligator. 

University of Florida 
Pr a si d e n i Stephen C O^Oofinell 
ordered Sachs not to print the 
material prior to the printer's 
action. 

"He was just trying to be 
consistent with his previous 

stand," Sachs said. O'Connell 

had ordered Sachs not to print 

the mimeographed list of referral 

agencies after the Board of 

Student Publications had given 

its approval to Sachs' action. 

The list scheduled to be 

printed in the Alligator Tuesday 
was not the same list which he 
had mimeographed earlier, Sachs 
said, but was more up-to-date.

The Flambeau premnts the continuing story of 
Charlie as reprinted from the National Obeerver. 

Between 6 and 7 p.m. on May 19, four days aftar 

innes got out of the hospital, Patrolnwn Frizell Bailey 
and John Denholm were ordered to check on a nude 
man acting strangely on the back porch of an 
apartment building on Bolton Street. When the scout 
car pulled up in the alley, a crowd of young people 
were staring and giggling at a muscular man with wild 
sandy whiskers, but not a stitch on his stocky body. 
The two uniformed officers climbed the rusty metal 
ladder to the landing, then coaxed the man into the 
apartment. The man was speaking nonsense, so the 
officers wrapped a blanket around him and called for 
the wagon. 

Back Into Custody 

Bailey rode with Charles Innes. "He woukln't let 
my hand go," recalls the 27-year-old black officer. 
"And he was talking the whole time: 'I'm Charlie 
innes ... you're Frizell Bailey ... you are my friend ... 
Charlie Innes likes his friend.' He would say things 
I ke that and repeat them backwards and forwards." 

At police headquarters Bailey got a call from his 
partner, who had stayed behind to question the 
tenant, a young woman named Mindy who was 
Charlie's girlfriend; she told Officer Denholm that he 
had taken an overdose of a drug a few days ago. 
Denholm told Bailey what she said. 

Bailey decided to take his prisoner, stiir swaddled 
in a blanket, to nearby Mercy Hospital for an 
examination. The hospital admission report lists 
alleged ingestion of PCT" [sic] under "Complaint or 
Desaiption of Accklent." A senior resident physician 
examined Innes, but apparently found nothing 
physically wrong. But on the physician's report, a 
copy a* which was given to Bailey, "psychoneurosis" 
IS written in the column lab'eled "Impression," and 
advise psychiatric evaluation" is in the "Treatment" 
column. 

'He Wa^ Physically Normal' 

Was the decision not to hospitalize Innes that night 
justified? This is one hospital official's rationale: 
Our responsibility was to see if he was physically 
^eli or if there was an acute psychiatric emergency. 
The examination indicated that he was physically 
nornfial. And there m» no evidence in the 
examination that he was intending to harm himself. 
' rietonably certain that if he had been kept there 
^he same thing would have happened." 

frizell Bailey, for one, didn't like the idea of 
taking Charlie Innes back to jail in his condition. "It 
^as never my opinion ^ he shouki have been put in

He contends that his continuous pleas for water 
were ignored; Ed Stefankiewicz says Innes never

The National Observer, after hearing his story, 

asked several authorities on psychedelic drugs to 
comment on tne way Charlie was handled that weeK. 
None of their responses was positive. 

Dr. David Smith, whose Haight-Ashbury clinic has 

treated countless drug-overdose cases in recent years, 

suggests that Charlie was the victim of a series of bad 
decisions: "There's a complex inter-reaction among 
the chemical, the psychological state of the 
individual, physical factors and environment. The 
worst time to take a drug like that is under duress, as 
he was when they raided his home. In general, when 
the person is in a delirious state, the act of pumping 
the stomach makes the situation worse. That was an 
extremely dangerous time for that kid, and he should 
have been in a hospital intensive-care unit, watched at 
all times, iailing can be a major contributory factor in 
a chrug-induced psychotic reaction." 

Compounding TrMitimnt's Prolilenis 

According to a new paper prepared for the Student 
Association for the Study of Hallucinogens, a private 
research company in Beloit, Wis., treatment for 
adverse reactions to psychedelic drugs should include 
these essentials: "A warm and non-threatening 
environment; one-to-one contact with an empathetic 
individual who would be capable of determining the 
deterioration of the individual's physical state; 
protection from self-harm; and the availahility of 
hospital facilities." 

The problem of treating a spaced-out kid is 
compounded when nobody knows what he got 
loaded on. 

Officer Dugent still believes that Charlie Innes 
gobbled an overdose of LSD-laced pot. Charlie insists 
that it was parsley sprinkted with PCPA; that's what 
the dealer told him it was. But there is strong 

circumstantial evidence that both are mistaken. What 
ripped Charles Innes was almost certainly "angel 
dust"-PCP. 

Thm-e is widespread confusion about PCP and 
PCPA in the drug culture. Despite what he knows 
about chemistry, Charlie seems to hoW some of the 

common misconceptions, including the one that 
PCPA is a derivative of PCP. 

PCP: It Spells 'Danger' 
They are, in fact, totally different kinds of drugs. 
PCPA is a synthetic chemkal compound that can 
reduce the level of serotonin in the human brain. It 
has been used experimentally to treat patients with 
tumors and some mental patients. But the most 
publicfzed PCPA research was done by a team of 
visiting Italian scientists in Washington, D.C.. who 
notioeS that it increased sexual activity in rats and 
other animals. This impired some underground 
chemists to manufacture the ^and P^^' « - 
-aphrodisiac." But it never found a mtfkat m the 
counterculture. 

PCP, on the other hand, is an anesthetic that In 
small doses can produce a moderate "high" but in- 
drug dartt can immobilize a rhino. The only 
pharmaceutk»l company licensed to market the 
drug-phencyclHllne-«rtWrt» its sales to veterinarians 
for experiments with animals.

PCP's BmI Skdm Effects 

Studies in the 1950s produced some hope that 
phencyclidine could become an effective anesthetic 
for humans. It depresses the central nervo[js system 
so that a wide-awake person does not feel pcjin. But in 
many people it also induced anxiety, depression, fear, 
excitability, and, in higher doses, confusion md weird 
behavk>r. 

An extreme overdose of PCP conceival3ly could 
provoke the side effects that Innes experienced. 
Smoked, the drug produces a marijuana-|like high; 
ingested in larger doses, it can trigger 
delusions and paranoia much like an LSD tr

The most compelling evidence that PCP caused 
Innes' tragedy is in a 1959 paper written by a 
research team at Wayne State University that 
administered the drug to 102 patients. To some 
people who were given large doses, the scientists 
reported, "objects seemed to *fk>at away ' and the 
sul^ects had the sensatk>n that the body vient numb 
and was displaced ... Many of our patients vHth strong 
religious backgrounds reported 'God was t« king them 
away' or that they were being 'carried U3 into the 
clouds'" (Charlie's prattle in jail cohtinuously 
mentioned God.) One woman in the Wayne State 
study stayed in a "prolonged state of cjonfusional 
psychosis" for four days. 

Drug Has Many Guises 
Understandably, PCP has never become very 
popular in the underground drug markBt. Kit its 
illicit producers won't stop trying: They Simply twn 

it out in a variety of forms and hawjc it umier 
different names. It first emerged in California in 1967 
as the "peace pill." The next year it was peddled in 
capsules passed off as "THC." which is thought to be 
the active ingrediem in marijuana. Iii 1968 it 
rei^)peared as "hog.' 



Last year PCP was sprinkled on ofegano and 
parsley and smoked as "angel dust"-cpnfounding 
police, who kept confiscating stuff that jlooked like 
pot but didn't pass the lab tests for mariiuana. Most 
of the "mescalir>e" being peddled this year, according 
to students of the drug oulturg, is PCP or LSD in 
disguise. Furthernru)re, many chemists ofmbine PCP 

with another substance without telling anybody. 

"These people have learned marketing techniques 
from their parents," San Francisco's Dr. S[mith points 
out sarcastically.

Exhorting her supporters to "foMow 
ne Chisholm trail" to the Democratic 
,onvention in Miami in July, 
Congresswoman Shirley Chisholm spoke 
•0 an overflowing and enthusiastic crowd 
of students in Moore auditorium 
yesterday morning. 

"I'm the only unbought and unbossed 
candidate who dares to run for the 
presidency of the United States," said 
Chisholm. She characterizes herself as a 
catalyst for change in America." 

She stated that she has two strikes 
gainst her-the fact that she is a woman 
^nd the fact that she is a black. However, 
ace and sex are not issues in her 
campaign, she said.

Her strength lies among the young 
people and many minorities, including 
Indians and Mexican- Americans. She also 
noted that she was "not forgetting the 
white male." 

She mentioned that the leading 
presidential contenders did not consider 
her a serious threat because she does not 
have substantial money to run her 
campaign. 

"But, I've been in politics for 21 
years, and all along no candidate 
considered me a threat, so they just sat 
back and didn't worry. They are still 
sitting there and here I am." 

"I have organizations in 27 states at 
this moment, trying to make me make 
the difference next July at Miami Beach," 
she said, "With the coalition I've put 
together, if I can't be president, I can 
make the decision of who will be 
president." 

"For once in our lives, we won't have 
to come and knock on their door and ask 
for the crumbs from their banquet," she 
said. "For the first time they'll have to 
come to us and ask for those delegates." 

Chisholm said the question is not 



points from her Ph.D., and has been 
actively involved in New York politics for 
more than two decades. 

She said she would tike to see a black 

vice president, a woman as Secretary of

Unit one is an examination of 
the course's purpose, which 
according to Dotson is: "to 
decrease the surplus pc^Hilation 
of sighted chauvinists and help 
the sighted become less 
apprehensive about personal 
contact with the blind." 




"We want our sighted friends 
to examine the rest of the course 

at our first meeting and help 
select areas they are interested 
in," Slaton said. "If we all 
partk:ipate in this, we will all 
learn from it." 

Unit two deals with how the 
blind function. "By the nature 
of the unit content, it's almost 
necessary that the leaders do 
most of the talking/' Dotson 
said. 'This session deals with 
mobility, eating, dothing, 
studying, recreation, 
employment, dating and 
marriage. We can spend as much 
or as little time as the students 
want." 

Unit three concerns the 
attitudes of the blind. 

"We term the blind as 
progressive or non-progressive," 
Dotson said. "Progressive means 
a person is aggressive both in 

attitude and actk)ns, as well as 
being a highly motivated persiwi 
and curious about his 

environment." 

"Non-progressives are usually 
and reserved and generally 
afraid when in contact with 
sighted; usually have poor 
mobility and sloppy 
appearance," Slaton said. "Yet 



the one thing that bothers us 
nnost about sighted people is 
they expect the blind all to be 

non-progressive. If I reach over 
land to try to discover what my 
female reader is like, for 
instance, she might scream and 
run out the door, never to come 
back. Why? Because I did not sit 
in my chair and rock back and 
forth or disolay some of the 
idiotic mannerisms sighted 
persons are actually conditioned 
to expect from us oongenitally 
Wind."

Faculty questionnaire debated

Inforniiftion 00 the outside 
•mploymtnt of faculty* 
raquMiad by • Slatt Sanaw 
committee, should already be on 
record as a matter of university 
policy, according to an FSU 
administrator. 

The state committee, acting 
at the request of Senate 
President Jerry Thomas, 
instructed the Board of Regents 
last month to collect the 
information. 

A quaslionnaire, prepared by 
the committee, requires faculty 
and staff to list outside 
consulting activities, corporate 
offices, membership on 
corporate boards of directors, 
business or professional 
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partnerships, and 

self -employment. 

"Florida State already 
raquires faculty to keep their 
department chairman or 
supervisor oontimially informad 
as to aN outside amploymtnt/' 
Dr. Augustus Tumbull, assistant 

vice president for academic 
affairs, said in a recent interview. 

"Before assuming outside 
employment in excess of two 
days, faculty must submit three 
copies of the employment form 
to their department chairman," 
Turnbull said. 

Because of the red tape and 
paperwork involved, the 
university has not required 
written records to be kept, "but 
the request for the information 
is not a new policy," he said. 

Faculty members throughout 
the state, including members of 
the Florida local of the 
American Federation of 
Teachers, have charged that the 
questionnaire is an invasion of 
privacy. 

"My own conv^ion is that it 
is none of their business," Dr. 
Roy Ingham, associate profanor 
of adult education and a 
member of the FSU AFT 
chapter, said. 'They're going to 
get a small response." 

Ingham said faculty shouMI 
be wary of the quastionnaira 
because "they (the Senate 
univarsltias committee) simply

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said. "We can tell if they are 
comfortable with us; we are able 
to tell their level of personal 
experience viHth the blind, 
whether they are being vicarious 
or real, and we are able to tell a 
person's mood." 

Tools the blind use to gain 
indications of personality, 
according to Slaton, are the 
voice inflections of the sighted 
and tactual communication. 

''Through tactual 
communication/' Dotson said, 
"you can discover the 
individual's tenseness level, level 
of perspiration and nervous 

condition." 

Suppose you used tactual 
cognition on someone who was 
speeding? 

"It makes no difference if 
you know the person," Dotson 
said. "You get used to an 
individual's variations really fast. 
You use all the tactual stimuli 
available such as the person's 
tenseness, perspiration level, 
odor and voice level to 
understand that person." 

And then there's sex. . . 
that's unit five. 

"We want to dissolve the 
sighted's cultural hangups, 
ignorance and misconceptions," 
Slaton said. "I as a blind male 
cannot examine members of the 
opposite sex and society 
conditions people so they 
cannot physically touch 
members of their family or the 



opposite sex. Blind persons mur 
rely on their own imagination a 
to what bodies look (feel) like. 

According to Dotson, biinc 
persons generally conceive of a 
sighted person having a mor? 
far-reaching sexual experience 
than the blind have, thus 
resulting in feelings of inferiority 
and withdrawal and disinterest 
and ratiofiallzation of sexual acts 
to sexual fantasy. 

"Sometimes," Slaton saic 
"these feelings of inferior^ 
bring out over-aggressiveness - 
attenrnning sexual relations a^c 
fantasies of sexual relationsh 
as well as misinterpretation o' 
friendliness by actions of tfw 
opposite sex." 

Dotson said blind people f- 
at a disadvantage not being ab^ 
to see facial expressions or bodv 
movements.

A new summary completed in the Graduate 

Research Office shows the job situation for 

panoni vvho received a doctor's degree in 1970-71 

ooffipam waM mMnarH:ally with that for graduatas 

during the prevkxis two ytars. 

Between December 1968 and August 1909 dw 
university awarded 258 doctorates, and a survey at 
the end of that time showed that only two were 
not placed. The university awarded 304 such 
degrees in 1969-70, and only nine of this number 
were unempk>yed in the late summer of 1970. 

During the year ending in August 1971, 295 
doctorates were conferred, with nine of the 
graduates not placed m August, so far as university 
records of their employment indicated. In some of 
these instances for each of the latter years the 
holders had temporarily left the job market to care 
for children or for other reasons. 

Statistics of numbers emptoyed do not, of 
course, tell the whole story, according to Dr. 
Robert M. Johnson, graduate dean and director of 
research at FSU. It is obvious, he said, that new 
holders of a doctorate are experiencing keener 
oompetitk>n for jobs now and that some with the 
same qualifications have taken less desirable jobs 
than they would have t^en five years earlier. 

It is probat>le also, he added, that a large 
number have remained on campus for postdoctoral 
work and research in the expectation of getting a 
permanent job later. Too, he said, some students 
wfK> have completed all but the dissertation for 
their doctorate are staying in college to complete 
it in the absence of a job they would have taken if 

available. 

Of the 295 graduates during the past year, 83 
went to positions in Florida and 203 to positions 
in another state or abroad. 

Although the proportion leaving the state after 



a doctorate would seem at firtt glance to be hi^ 

Johnson said, it is typical of graduate programs j- 
major universities over the country; and tha» ♦ 
ato fypicil for a graduate program to have mir 
students from out of stale. 

Actually, ha said. Florida still is a "detytorl 
state both n the number of the nation's new 
doctorate-holders employed in the state and m the! 
education of graduate students. 

Florida, with roughly 3.3 percent of \y, 
population of the Unitod States, had in it, 
graduate aducatkmal p rogra ms in 1969 roughN 
1 .7 percent of those enrolled in such progranm 
the U.S. To carry its proportionate share of thi 
educational burden, Florida would have ?. 
increase enrollment in its master's and docto 
degree programs by 83 percent and in its fi 
professkKial degree programs by 94 percent. 

One thing that is innnediately apparent 
Johnson said, is that Florida State's doctorai 
programs are still, as they long have Ixen a 
training ground for university and college teaching. 
Of the 295 doctorates awarded during the pa 
year^ 229 are held by persons who gained | 
employment in an educational instttutk>n, and in 
ail but a few instances, went to a four-year concgc 
or university. 

Typically, the new doctors obtained a teach ng 
job with the rank of assistant professor, wh 
some graduates stepped immediately ir 
university administrative jobs. 

Twenty -five graduates stayed on in various | 
positions while 38 went to other universities 
colleges or local school systems in Florida, and 20 1 
went into industry, business or government 
employment in Fk>rida. 

Six of the new doctorate-holders nam^ 
Florida A&M as their first employer after thf 
degree. 

In many instances, particularly in the 
graduates went into postdoctoral fellowships ; 
studies of particular research problems under t^ 
guidance of specialists.

What are your chances of 
making a pro football team if 
you are a college pass receiver in 
the Year of the Running Back? 

Your outlook is good if your 
name is Rhett Dawson and you 
finish your senior year as 
number three pass receiver in the 
nation. 

Rhett, 6 2 at 185 pounds led 
the nation several times this year 
in piss reomvins for FSU. He'll 
get anotfier chance in the 
spotlight of pro scouts Saturday 
in the Hula Bowl. 
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However, with Jack Mildren 

from Oklahoma and Eddie 
Phillips from Texas as 
quarterbacks and Robert 
Newhouse from Houston and 
Gary Hammond from SMU as 
the running backs, there doesn't 
look to be much of a passing 
game planned. 

Gary Hammond may go in as 
quarterback with passing plays. 
He threw two TD's in the 
East-West Shrine game. Working 
with Rhett at wide receivers for 
the South will be Mil» Siani 
from Viltanova. The game will 
begin at 4 p.m. on channels 11 
and 18. 

Rhett finished the season this 
year with 62 catches for 817 
yards and seven touchdowns at 
13.2 catches per game. He is the 
third best receiver in FSU 
history, surpassed only by Ron 
Sellers and Fred Biletnikoff. 

According to quarterback 
Gary Huff, Rhett is the greatest 
receiver this year. "I'm sure he 
will be drafted .pret|y high 
because he's done so great here/' 
said ^^ff. "For someone who 
was double covered half the 
season and came out so weN, I 
think that is saying something 
for him/' 

AWiough Rhett lacks speed, 
he makes up for it in other ways. 
"Rhett has the finest moves I've 
seen in a young receiver," said 
assistant coach PM Hodgson. 
"He has great quickfieas and 
takeii aome of the finest 
delMbinie becks in ifie country 
and turned them. He is the most 
ttedicated receiver I've bbm 
around," said Hodgson. 

It's no wonder Rhett is called 
dedicated. During the pen 
tMcm he spent eight to ten 
hours extra a waek studying 
films and watching the defensive 
backs he was to face. 



Rhett feels that watching the 
films definitely helped him. "I 
watched the people who would 
cover me and their tendencies. I 
think I watched the most film 
before the South Carolina game. 
Dickie Harris is an All Amerk»n, 
and that was incentive erwugh to 
want to beat him," said the 
.redhead. 

Dawson and Huff stayed in 
Tallahassee during the summar 
to work. When he nvam't on the 
job for the electrical company, 
Rhett was catching passes from 
his quarterback.

and Life magazine. 

The once-dashing aviation 
fNonaar held a talaphonad naiwi 
oonferanoa Frklay from his 
heavily guarded Britarmia Beach 
Hotel suite on Paradise Island In 
the Bahamas with seven 
repKDrters he summoned to the 
Sheraton Universal Hotel in Ljos 
Angeles. 

He tokl them he had become 
a recluse to avoki spending his 
life in courtrooms. 

For two hours and 40 
minutes the reedy voice with a 
touch of the Texan in it 
answered questions from the 
newsmen, all of whom had 
talked to Hugfies face-to-face or 
by telephone in the years before 
he withdrew into hermitage. 
After the conversation, all seven 
said tbey were satisfied it was 
Hughes to whom they had been 
speaking.

YSA hearing goes 
before court today

XJie case involving the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) and its 
fi^ for recognition as a student organization goes before U.S. 
District Judge David Middlebrooks today in a rehearing of a suit 
which began almost two years ago. 

The hearing takes place at 9:30 a.m. in the federal court room, 

located above the downtown post office. 

Middlebrooks was ordered last October to hear the YSA's case 
agiinby the Fifth U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in New Orleans. 

Initial actton concerning YSA's fight for recognition began in 
October 1970 when the FSU administration refused to recognize the 
YSA party as a student organization. 

Following this action, D. Burke Kibler, chairman of the Board of 
Regents at that time, issued a statement to all Florida universities 
requesting them to follow FSU's example in refusing recognition to 
YSA. 

In the spring of 1971, Student Government, vvorking m 
conjunction with the American Ovil Liberties Union (ACLU), 

mitiated a suit against FSU and the BOR. The case went before 
I idqe Middlebrooks in Tallahassee who refused to hear the case, 
(Claiming it was not under his jurisdiction. 

YSA appealed the case and took it before the Fifth U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New Orleans where actton upon it was delayed 
until last October. At that tinne the appeals court ordered a new 
hearing for members of the YSA and reversed the former ruling by 
Middlebrooks . — —

The hassle for Ueberman 
began when he allegedty taught 
his non-credit course entitled 
"How to Make a Revolution in 
the USA" in a university 
building despite Marshall's 
temporary suspension of the 
entire CPE program. 

The university in turn 
brought charges against 
Lieberman in accordance with 
rules etubtlshed in 1969. He was 
acquitted by both the Student 
Honor Court and Student 
SupH-eme Court. 

However, Marshall exercised 
his final authority as university 
president and dismissed 
Lieberman for violating the 
president's order. 

Levine is charging that the 
action violated Lieberman's 
constitutk>nal and legal rights, 
and that Marshall's unwritten 
order and Section 400.2 of the 
Row Wow were "overly vague 
and broad," according to AP. 

AP quoted Levine as saying, 
"We take the position that a 
Student honor court is analogous 
to a criminal court proceeding 
and acquittal in honor court 
ends all proceedings. The 
university had no right to review 
the decision of a student honor 
court." 

If Middlebrooks rules for 
Lieberman on that point, the 

effects would reach into the 
validity of presidential review as 
well as the entire student court 

system. 

Lieberman's suit has already 
had its repercussions. PresiBntly, 
all CPE courses are reviewed In

The case will be heard 
today. 

The Flambeau supports YSA in this suit No 
organization should be denied recognition because of the 
political philosophy of that group. And YSA is being 
denied recognition for just that reason. 

The free expression of Idees is essential to any 
institution of learning. Without free expression, the 
student is denied the fullest possible education available to 
him. Education is the purpose of the university's existent; 
the university cannot deny the right of free speech 

The denial of recognition to a particular campus 
orgenization simply because that organization espouses an 
unpopulw politicly philosophy constitutes a denial of the 
free expression of Ideas. The university must not do Ms. 

If one political group may be recognized as a campus 
organization, then alt should be recognized, regardless of 
the philosophy Involved. One example of a recognized 
political organization at Florida StM is die FSU Young 
Democrats. As a recognized group, the Young Democrats 
are allowed to use university facilities to present their 
programs. Their programs are designed in part to persuade 
listeners that their philosophy of politics is the best. 

Why then should YSA-or any other political 
organization-be denied the same privilege? There is no 
reason to deny recognition as a campus organization to 
any political organization.

Abortion law jitfors aboun

University and ftudent publications 

off icials began taking a long hard look at 
Florida's abortion information statute 
Monday a^ter Flambeau Editor Hamp 
Carruth said he may print an abortion 
refenal list. 

Car ruth has said he will aik the 

Student Publications Poflcy Board, when 
it meets Thursday, for permission to print 
a list of abortion agencies similar to that 
printtd last quarter by the University of 
Florida Alligator. 

Should the list be printed, Carruth 
would be subject to arrest under Florida 



Statute 797.02 which prohibits the 
^toeminaiion of abortion intornmion. 

University officials heki no formal 
discussions on the proposed Flambeau 
action, according to Mike Beaudoin, 
director of information services. 
However, Joe Hiett, special assistant to 
President Stanley Mar^, contacted 
Carru^ and asked him to meet with 
Marshall-possibly today if it can be 
worked into the university president's 
schedule. 

In a related action, MarshaH's 
day-to-day liaison with the Flwnbeau, Dr. 
June Ougger, dean of student activities 

and programs, asked FSU general counsel 



Robert Bickel to study the abortion 
information statute and pomibta 
repercussions shouM the Flambeau 

violate it. 

Dr. Dugger also asked Bickel to study 
the Flambeau's printing contract to 
d e t er mi ne whether the printer, Kefco 
Inc., would be affected by a vk>lation 
the statute. 

Steve Fox, Kefco's representative with 
the Flambeau, is consulting his lawyer on 
the issue. 

Although this behind-the-scenes 
activity probably will continue, stoictont 
publicatkMis officials said they expect 
nothing startling to happen until tfie

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Play wright Beckett 
laughs his way

Playwright Samuel Beckett 

has an incredible knack for 
uncovering the cesspools of 
existence. His garbage pail 
chtraeters are kirilliant 
metaphorf of life't alMurclity, 
encttasely trying to mtkB method 
out of ttieir meaningless lives in 
a desperate struggle for sanity. 

It comes as something of a 
surprise that Beckett is also one 
of the funniaat of modem 
playwrifhts. But perhaps 
Backetfs humor is the otMvnin^ 
mark of his genius, mirroring oui 
own desperate, day-to-day 
laughter at life's horror. That is 
the opinion, at least, of Pete 
Saputo, currently directing a 

versk>n of VifaMhg for Godot for 
a Main Stage production later 

this month. 

"All of Beckett's characters 
are based on English music hall 
comedians, something very 
simitar to what we call 



vaudeville/' Saputo saki in an 
interview Frkiay. "Godot is a 
very funny and a very 

entertaining play, and I hope 
people aren't frightened away by 
the metaphysical, intellectual 
repiftatkMi that the play has also 
aoqulrad." 

Saputo feels that the comedy 
must be prop>eriy emphasized for 
the tragedy of the play to have 
its full effect. 

"The major emotkmal thrust 
of the play isa kind iA tragedy/' 
Saputo sakI, 'Ixit even at some 
of the most tragic moments, 
Beckett makes us grotesquely 
laugh at the two characters, very 
much in the way that we laugh 
at our own catastrophes daily in 
orderto stay alive/' 

Saputo admits that his 
emphasis on the comedy of the 
play is something of an 
innovation in Beckett 
interpretation. His attitude is a 
direct offspring of his own 
personal view of Beckett, wfK>m

"Beckett is ultimately very 
optimistic, for why else would 
he bother to write?"

it is this appeal of character, 
this humanistic quality of 
Beckett, that makes his tragedy 
in "Saputo's eyes so very tragic 
and very real. 

"The two tramps in Godot 
are funny, everyday, lovable 
people who are trapped, as we 
alt are, into the endless ganne of 
waiting, waiting for something 
y/it are rarely able to define and 
never achieve." 

Saputo has no extended 
experience in productions of 
Beckett. He has been in a couple 
of amateur productbns and has 



read a number of Beckett's 
works. But he adds to that a 
long-ranged admiration for 
Beckett as a philosopher and a 
fervent Intarast in the theatre of 
the absurd. He could, in fact, 
think of few writers whom he 
felt equaled Beckett's genius and 
importance. 

Many FSU students 
apparently agree with him. In a 
survey taken last year, students 
listed Waiting for Godot as the 
third most desired play for 
campus production, close behmr^ 
Hamlet and Tfw Sound of Mustc. 
It now looks as if their waiting, 
at any rate, will soon be over.

that such an act is illegal in the State of Florida, except in 
Alachua County. 

The law, which had for a century prohibited 
distribution of the information, has been declared 

unconstitutional by an Alachua County judge. Because of 
this decision, the service provided readers outweighs the 
risk of punishment under the law. 

Obviously, if the law is upheld, I am prepared to pay 
the consequences of my action. I do not, however, believe 
this will happen, and I am prepared to take that risk. 

Based on this decision, I have requested permission 
from the SPPB to allow the Flambeau to print abortion 
referral information. Thursday the board will decide what 
the policy will be.

game. The writer was very upset 
that Durham had caused a loss 
by forfeit. We, too, were upset 
about the result, but we do not 
blame .the coach for the 
"defeat". There vvere other 
factors. 

FSU was down 26-10, having 
committed an amazing nine 
turnovers in the first five 
minutes: against JU that was the 
total numl)er in forty minutes. 
The Hawaiian officials were 
catling a close game, three and 
five second violations, especially, 
against FSU. These calls and a 
desire to shake up the team 
prompted Durham to take the 
court. The technicals followed, 
and after four foul shots, the 
refs surprised Durtiam by calling 
the game. This would seem 
strange to us, but such practice 
is not uncommon in Honolulu. 

By January 4 Hawaii had 
won five games against top 
opposition: two against FSU 
(10-2), two against Oregon State

the other loss to FSU), and one 
with Arizona State who had 
beaten USC and Houston. Their 
9-0 record was impressive, 
gaining some national ranking, 
but most pollsters were still not 
convinced. They noted that 
Hawaii had played all of its 
games at home. Their next game 
was against California Loyola, a 
minor-leaguer. 



Loyola's 3S record against

Kennedy on list of twelve 
for Florida priniary ballot 




Sen. Ed¥verd M. Kennedy^ 
D-Mass., a steedfett 
noncandidate, was one of a 
dozen Democrats whose names 
were entered Tuesday in ttic 
March 14 Fkiride priiiieiy^ 
Kennedy promptly announeed 
he would demand that his name 
be withdrawn. 

The Florida Secretary of 
State, Richard Stone, said he 
placed ttie names on the primary 
ballot because each was 
recognized by the press as a 
candidate, and "the press 
continually keeps Sen. Kennedy 
in the forefront of the 
candidates" despite his repeated 
disclaimers. 

A Kennedy spokesman said 
the senator would file an 
affidavit declaring his 
noncandidacy to have his name 
withdrawn before the final 
Florida ballot is published Jan. 
18. Stone said the affidavit must 
contain a "pretty strong oath" 
that the person withdrawing is 
not a candidate and will, not be 
one at his party's nominating 
convention. 

Others on ttie tentative 
Florida list of Democratic 
candidates are Sens. Edmund S. 
Muskie, Maine; Hubert H. 
Humphrey, Minn.; George S. 
McGovern, S.D.; Henry M. 
Jackson, Wash, and Vance 

Harfke hits 
vofe frail 
in capital 

Sen. Vance Hartke, D-lnd., 
opened his campaign for 
presidential delegates in Ftorida 
today with a vow to end 
unemployment by providing 
government jobs, including work 
on the proposed $6.5 billion 
space shuttle. 

Hartke, wtK> just missed Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., 
wtien he popped in on a meeting 
of the Florida cabinet, told a 
news conference here that "I 
will win in New Hampshire and 1 
wiil win in Fk>rida." 

He said Humptirey and Sen. 
Edmund Muskte, D-Maine, 
considered the Democratic 
front-runners, criticize the war 
in Vietnam and unempk>yment 
but Qffer no podtive solutions. 

He saki he is no "Johnny 
come lately" in opposing the 
Vietnam war, noting that he 
fought it under forrrer President 
Lyndon Johnson. 

Promising to end 
unempkyyment, he said the 
sokitkm is simple. "If private 
^•'dwtry won't provide the jobs, 
ttie government will, puttmg the 
jobless to work to clean up the 
cities, the environment, the 
^ooh and the hospitals." 

He estimated ttie cost to 
•eeamment would be between 
$20 billion and $25 billion and 
said it cannot be "done 
piecemeal."

HARRISBURG, Pa.-Trial for the Rev. Philip Berrlgan and seven 
others charged with conspiring to kidnap presidential adviser Henry 
A. Kissinger was delayed again Tuesday to give ttie defense time to 
challenge the government's method of jury selection. 

Federal Judge R. Dixon Herman granted the delay until Jan. 24 
after the Rev. William Cunningham, a defense attorney, said he was 
denied the right to examine about 2,000 questionnaires sent to 
prospective jurors in centra^ Pennsylvania. 

Cunningham asked Judge tterman to order the court clerk to 
release the questionnaires, which are normally kept confidential, but 
Herman said the request had "no foundation and no fact." 

He then agreed to delay the trial for a week, from Jan. 17 to Jan 
24, to give defense counsel time to file a formal motion on the 
Cunningham request.

They are yapping in Boise, Idaho, aiKl in the 
lesser metropolises of that state. The noise is dim 
at present, the belching of a few misfits, poltroons 
and social activists. But these fools are dead 
serious and determined to take their case to the 
press and the courts. 

The issue is the use of Idaho as a nuclear 
submarine base in general; the possibility of 
radioactive contamination in particular. 

A little-known fact of geology, an incredible 
and baffling anomoly of nature, is the massive 
aquifer that underlies the northwestern portion of 
the United States. This enormous system of 
underground rivers, canals and caves stretches 
from Washington state to southern Idaho, through 
northern Nevada and parts of Wyoming and most 
of Oregon. The Snake River, which rises in Idaho, 
is an integral link in the aquifer. 

This huge underground network was deciphered 
and mapped in the late t940s, and since 1954 
American submarines have used Its routes to 
surface in the Snake River nev the Navy's Nuclear 
Power Test Unit. 

The government has been generally successful 
in its efforts to obscure the existence of the 
aquifer, justifying secrecy in terms of military 
security. Those few who are familiar with 
submarine operation at the Naval unit, and those 
who travel in the subs beneath the deserts and 
mountains of the Northwest, are sworn to secrecy. 

The official obfuscation had been fairly 
effective until late fall of last year. 

The dyspeptic uprising of the Boise 
anti-radiation queers has not only been, to some 
degree, effective in uncovering a top military 
secret.!.their mindless pother has also revealed 
several submarif^ disasters over the years in the 
aquifer. They wiM, no doubt, expk>it these 
unfortunate accidents to the hilt. 

As many as 150 men have perisKed in this vast 
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and intricate subterranean system: accidents 
would seem to be inevitable when the enormity of 
the aquifer is considered. 

The government has metfcukxjsly concealed the 

accidents until recently. 

One submarine, the "Eureka" was involved in 
perhaps the most renwirkaWe disaster in the 
aquifer. The ship became irreparably lodged 

between a rock ledge and a river floor a thousand 
feet beneath the desert of northern Nevada in 
March, 1962. 

A six inch pipe was drilled (clandestinely, to 
avoid public notice) down through the rock and 
through the ceiling of the marooned submarine. 
Food, oxygen and conversation were passed 
through the pipe for nearly seven weeks. 

On Easter morning Navy personnel assigned to 
the rescue operation dropped jelly beans and 
ch$>colate rabbits down the pipe to their comrades. 
Later that day a minister yelled a sermon down 
the pipe. 

"God bless you men down there, God bless you 
alt" was the minister's theme. 

Relations over the weeks became strained and 
tense between the sub's crew and the rescue force, 
as the crew demanded faster action. A largnr drill 
bit, on order from Pdland, wm late in arriving. 

Relatkms broke on the morning of April 23, 
when Captain Alex Farmlee of the "Eureka" stood 
directly beneath the pipe to the ground when 
Admiral Fosdick, coordinator of the rescue, was 
dropping two oranges. Usually, the nr>en below 
were informed of a drop, and stood clear, placing 
a mattress beneath the pipe to catch the 
descending goodies. 

One of the oranges hit Farmlee on the head 
that morning. 

"Alright, you crazy cocksucker, you sorry 
green-phallused son-of-a bitch. You think that's 
funny, huh?" Farmlee yelled up the pipe. 

"You think a goddamned orange on the head 
feels good, do you, you half-assed dimwit... You 
know what I'll do to you?..." 

"CtAm down, down there, Farmlee. It was an 
aocklent, I'm sorry. We're doing ail we can for you 
up here/' was Admiral Foidick's retort. 

The Admiral was leening over the pipe, thinking 
of something else to say, and apparently not 
realizing Farmiee's maKciousnesi, when a sky 
rocket, loaded with human ex c r em e nt , lour jelhf 
beans and an apple core came hurtling up the pipe. 
It struck Fosdick in the mouth. 

"Those men are crazy, sir," said a salient 
seaman as he briskly washed the Admiral's face 
and coat. 

The Admiral was much affrontel^y the attack 
- he had an extraordinary temper - and returned 
to the pipe late that night with a full septic tank 
truck and unloaded it down the pipe He was 
caught by security but due to the secrecy of the 
case, he was never prosecuted. 

When the top of the pipe was washed clean and 
another officer yelled down the pipe, there was no 
reply. 

The minister's words. "God bless you men 
down there" was inscribed on a metal cap, with 
the date and "Eureka!" (The exclamation mark 
was inadvertant - a printer's error that wasn't 
oorracted.1 The cap vws then saewed on for 
etemity.

New Right Coalition Group 
shares a unique philosophy 



(Editor's note: Included in 
the Flambeau's ctmnge of ihe

The New Right Coalition 
(NRC) is the newest right-wing 

group on the Florida State 
campus, and one of the most 
unique in its philosophy. 

The coalition began in 1970 
when various right-wing 

libertarians began to come 
together. The largest and best 
known of these groups were the 
dissenting members of the 
Young Americans for Freedom 
i»Kl the Randist Ubertariam, 
who rejected the absolute 
objectionist ideals of the Old 
Right. 

Fornner liberals who still 
maintained liberal aspirations 
came around to the politics of 
the New Right because of their 
disenchantment with welfare 
statism and collectivism. A 
'dumber of SDS members who 
^elt that the philosophy of the 
New Left was one of tyranny 
rather tfian freedom also joined 
the New Right. 

New Right Coalition 
^ a« been able to add many of 

"•ese people to their 
f^embership. in the past few 
"months, more than 300 people 
^^ve joined. National 



membership is believed to be 
between four and five thousand. 

The coalition is opposed to 
collectivism in any form, 

including communism, fascism 
and welfare statism. 

The distinctive feature that 
sets the NRC apart from other 
groups is iu advocacy of moral 
as well as economic liberties. 

Libertarian New Rightists 
believe that censorship, the draft 
and legislative morality should 
be abolished. They feel that 
anyone should be able to do 
what he wants to as long as it 
does not interfere with the life, 
liberty and property of other 
people. 

NRC has taken a stand 
•gainst welfare programs, 
axcissive taxation, the draft and 
(kug laws. Their philosophy is 

that of limited government. 
They see the ro^e of government 
as being a mechanism for the 
protection of life, liberty and 
property^ 

The NRC believes in black 
control of the black community 
and the right of each ethnic 
group to control its economic 
and political destiny as it sees 
fit. They also feel that people 
should be able to form 
cooperatives, communes and any 
other type of enterprise as they 
lae fit, but thty do not believe 
that such Institutions should be 
forced on people.

Editor, officials 
discuss abortion law 



Flambeau Editor Hamp Carruth met with university officials 
Tuesday afternoon to discuss possible legal ramifications should the 
newspaper publish an abortion referral list. 

Carruth met for two hours with Dr. Steve McClellan, vice 
president for student affairs; Robert Bickel, general counsel; and Joe 
Hiett, a special assistant to President Marshall. 

Carruth, in an interview, said the officials only wanted to discuss 
the paper's proposed action. He said they issued no ultimatum; that 
the discussk>ns w«re cordial. 

Bickel did indicate, however, he would advise Marshall not to 
allow publication of the abortion material, Carruth said. 

The Flambeau editor said he expecu to meet with Marshall 
sometime today. 



"Basically they wanted to find out what my plans were and what 
actkw had been taken/' Carruth said of Tuesday's meeting. 

He said they emphasized that as university president, Marshall is 
egally publisher of the paper and has the ultimate authority and 

responsibility. 

Marshall may delegate this authority and responsibility as he has

On returning to the United 
States after 6 months in Europe 
with the Florence program, the 
newly returned student is 
deluged with questions from 
family and friends. Probably the 
question most often asked is: 
"Well, how was Europe?" 

The question is 
well-intentioned but asinine and 
can only be tactfully responded 
to with a knowing grin and a 
lone adjective, "incredible." 

That answer is certainly not 
an exaggeration, especially from 
a financial viewpoint. Consider 
that the amazing sum o' $1,800 
pays for two quarters' tuition, 
room, board, and two weeks of 
first class traveling. 
Economkartly, there are few 
ways that a six month stay in 
Europe could be financed 
cheaper. That original figure also 
includes the jet fare, roundtrip 
from New York to Italy. 

The only costs outskle of the 
original fee are book costs and 
whatever spending money the 
student needs. This last cost 
depends on the student's 
spending habiu, but it 
around $600. 

There are many aspects of the 
so-called "new" Florence 
Program. It is no longer located 
at the W/Za Fabricotti, which 
was a few miles away from the 
center of Florence. Mow* 
live in a downtown 
hotel and walk to the Study 
Cemar for classes. Ho longer 
"away from it all" at the distant 
villa, students are immersed in 
the Italian culture wtuch 
surrounds them. 

The Hotel Mermo is what 
the students call *lK>me" for six 
months Certainly not plush by 
American standards. The 
Palermo is, however, a good 
hotel by European standards. 
Only FSU students \\m in the 
hotel so that it takes on the 
appearance of a big dormitory 



rather than a European Hotel. 
The rooms are simple but clean. 
A few rooms have showers and 

bathrooms but most do not 
Most students have roommates 
Meals are served at the hotel 
Breekfast is "continental" style 
roNs, butter, and coffee or tea 
Lun6h, following the Italian 
lifestyle, is the big meal of the 
day. Pasta (spaghetti or 
macaroni), meat, cheese 
vegetable, and fruit comprise the 
afternoon meal. Dinner is 
smaller verskMi of kinch. 

The program's academ 
offerings are also geartd * 
introducing the student to th- 
culture around him. Ead^ 
student studies the Italian 
language while attending the 
program. 

The social sciences, with 
Italian emphasis, make up the 
class offerings. 

Many ftudams were allowed 
to take Directed Individual 
Study courses when the standard 
classes did not meet their needs 
Classes tend to be sma*' 
teacher-student communication 
is excellent. 

The empKasb of the program 
IS not pfaned on academics, 
hovi^ver. That is not to say that 
the academic elem -^t ^ 
neglected, but the prog^ '''' ' 
geared to giving the student 
adequate chance to travel. 

Classes are set up on i 
Monday through Thursdiv 
schedule, which leaves « 
three-day weekend for traveling 
The best chance the srjdent 
has to travel is not on weekends 
but during a 4H vieek brea^^ 
betw e en quarters. Ftorida Sta» 
students then travel to t^- 
extremities of Europe ^^^^ 
knapsacks on backs and sleep'' 
nighu in hostels and P^'^^^*^ 
homes.

Middlebrooks rules against Jack

Middlebrooks ruled in favor of President 
Stanley Marshall Wednesday when he 
refused to order Jack Lieberman 
reinstated to the imivarsity . 

In a 27-pa9e ordar, Middlebrooks 
wrote that Marshall violated none of 
Lieberman's constitutional rights in 
dismissing the student radical. Lieberman 
was dismissed from FSU Nov. 6 for 
violating Marshall's executive order 
postponing the opening of CPE. 

President Marshall "acted as the 
pururtilious administrator and enforcer of 
university rules and regulations in 
accordance with the authority invested In 
him under Florida law/' Middlebroolcs 
said. 

"Neotssarily/ the prtsidem of the 
university 'has inherent general power to 
maintain order and exclude those who are 

detrimental to the student body and 
institution's well-being, so long as (he) 
exercise(s) sound discretton and (does) 
not act arbitrarily or capriciously/" 
Middlebrooks wrote, citing a 1966 federal 

court ruling. 

Marshall's action "was a reasonable 
exercise of (this) authority in light of the 
executive order and university rules and 
regulations/' Middlebrooks said. 

Marshall, in a statement, called the 
decision "fair to the student and to the 
university." 

Our judgement all along has been 
that our rules and regulations are fair; 
that they serve our students well; and 
that our disciplinary pmoedures ^^nd 
due process to all of our students," he 

said. "The court's ruling upholds our 
position OP this." 

To Lieberman, Middlebrooks' decision 
was "a direct attack on the demoaatic 
sentiments of students. 

'The ruling shows that you cannot 
i^ely on the courts to defend your 
democratic rights/' he said in an 
interview. "Students have to rely on 
themselves by mobilizing in large 
numbers in support of their rights." 

Lieberman said he wiM appeal the 
ruling to the Fifth U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans as SOOn 9S 
iX)ssible. He said he would begin a 
statewide tour this weekend and speak at 
nnaior university and collage campuses. 

Despite Middlebrooks' ruling and 
despite a oonditton in the dismissal. 



Lieberman said he will, in effect, 
continue to teach his CPE course, "The 
Coming American Socialist Revolution/' 
Marshall's letter of dismissal to 
Lieberman stipulated that he sever all 
formal ties with CPE. 

Brett Merkey is recognized by CPE 
and university officials as the edu-group 
instructor. Lieberman said Merkey has 
invited ^im to appear as a "guest 
lecturer" at all eight classes. The course 
meets tonight at 7 in Room 224 Bellamy. 

Middlebrooks rejected point by point 
the maior allegatkms of improprieties in 
Marshall's handling of the dismissal. 

Lieberman's First Amendment 
guarantee of free speech was not violated, 
the federal judge said. School 
administrators may reasonably impose 
limitations on free speech in expression 
of their authority to maintain discipline, 
he said. 

There can be an abuse of free speech, 

he said, citing a 1966 federal court 



decision. "The Constitution does not 
confer 'unrestricted and unbridled license 
giving immunity for every possible use of 
language and preventing the punishment 
of those who abuse this freedom/" the 
1966 decision said. 

Middlebroc^ks rejected Lieberman's 
allegation that he was denied an impartial 
review because Marshall, the final review 
authority, was in effect the victim of the 

offense allegedly committed. 

This procedure did not violate due 
process, Middlebrooks wrote "The 
deciskm of the defendant Marshall . . . 
was free of extraneous politica! pressures 
and personal prejudices and was made on 
the basis of substantial evidence 
presented before him at the hearing of 
Nov. 6, 1971," Middlebrooks wrote. 
Therefore, Lieberman "caniwt complain 
of any unfairness in this proceeding." 

Mkkllebrooks rejected Liebernvwi's 



allegation that he was denied equal 
protection In'cause two othei (.'du (jtoup 
leaders were not punished toi violatifjg 
Marshall's executive order. 

One of the students, Jo Ellyn 
Rackleff, went undisciplined because hei 
violation went undetected, Middlebrooks 
said. The oth<'i student, Claire Cohen, 
was charge(J arid suspended, but later 
reinstated because of her 'good 
standir>g," he sakJ. 

The decision to punish Lieberman and 
not others "was reasonably and fairly 
made and should not be disturbed by this 
court/' Middlebrooks said. 

The university's proceedings ,i<iamst 
Lieberman were "a good faith etfoit " to 
police the campus for violations of 
Marshall's executive order, Mkidlebrooks 
said in summary. There is no evidence 
that Lieberman was selected for dismissal. 
"It can only be concluded that the 
decision to dismiss (Lieberman) was 
reasonably and fairly made and supported 
tiy substantial evidence."

Florida Democrats who vote for George Wallaoe for President 
March 14 will switch to President Nixon in November, Republican

the Democratic vote among a dozen candidates with no big winner. 

If the Alabama Governor takes a big chunk of the state's delegate 
votes, it will "prove that Southern conservatives have no use for any 
of the Democratic candidates," he told a news conference.

of blacks attending all-Negro schools in the South has fallen bekm 
those in the North, the government reported ¥illadnesday. Privately, 
officials said that busing in the South was one of the main reasons 
for the tum-arcHind. 

A survey by the Health, Education and Welfare Department 
showed that 9.2 percent of the Negro pupils in the 11 Southern 
states were enrolled in all-black schools. This oomf»red with 11.2 
percent in the 32 Northern and Western statm wnd 24.2 percent in 
the border states.

SAIGON-Communist attacks in South Vietnam reached the 
highest pomt in three months Wednesday, indicating a new Tet 
offensive nnay be in the making. 

Communist commandos raided a U.S. airbase near Saigon and 
Viet Cong gunners in the north tried to shoot down a helicopter 
carrying U.S. Army Secretary Robert Froehlke. 

The Communist gunners, hidden in a tree line five miles outside 
the provincial capital of Pleiku, 25 miles north of Saigon, ppencd 
fire on several Army helicopters, one carrying Froehlke to visit 
Sou^ Vietnamese bases in the central highlands near the Cambodian 
border. None of the choppers was hit, however, pilots told UPl 
correspondent Arthur Higbee.

The court refused the convkned mwi's plea to expend on its 
J«^n vs. Oenno dectskm of 1964, one of a series of Warren Court 
rulings on rights of the accused. That 5-4 decision required that a

Jacksonville for the same crime, WHICH ORIGINALLY 
ONLY INVOLVED ONLY FOUR MALES.

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Another view 
on obortion 



Editor: It was reported in 
yesterday's Flambeau that editor 
Hamp Carruth intends to request 
permission to print a list of 
abortion agencies similar to that 
printed last quarter by the 
University of Florida Alligator. 
SPPB chairman Kim Rogers 
apparently approves of this type 
of action. She is quoted as 
saying that the issue "invoives 
more than the challenge of a 
bad, unjust law, it involves a 
woman's right to control her 
own body which this law 
denies." 

The Declaration of 
Independence purports to offer 
to all men the right to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of 

happiness, and from the 
right to liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness, the right to control 
one's own body is probably 
most logically derived. 

However, the issue is not that 
simple, for there are inevitable 
human conflicts which 
sometimes necessitate that one 
right be given precedence over 
another. For instance, it oouid 
be argued that in the pursuit of 
liberty and happiness, a person 
might wish to engage in the 
wholesale murder of other 
persons, but I doubt if this 
would be readily allowed, the 
reason being that the right to life 
would take precedence over 
both the right to liberty and 
happiness. 

It is in this context that the 
abortion issue sHoukt bt 
A woman may very 
weH have the ri^ to control her 
own body, but should she be 
•Mowed to control her body in 
such a way that the necessary 
result IS the destruction of 
another human being? 

This brings up the next 
question, as to whether or not 
an unborn fetus is in fact a 
human being. 

All high flown philosophic 
arguments aside, the simple fact 
of the mattwr is Hiit emy man. 
ymnmn, and diUd who now 
wiMcs the face of the earth was 
at one time in their life a fetus. 
If we were not human then,

even now, and that we never 
have been. Nevertheless, I still 
believe that we should be 

extremely cautious when we 
begin to tamper with the right to 
life.

Wot too bed for a 'donkey

Qavid Charles Smith Jr., 22; Alphonso Figgers, 19; 
Dave Roby Keaton Jr., 18; Jotinny Fredtrick, 20; ami 
Johnny Burns, 23, all of Quincy, were arrested last 
jjnuary ^or an armed robbery in which a Leon 
County jailer was killed. 

The robbery occurred at Luke's Grooary Store on 
Uke Bradford Roed Sept. 19, 1970. 

According to the Tallahaseee Democrat account of 
the incident, Leon County Sheriff Raymond Hamlin 
said two Leon County jailers, Thomas Revels and 
Haltie Carroll had stopped by the grocery store on 
their way to work. While they were there, the store 
was robbed by three Mack imrtet, with another man 
waiting in a car outside, Hamlin said. 

Revels was killed in an attempt to jump one of the 
robbers, and in the scuffle that followed, Carroll was 
ihot in the jaw and stomach, according to Hamlin. 

A search for suspects in which Charles Steele, 
coordinator of the legal defense fund for the Quincy 
Five, termed a "niggerhunt," resulted in the arrest of 
the five men. 

On May 3, trial began for Keaton and Frederick. 
The trial for Smith and FIggers was delayed for a later 
date. 

On the Saturday preceding the trial. May 1, 
Johnny Burns was transferred to the Florida State 
Hospital at Chattahoochee for a mental evaluation. 
He was admitted to the hospital for observation and 
treatment of parmiokl eehizophrenia, according to a 
May 1 issue of the Tallahassee Democrat. 



The trial opened with the defense attt>mey m^ ing 

the motion iSm irtleged confessions by Keaton and 
Frederick not be admissible as evidence. According to 
defense attorney Harry Michaels, the confessions 
were obtained by obscure means. 

Michaels said Keaton and Frederick were tokl that 
the results of a lie detector te^ oouki he used against 
them in court. According to his plea, the suspects 
were told that the test verified their statement as lies, 
and this would be used in court against them. 

The officiating judge. Circuit Judgt Guyte 
McCord, denied the motion. 

Hallie Carroll, the other deputy present at the 
crime, was unalMe to positively place the two at the 
scer>e of the crime, according to the Democrat's story 
on the trial. 

Carroll said he was shot by a man who resembled 
Keaton, but he could not be positive. 

State witness Cleo Simmons klentif ied Frederk:k 
as the man who met him at the door as he entered the 
store during the robbery. 

Keaton was identified by Luther Adamson, the 
owner of the store. 

After three days of deliberations, the case went to 

the all-white jury of five women and seven men. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, with a 
recommendation of mercy for Frederick. This 
recommendation resulted in a life imprisonment 
sentence for Frederick, while Keaton received the 
mandatory sentence for first degree murder-death. 

According to Steele, the defendants felt they were

John Bntt and Alphonso Figgers 

were sentenced to life imprMonment in Jackson 
County, Florida. 

Last Sapiamber, Shrtaa men from JacksotwHIa wata 
indicted and charged with the sanie crkne. 

The three were John Allen Mitchell, 27. Jesse 
Henry Damon, 21. and Ja^^es Laverne Fussell, 27. 
Their fingerprints have matched fingerprints found m 
the store where the rohhery took plaoe. No such 
fingerprints wart found the Quincy Five. 

AoocMdmg to legal defense ooof^tfkiaii^ Siaaia« 
Mitchell had $50,000 worth of narcotics pKis 
$40,000 cash in his possession at the time of his 
arrest. 

"Where does a black man get this kind of money 
unless he has oonnectkm with Mfhite man?" Steele 
asked in a recent speech. 

On DeoefiH>er 16, trial was held for Damon. He 

was found guilty. Mitchell's trial begins today. Fussell 
is awaiting extradition from New York where he is 
currently imprisoned. 

According to Steele, one reason Fussell is fightir^ 
extradition is that he fears Mitchell. Fussell believes 
that Mitchell's criminal connectbns would seek to 
silence him, said Steele. 

Due to the seeming comradtctions and ambiguities 
in the case, it has achieved national prominence. To 
many, the case has become a legal crusade, complete 
with a rallying slogan. 

"Free the Quincy Five."

If human life is the experience of life, then he who 
experiences more, with greater int«fis»ty, lives nfK>re. If 
life occurs in time, then he who has more time has more 

life. 

A person lives as long as he experiences his life as 
having meaning and value, and as long as he has 
something to live for, i.e., meaningful projects that wiH 
animate him and invite him into the future or at least 
entice him to pull hinnself into the future. He will 
continue to live as long as he has hope of fulfilling 
meanings and values. As soon as meaning, value and 
hope vanish from a person's experience, he begins to 
stop living and contemplates the thought of dying. 

Our society trains people to live to riper ages than it 
did a hundred years ago. But we kill people in another 
way, by encouraging them to believe that there is only 
one identity, one role, one way for them to be, one 
value for them to fulfill. 

There are instances in which people who kill 
themselves after the loss of money, work, a limb, their 
beauty, their sexuality, a loved one, or status, and those 
persons who, on reflection, discover that they no longer 
are the person they believed themselves to be. And so, 
by killing themselves they are saying, in effect, that they 
believe they have only one incarnation that is possible 
for them, one way to Hve and be. \fVhen the ground or 



value of this existence is eiiminated, so is their existence. 

Maybe most of what is called nientai and physical 
illness is evidence that the way in which the person had 
been living up to the point of his collapse has truly been 
outgrown and it is time for him to stop that way of life 
and invent a new way which is more compatible with 
health. 

But members of our healing and helping professions 

construe the signals that a way of life has been outlived 
as an illness to be cured, rather than call a stop . . . 
reflect, meditate, dream and invent a new self. 

When a person feels he cannot live anymore in the 
way that he has been living, when he feels trapped in 
frozen interpersonal relationships in a social system that 
he feels offers him no way out, he may fall physically ill, 
become schizophrenic or psychotically depressed, or 
commit suicide. 

We train people to an impov^ished imagination, to a 
banal image of their possibilities and to conventional 
vtfays to attach meaning. We train people to repress their 
experience of freedom and to replace it with the 
conviction that in certain situations, they have no 
choice. 

The suicide, especially the younger suicide, may be 
seen as one who nas reached tfie end of his rope, of his 
projects, and believes that he cannot live fiuther. 

Lite and death come into the world together, the eyes 

and the sockets which hold them are created at the same 
moment, from the moment I am born, I am old enough 
to die. Life and death are contained within each other, 
oonq^lete with each other, and are understandable in 
terms of each other. How to die means nothing less than

how to live. 

Suicide puts society, religion and the community of 
souls in extremis. Self-destruction is the paradigm of the 
individual's indepemience from everyone else. This is the 
reason the law labels it "criminar' and religion has called 

it "sin." 

There is something that all can bring to the moment 
of crisis. It is alluded to in Thornton Wilder's The Bridge 
of San Luis Hey, when the bridge collapses and plunges 
the persons crossing it to their deaths. In the atlamfiC to 
discover what it was in each person's life that lirought 
him to the bridge of self-destruction. Wilder enttnciated 
one certain truth: "There is a land of the living and a 
land of the dead and the bridge is love ... the only 
survival, the only meaning. For it is the death of love 
that evokes the kive of death."

The ultimatum came in a letter 
hand-delivered to Lieberman shortly 
before the dass was scheduled to begin. 

In a separate letter to Brett Merkey, 
recognized by CPE and McClellan as the 
official leader of the course, McClellan 
warned him that he would "share in the 
responsibility" should Lieberman, for all 
practical purposes, teach the class. 

Merkey was instructed to "take action 
to prevent Mr. Lieberman from i^uming 
a leadership role, should he attempt to do 
so." 

Lieberman was threatened with arrest 
under two chapters of the Florida 
Stat utes— apparently chapters dea I i ng 
with disruption and tresspass. McClellan, 
Tx>ntacted by phone, refused to definitely 
say what offenses were involved. 

Lieberman had no immediate 
comment on McClellan's action. 
However, John Voitava, a member of the 
national Young Socialist Alliance and 
advisor to Lieberman lately, called the 
decision "an attack on freedom of 
speech, and it demands a response." 

Voitava said Lieberman would decide 
in the next day or two what he would do 
in response. 

Several students reported seeing two 
unmarked Campus Security cars and a 
Tallahassee Police Department 
paddywagon in the Montgomery Gym 
parking lot while the class was 
proceeding. This could not be confirmed, 
however. 

Mcaellan used as a basis for his actk>n 
a condition in Lieberman's dismissal 

letter that he should sever all formal ties 
with CPE.

Student Senate passed a resolution 
Wednesday night requesting the 
appearance of FSU President J. Stanley 
Marshall before the next Senate meeting 
^0 explain the administration position on 
allocation of a $100,000 increase in 
student activity fees. 

"The resolution was made after a report 
Student Comptroller Marc Sussmann 
t^t some of the increase had been spent 
^ Union Dean Roger Wehrle and 
S^wtlent Body President Ray Gross 
^'^^our going through regular Senate 

^^dget Committee channels. 
T^e increase came with the tuition 
for the fall quarter. Student 
•Clivity fees were at that time upped 

^ S32.50 to $34.50 per student per 

Quarter. 

Wehrle told the Flambaau yesterday 
increase money became avaiMe afttr 
summer Student Senate had 

'sbended in Auqust. The University 
^oget Committee gave some of the 
00,000 to athletics and some to the 
^^'ching Q^,|g^j uniforms. 

Q Committee then asked Wehrle and 
to make proposals for the 
'"^ainder of the money, about $55,000. 



They proposed that the money be spent 
for the redecoration of the public areas of 
the union, the employment of an 
attorney and clerical assistant for 
students, an altocatk>n to the Student 
Community Interaction program, and a 
bus service to alumni village. 

Wehrle said these proposals had not 
yet been approved or rejected by the 
Budget Committee. 

Student Activities money is commonly 
given to the Senate for allocation. Since 
the Senate ^ already held budget 
hearings and made allocations, and had 
gone home for the summer break, the 
University Budget Committee directed 
the money. 

Marshall could not be reached for 
ccmiment as to whether he would appear 

next Wednesday n ght. 

The resolution for Marshall's 
appearance was introduced by Sen. Allan 
Barrett. A motion that the resolution be 
amended to read "demands" rather than 
"requests" failed to carry. 

Four students were confirmed in their 
appointments to '^hM positton*. Wayne 
Rubinas and Jim Hankins are the new 
Honor Court Chief Justices for Divisions 
One and Two respectively. D. G. 
Anderson was confirmed as Solicitor 



General and Thomas Montgomery as 
University Defender. 

The motion to confirm Ed Cutter to 
the Center for Participant Education 
Board of Directors was tabled pending 
presidential action upon Bill 10, a bill 
passed last week that wouM give Senate 
the responsibility of filling Board 
vacancies originally appointed by the 
Senate. Cutter's appomtment wouM fill 
such a vacancy. 

Poppy Landress was confirmed as an 
appointment to the Senate as a 
representative of the School of Nursing.

Middlebrooks justified Marshall's 
restriction of Lieberman's constitutional rights (both FSU 
and U.S.) to freedom of discussion by stating that 
Lieberman's use of such in the pertinent case of his 
discussion groiH» of Sept. 23 was "offensive to orderly 
operation and administration of the university/' 

This is an out and out lie. Lieberman's operations on 
this campus, both in September last and in numerous 
prevkMis altarcatkNis with Marshall, have shown abiohitely 
no violence or p r e t en se to such. The alleged "disorder" 
stated over and over again in Middlebrooks' printed 
decision is invisible fabrication. 

If indeed, Lieberman has "interfered with the orderly 
functions of the university/' he has done so in violation of 
a piece of paper and not in violation with criminal intent. 

Some will say he has still vk>lated the presidential 
opder-that aforementkmed piece of paper. 

Another contemptible ronk:ism~there was no written 

order or edict from Marshall. And this is justified by 
Middlebrooks' "findings" or precedents, also. 

But the most maniacal substantiatkm that 
Aiiddlabrookt uses to justify his ui^istifiable ruKng is as 

follows: 

"The constitutional guaranty of freedom of speech 
'does not confer an absokite right to speak' and the law 
teeofniies that there can be an abuse of such freedom . . 

We ask: "How can thafe be an ABUSE of a 
FREEDOM?" 

Continuing: 

'The Constitutkm does not confer 'umetlriclad and 
unbridled Ikense giving immunity for eveiry possible use of 
language and preventing the punishment of those who 
abuse this freedom/" 

This idiocy, taken from BlackwaM vs. taaquena County 
Board of Educ a t i on (Stfi Cir., 1966) is a chief example of 
the paradoxical meaninglessness espoused in MkMlebrooks' 
ruling.

Too, Middleiirookt cited an absence on MarshiM's part 

of "malice and personal interest." 

What in damnation were the continuous "hearings" on 
Lieberman and CPE made by the state legislative 
committees if not detrimental to Marshall's personal 
interest? 

What were the continuous and heavily publicized 
'charges" and conniving lip-sneerings made by some 
so-called state leeders if they were not public warnings to 
Marshall to rid FSU of this "evil creature" in our midst? 

And, in the final analysis of the question of the due

From the beginning those who 
argued that Marshall's action was a violation of 
^Iffnoaatic rights have said that in defending 
imf^^ ^ defendinji the riglitt of all 
students. That to permit one student to be victimized 
i to endanger the rights of eft students. 

No dearer proof of this fact could have been 
offered than the decision by Middlebrooks. In 
jjublishing his support for Marshall's action he has, 
in detail and with citation, decreed that students do 
r^t have full constitdCfyitl guarantees. The following 
3 ? some quotes fitufi the judge's order which, 
unfortunately, were left out of the Flambeau article. 

First the judge quotes the Florida Statutes: "the 
president of the university 'has the inherent general 
poiver* to maintain order and exclude those who are 
detrimental to the student body and institution's 
well being so long as [he] exercise [s] sound 
discretion and [does] not act arbitrarily or 
cipriciously.'" He continues, "...the Courts, it should 
be emphasized, are not concerned with whether such 
ruiei are wise or exped^ but merely whither they 
are a reasonable exercise of the power and discretion 
of the school authorities." 

Again, "[S] tudents may be severely punished by a 
school administration under its inherent authority 
without a prior published rule specifically prohibiting 
the conduct In question." Again, "It has become a 
time-tested rubric of the law that freedom of speech 

not an absolute right... When the student and his 
attendant rights are placed in the environs of the 
college or university realization of that foregoing 
pronouncement is sometimes startling." Again, "This 
limited combination of a school (admirNStratorl of 
prosecutorial and adjuciatory functions is not 
fundamentally unfair..." 

If there is any doubt about the meaning and 
oractice of these broad limits of "reasonableness" 
allowed administrators here is another quote: 
"...disciplinary proceedings.. jh« civil proceedings so 
that an accused would not be entitled to daim the

the courts interfere. One hundred or so years have 
only changed the courts' definitk>ns from "crueUy 
mistreated" to "unreasonable". 

To point out iuit how undemocratic and 
dangerous this is just substitute the word 'mayor' for 
university president and the word 'city' for university 
and see what the decision says. The mayor has 
'inherent general power' to exclude people from the 
city as long as he is reasonable about it. The court is 
not concerned if the mayor's 'rules are vvise or 
expecKent' in banning pe(H>le from a city but only if 
he banned them capriciously. Freedom of speech of 
the citizens of the city is abridged by the mayor's 
'right to maintain order'. The mayor's role as 
prosecutor and judge over the citizens is 'not 
fundamentally unfair.' The mayor may try the 
citizens of the city as often as he tikes with no 
question of double jeopardy. Finally, the mayor may 
'severely punish' citizens of the city 'without a prior 
published rule specifically prohibiting the conduct in 
question.' 

Imagine what Tallafiassee would be like if the 
courts gave the mayor such power and authority. 
While you contemplate that consider that the courts 
just gave that power to President Marshall. We have 
seen and will, in the future, see just what living under 
such autocracy is. 

The University's basis for throwing one student 
out is that no student has full democratic rights. Can 
it be spelled out any clearer that it is imperative to 
defend each student in order to protect ail our rights. 



Throughout this case Marshall has made varkMis 
statements about how he supports students having 
more control over their institutions. We ask him now: 
Do you, Mr. Marshall, support FULL 
CONSTITUTIONAL AND OCMOCBATIC RIGHTS 
for ell students? Thet is do you^ Mr. MerihiM« tuppoft 
students having control over their dvtl liberties? 

If Marshall answers it will probably be in the 
negative. He has already said the decision "was fair". 
^From the beginning he has stated the issue was one of 
administrative authority and not of free sp eec h . We 
see hare how that position oiMislaiad into legal foct. 
ManhaN prefers the position of the H ib er efti ed* slave 
owner. 

Students however should not have to be in doubt 
as to their constitutional status. Therefore we call 
upon the student government, the editors of the 
Flambeau, members of the ACLU and others to form 
a delegatkm to go before Mershirfl wtttiln i8m week, 
and ask him where he stands. It is the responsit)itity 
of these organs of the student body to clarify this 
matter and we call upon them to live up to their 
responsibility and find out if the president of this 
university thinks the students at FSU should have 
full, democratk and oonstlnftionel rights. 

Since it is dear the fight to reinstate Ueliermen is 
inextricably tied to tlie question of wvfietfier or not 
students will be granted full, democratic rights the 
importance of continuing the fight is obvious. And 
what is what will be done. We call upon all students 
to recognize the danger to their own civil liberties and 
to join in that fight.

Kqelian kitsch dominates films

Noted film critic Pauline Kael 
spent a lot of time in her earlier 

books (especially / Lost it At 
the a/hvles) dividing movie fare 
into film art and cinenrwitlc 

kitsch without ever really 
defining either term very clearly 
or adequately. For Miss Kael, 
kitidi seems vaguely to be any 
kind of popular film-making that 
deals with stereotyped 
characters in ctiched situations 
growing out of safe, acceptable 
middleclass moral values. Love 
Story might be an example of 
bad kitsch. True Grit of good. 

Dimonds Are Forever, the 
latest James Bond flick currently 
at the Florida Theater uptown,

And Bond is an 
ainnost-hoary mass fantasy out 
of the gone Playboy Sixties. 

The easiest way to appreciate 
the Bond films intellectually is 
to look at them on a 
mythological level. Just as in the 
past the cinema elevated 
cowboys, gangsters and 
tough-taMcing detectnfes to the 
level of popular mythological 
heroes, so the Bond films have 
raised their superspy to this 
same Olympian height. Like 
John Wayne Westerns (especially 
the later ones). Bond must be 
viewed from tftis pop myth hero 
perspective to be taken seriously 

intellectually. 

Agent 007 represents a mass 
fantasy. He is cool, in command 
of every siftiation. As far as 
women go, he lays 'em and 
leaves 'em. He M ahta^s 
immaculately dressed (as in his 
arrival at Blofeld's sea tower in 
DmmonM^ As Icitsch, Bond 
grows out of our middleclass 
value system. Bond's fantasy 
world is gadget-oriented just ^ 
our materialistic real woHd is 
product-oriented. His sex life is 
an extension of our 
Playboy'%enetat%6 fantasies 
which are a revolt against our 
Puritanical moral ethical 
background. He is a Sixties 
vision of Superman. Vicariously 
we experience Bond's derring-do 
as a surcease from our rather 
dull, mundane existences. 

Still, Diamonds Are Foremr 
works on a pep fantasy level. It, 
iike the other Bond flicks, is an 
engaging evening's 
entertalninent. 

The biggest problem with 
Diamonds is its seeming lack of 
style. Part of the scenes are 
played for spoof, pert lor 
stafMtick comedy, part for 
SopMslicMd comedy, part for 
creaking adventure-flicks 
acrobatks and melo^am*. Of 
course, ^ film can sueoaed 
mixing styles and moodi; 
Francois Truffaut aptly proved 
Hiit with Shoot dw Piano Player.

Hamilton, however, the film 
never mekJs into any kind of 
cinematic whole. It remains 

composed on good sequences 
and sequences that just don't 
work. 

The best scenes in the flick 
are those which entertain on 
basically a slapstick level. These 

include the escape across the 
desert in the moonmobile and 
the car chase through Las Vegas. 

The car chase sequence is 
easily the stylistic and 
entertainment high point of the 
film. Cars careen recklesrfy 
through the nightcrowds of 
downtown Las Vegas. This 
masterfully executed sequence is 
probably the best comic car 
chase since last year's Brewster 
McCloud, and ranks easily with 
such classically funny auto 
chases as those in The Flim Flam 
Man and Never Give a Sucker an 
Even Break.

Sometimes printers can accomplish 
v^at university presidents cannot. 

Last Thursday night, Steve Fox, 
printer of the FlarrHieau, removed a Htt of 
abort or referral agerKies from the pletes 
of the ne> t day's paper. 

Instead of the abortion referral list, a 
large white space appeared in Friday's 
Flambeau. Flambeau staffers posted a 
copy of the paper on the office door of 
editor Hamp Carruth wfth the headline, 
"White Space by Fox." 



Carruth had elected to print the 
abortion information despite advice from 
FSU President J. Stanley Marshall that 
"he should do nothing iUegal/' In 
addition, Marshall specifically instructed 
the Student Publications Policy Board 
not to allow publication of the 
information. 

The Tallahassee printer's action has a 
precedent. The printer of the Alligator, 
student newspaper at the University of 
FIcM'tda, similarly refused to print an 
abortion referral list earlier this month. 

Carruth, in an interview, said he wasn't 



sure what the staff was going to do novv 
He said he didn't think the paper could 
take the printer to court. 

"We can't legally force him to print 

something illegal," Carruth said. 

Fox refused to print the information, 
Carruth said, t^ecause he feared crtrnKial 
prosecution, even though the Flambeau 
printing contract stipulates the printer 
Ml not be responsibto for con^nt. 

Although he wouldn't commit himtelf, 
Carruth said he probably wouldn't try to 
run an abortion referral list as such again 
"unless Fox indicates his attitude has 



changed." 

Carruth said he was never ordered by 
Merahell not to print the information, 
empMzinf 4et tUt presidMit only 
advised him agi^ pubNcitiofi. 

MarshaN's instructions to the 
were more direct, however. **ln view of 
my final authority and responsibility as 
publisher of the Flambeau.

A campus-wide voters 
registration drive kicks off this 
morning and runs all week from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m. at Campbell 
Stadium. 

"All you need to do is prove 
that you're at least 18 years old 
arKl have been in the state a year 
and Leon County for six 
months," said Don Muse, 
sponsor of the drive. 

Students who filled out voter 
registration questionnaires will 
receive a letter this week 

explaining who is eligible to vote 
and what documents are needed 
^0 show proof of age and 
residency. 

A birth certificate, driver's 
'•cense, draft card, insurance 
Po''cv or any other dated rv'jcord 
birth Will be accepted » 
proof of age. 

Oocunnents verifying proof of 
residency include: printout of 
"■egistered students at FSU for 
^all quarter 1970 (printouts 
^''^ been provided by the 
^^S'strar's office and will be 



available at the registration 
tables), telephone directory 
listing, lease or rent agreements, 

library card, driver's license from 
the county, telephone or utility 
bill stubs, birth certificate from 
Leon County, checks from a 
local bank, credit bureau 
information, cancelled postmark 
addressed to you at a k>cal 
address or any other dated 
record of residency. 

"At the time you register you 
will be required to state a party 
preference or declare yourself 

independent," explained Muse. 

"And regardless of what 
preference you state, you will be 
eligible to vote in all regular and 
special elections. However, in 

the primary elections you will be 
able to vote only for candidates 
in the party you declared. It is 
possit^ to change your party 
affiliation up until 30 days 
before a primary election," said 
Muse. 

Free transportation to the 
stadium for voter registration 
will be provided by the campus 
bus system today and tomorrow.

Hughes gave Nixon loon?

NEW YORK-A contested 

autobiography of Howard 
Hughes reaffirms a report that 
the billionaire recluse loaned the 
family of Richard M. Nixon 
$205,000 while Nixon wa« Vice 
President. The forthcomtng 
book says the loan never was 
repaid but Hughes received 
favors from the Eisenhower 
Administration. 

A spokesminfor 
McGraw-Hill Book Co., which 
plans to issue the hook in March, 
said it essentially confirms the 
account of the loan which the 
late Drew Pearson wrote in his 
nationally syndicated column 
during the 1960 presidential 
campaign. 

At that time Nixon family 
spokesmen branded the report a 
"political smear." 

Ted Weber, McGraw-Hill vice 
president for communications, 
said the manuscript "does have 
the incident that Pearson 
reported years ago. It says just 
about what Pearson said." 

A voice introduced as 
Hughes' repudiated the 
autobiography as a "fairy tele" 
Jan. 7 at e telephone news 
conference but McGraw-Hill and 
Life magazine, which will 
publish excerpts, have 
maintained their belief in its 
authenticity and offered 
cancelled checks made out to 
Hughes and' a lO-page 
^^ •nd wr i t ten letter said to be 
from him as proof. 

A Nevada company linked to 
Hughes went into New York 
State Supreme Court \aA week 
to try to bkick puMiortion of 
the autobiography and of 
another book of Hughes 
memoirs which appears this 
week in condensed form in the 
Ladies Home Journal, 

The company, Rosemom 
Enterprises Inc., contended It 
purchMd "exclusive righto" to 
^highes* autobiography in 1965. 
Lawyers arguing against 
Rosemone saw this as a device 
on Hughes' part to give his

statement 'The university ooukf 
best serve long-range needs of 
the community and the nation 
by avokUng involvement in 
cunrent political controversies, 
47 per cent of the faculty either 
strongly agreed or just agreed; 
administrators agreed 44 per 
cent; students agreed 25 per 
cent. Forty-seven per cent of the 
faculty also disagreed with that 
statement; 53 per cent of the 
administratkKi felt the same 
^vay; and 71 per cent of the 
• tudents also disagreed. 

Students tended to disagree 
with the opinions of faculty and 
admlni^ators when they gave 
their optnkm to the statement,

The president of the university had delegntod his 
authority as publisher of the newspaper to e board 
oomprlied of students end faculty. For that board to 
function in ite capacity as publisher, the president should 
never direct its action. Marshall attempted to do this on 
the issue ofabortion retarai information.

That task 
force made a recommendation that no prior ceraorsh^i of 
the content of the newtpeper beemreised. italsopomted 
out tiM for this to be a reoKty, editors and reporters must 
accept the responsfbHfty.

It is the reifjonsibility of an educational system to afford the 
child the academic tools society will demand of him whan 

graduation thrusts him into the competetive wvorld outskle the 

classroom. 

However, should it not also be a function of education to give the 
child the chance to develop mentally and emotionally-m both the 
internal and external world$-to the degree that he knows himself 
and his potential as an individual? 

By the time the child passes throu#i the educational levels and 
enters the "adult world," it is too late to begin devek)pmant of a 
knowledge of "self." At that time he is expected to have formulatad 
ideas and beliefs, and have the internal stamina to survive. 

Too many questions ... is this really the problem with Jim? Or 
does the conflict reside in the educational system ? 

If educators could spend less time evakiating the relevance of the 
child's questions to a particular topic studied in the classroom and 
more time channeling the child into areas where he could find many 
of his own answers, the total growth level would more than likely 

surpass present standards. 

Therefore, what is actually being asked for is room to grow-a 
space to find "self." formulate ideas and goals, and develop a degree 
of flexibility-and then affording the o(WX)rtunlty to test this 

growth.

Recent Supreme Court 
desegregation rulings have made 
the traditionally difficult job of 
teaching even more difficult. 
How. for example, should a 
teacher instruct in the newly 
desegregated classroom? 

Dr. Walter A. Mercer, 
professor of education at Florida 
A&M University, answers this 
question and more in his 
recently published book. 
Teaching in the Desegregated 
School. 

'The purpose of this book is 
to focus on some of the 
probleim vvhich arise while 
teaching in desegregated schools 

and to present practical 
suggestions for dealing with 
them," Mercer said. 

"More is needed than the 
mere acceptance of a 



desegregated classroom with 
good will and desire to meet the 

common and individual needs of 
all students. Moreover, the 
teacher will be forced to 
reexaihine not only his methods 
and materials, but also his own 
attitudes and values." 

Mercer stresses early in the 
book that most people at least 
subconsciously harbor racial 
prejudice. "A thoughtful 
reconsideration of attitudes and 
practices on the part of the 
teacher will promote better 
human relations and effective 
school and classroom 
organization in the desegregated 
school/' he said. His book offers 
a 30-point questionnaire with 
which the teacher can evaluate 
his attitudes.

Hypnosis has come a long 
way since the deys of Count 
Oracula. 

It has been sanctioned by the 
American Medical Association in 
1958 as a valuable medical 
therapeutic aid m handling 
numerous psychosomatic 
ailments. 

In 1956. Pope Pius XU 
sanctioned hypnosis and 
instructed the clergy to use it for 
certain emotional disorders. 

More and more, dentists are 
using hypnosis to 
psychologically anesthetize their 
patients. 

Last quarter psychology 
stijfient J.R Witmer had at)out 
450 students m his CPE class on 
self-hypnosis and very few quit 
coming. 

In the CPE program, where 

many people go to the first class 
and theri stay home and read the 

books, that is a sort of record in 



itself. 

The course is a four-week 
course, meeting at 9 P'Ti- 
Monday and Wednesday. 201 
Longmire. 

Witmer discusses the 

misconceptions of hypnosis in 
the first hour meeting 

tonight-the alleged dangers and 
vaudeville use of the art are 
analyzed. Then Witmer will 
probably demonstrate [ust what 
hypnosis is. He will (jtemonstrate 
it on the whole class. 

"It's easier sometirnes to 
hypnotize the audience en masse 
than it is an individual. ' Witmer 
says. "No one will lose 
consciousness anymore than you 
would if you were engaged in 
reading an interesting npvel. But 
everyone should feel relaxed and ^ 
refreshed afterwards." 

Isn't it true that oriiy at the 
most threie out of four people 
can be hypnotized? 

"Wrong. My efficiency is 
from 95 to 97 percent of last

"fantasy" of the supernatural 
world through several illusion^ 
AndrjB. Kale told his audience 
that %sus Christ is the reality 
people are looking for in life. 

"My purpose it to deal with 
the fantasy of magic and the 
reality of Cnrist." said Kole, 
billed as "America's lead nq 
illusionist." "People can't find 
reality in magic/' he said. 

Kole's illusionary 
demonstrations ir>cfuded sawing 
his wife in half, using "ESP" to 
determine objects before him, 
and leading a seance to 
communicate" with the dead.

Kole also performed several 
card and magical tricks, and gave 

several historical sketches on 
many of the subjects he dealt 
with. 

Following an intermission in 
which he inifited disinterested 
persons to leave, Kole gave a 

short demonstration to illustrate 
what he had discovered m his 
investigation of the Bible. He 
discussed Biblical prophecy, 
saying it was proving far more 
accurate than other 
contemporary or past prophet. 

Kole told the audience that 
h^ interest in magic begmn at the 
age of seven, and by the age of 

25 he was a successful 

businessman performing 20 to 
30 magical shows a month on 
the side. 

Kole said at that time two of 

his closest friends committed 
suicide, and he considered the 
same act for himself. But he met 
some Christians who showed 
him how he could have "a 
personal relatiomhip with God," 
he said. 

He said there is a lot of 
difference between "Christianity 
and churchianity/' and he was 
not talking abmit just another 
religion. "If there was one thing 
Jesus Christ was against, it was 
religion/' Kole said. 

Kole said, in an interview 
after the program, when he f'rst 
became a Christian, people kept 
telling him he would have to give 
his magic up. He saki he 
struggled with this question for 
three years, but the turning 
point came when he became 
willirtg to give it up, and told 
God he wouM do what He 
warned. "I do more magic now 
than I did before I 'gave it up/" 
Kole said. 

Kole does as many as twenty 
shovM a month on college 
campuses, doing the same show 
almost every night with minor 
variations. He said keeping the 
show from becoming routine is a 
"matter of spending time 
prayer." Each show must t>^ 
fresh and matningful, he said, 
because many are hm with a big 
oacisioii.

causing diftra«. -sir ^ 

Or. Gideon Jones, of the FSU rehabilitatkw center, said thit 
encounters from loose dogs ^were mor« upittting to the guide doc 
than to the blind student. He added that the dogs are prju<j;,, 
"better behaved than any of the students on campus." 

The Tallahassae leash ordinance requires ail dogs to be tied, 
chained, oonfined or restricted in some way. The ordinance miy bi 
enforced on the FSU campus, said Herb Schwaru. Florida deputy 
attorney general, since it is diredad at individuals in a private 
capacity. 

Jones explamed that the guide dogs act as an extension of th* 
blind person, not as a companion. He said that the blind person s 
trained with the dog and should know how to handle mos! 
situations. Jones added that college students do not necessarily need 
the dogs. 

The problem of stray dogs or student-owned dogs that run loos< 
stilt remains to be solved, however. A spokesman for Campus 
Security said that officials had called authorities about impounding 
stray dogs on campus. He also said that Florida State doesn't htve 
the facilities and equipment to impound the dogs. 

The spokesman seemed to think that most of the trouble beiwee- 
loose dogs and guide dogs is Qoming from stray dogs that wander on 
campus. 

An official of the Tallahassee- Leon Animal Shelter verified thi 
reported calls, but said that the last complaint was phoned in before 

Christmas. The spokesman said that patrols scout the area only wher 
called, and that there have not been many complaints from campus

Yesterday's voter registration 
at Campbell Stadium was poor, 

according to registration 
officials. About 450 people were 
registered out of the expected 
700. 

Don Muse, sponsor of the 
voter registration drive, blamed 

cold weather and the distance to 
the stadium for the poor 
turnout. Although the campus 
bus system provided free 
transportation to and from the 
stadium yesterday, few students 
took advantage of the service. 
Free transportation will be 
provided again today. 

To register, proof of age and 
proof of one year state and 
six -month county residency 
must be shown. According to 
Wilma Sullivan, Leon County 



supervisor of elections, proof of 
age is usually all that is required. 
She said most people show her a 

Florida driver's license that is at 
least a year old. She then asks 
them if they have lived in the 
city and county for six months. 

"The person's word is usually 
taken as proof," Sullivan said. 
"If a person shov^ me an 
out-of-state driver's license for 
his proof of age, I will ask him 
for some proof of residency." 

The registrar's printout of 
registered FSU students cannot 
be used as proof of residency, 
Sullivan said. She said the list 
doesn't include students 
registered for the 1971 fall 
quarter at FSU. Sullivan said 
that most of the students 
registering this week fall into 
that category. 

According to Muse, the 



commissioner of elections was 
asked to bring the voter 
registration books to the Union. 

He refused, saying the Campb^l 
Stadium location would serve 
studenu of FSU, FAMU and 
TCC. 

Muse said a registration goal 
of 4,000 h^ been set for the 
week. "In order to reach this 

goal, we would have to register 
about 800 students tomorrow." 

The books will remain at 
Campbell Stadium through 
Friday.

AAUP lists complaints on raises

Are there "glaring disparities" 
between the salary raises given 
faculty members this year and 
the raises given administrators? 

Ves, according to Dr. Robert 
Garvue. president of the FSU 
chapter of the American 
Association of University 
Professors. In the latest AAUP 
newsletter, being circulated this 
^eek, Garvue charged that 
academic administrators, ¥vhich 
includes the vice president for 
academic affairs and the deans, 
and the higher paid faculty, 
P^'nc, pally the department 
chairmen, received 
dtsproportionately higher utimy 
•ncreases than most faculty. 

No, according to Dr. Paul 
^''^g. vice president for 
academic affairs. In a six-page 

statement released isle last 
^eek. Craig reputed poim by 
P^'nt the allegations made by 
t^e AAUP. He contended that 
figures raised by Garvue to 
support his charges were taken 
out of perspective and therefore 
<*on't tell the whole story. 

give and take, tend on 
the Garvue and Craig stattmenu 
and interviem with both men. 
up this way. 

faculty members were told 
this fiscal year was to be "a 
year of austerity." Garvue said; 
^hat faculty pay increaaat VMOuld 
^ave to average out at 2.6 



percent, a ceiling set by the 
chancelk>r's office'. In actuality. 
It has been a year of austerity, 
but only for the lower paid 
faculty. 

Garvue reported that each of 
the ten deans received raises well 
in excess of the 2.5 ceiling. At 
the very least, deans received 
raises of 3.4 percent; that two 
deans received raises of 7.1 
percent and 8.0 percent 
respectively. 

Switching to absolute dollars. 
Garvue reported raises for each 
of the deans of at least $1,000; 
two deans received raises of 
$2,000. 

On the other hand, the 
maiority of the faculty received 
raises far less in absolute dollars. 
Garvue alleged. Citing the results 
of a study of the salary 
adjustments for 850 faculty, he 
said 52.9 percent received raises 

of $400 or less. 

Garvue reported that 22.3 
percent of the faculty received 
ro increase at all. No academic 

administrators arid only 7.0 

percent of the 57 department 
chairmen were denied pay 



administrators and faculty and 
the lower paid faculty is 

growing, Garvue said. He said 
most of the faculty who received 
no raises at all were those who 
oouki least afford it-instructors. 
Msociate professors and women 
faculty. 



Craig disputed the AAUPs 
allegations point by point. He 
conceded that the deans received 
salary increases above the 2.5 
ceiling set for faculty by the 
chancellor. However, this was a 
decision by the chancelk>r's 
office and not the university. 



Salary money for deans 
comes in a separate category 
from all other salaries, he said. 

Allocations to each category are 
made by the chancellor's staff. 
The university may neither use 
cteans' money for faculty salaries

Kennedy asked Stone to delete his name from a list of 15 
candidates Stone will submit to a bi partisan selection co mm tree 
that will meet Tuesday night to write the ballot for Flonda's ttrst 
primary next March 14. 

"I am not now and do not presently Intend to become a 
candidate for President at the upcoming nominating convention," 
said Kennedy's official "affidavit of non-candidacy." 

"Under the provisions of the lavvs of the Sute of Fk>rida, I 
her^ respectfully request ttiet my name not be present on the 
Fk>rida Presidential Preferme Primary BaNot on March 14. tg72." 

Kennedy's disclaimer of candidacy was dated last Friday in 
Boston and arrived in Stone's office by registered nnail Monday 
morning.

Other states, 
wlioae primery lews vary, could stiN keep hfan on the baNot if they 
choose, and a draft on the convention ftoor next July would put him 

on the Florida ballot next November regardless of his resignation 
from the Florida primary. 

Congress op^ns session today 

WASHINGTON-Members of the House end Senete, ending a 
mortth kmg holidey, began returning Monday for the second session 
of the 92nd Congress, hoping to complete Importent legislation left 
over from last year but expecting presidential politics to overshadow 
all else. 

Their election year session begins with little fanfare Tuesday and 
lawmakers will plunge immediately into hearings on several pending 
bills before pausing Thursdey for President Nixon's State of the 

Union message and hearing the Democrats' reply on Friday. 

In addition to politics, the 92nd Congress' second session will 
consider some major issues, including health, equal rights for 
women, foreign aid, water pollution, defense funds, and the space 
shuttle, before approving the oonfaranioe mport on federal election 
reform legislation. 

Already passed by the Senate, the campaign reform bill will be 
sent to the White House as the first nnajor campaign reform law m 46 
years.

Self-study examines student personnel 



(Editor's note: This fs the second in a five -part series concerning 
the self -study program being conducted on the FSU campus.)

How do students, faculty and administrators feel about the 
student personnel inhabiting the FSU campus? What are their 
reactions to the housing situation, student activities, drugs, the 
health center and the Union dining services? 

Student Government, the bookstore, graduates and their studies, 
and extracurricular activities are also mentioned in the following 
three sections of the self -study progrm. 

Conducted by the FSU administration, it is a major part of FSU's 
requirements for accreditation in the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools. 

Surprisingly, in a statement concerning the right of students to 
set dormitory regulations, the administration came out as the 
underdog with a majority saying that students should not have the 
power, while a definite majority of the students and a slight majority 
of the faculty agreed that students should have it. 

Academic freedom of students is not clearly defined, according to 
a majority of the students; a majority of the faculty and 
administrators, however, agreed with the students concerning this. 

The health center received a fairly clean bill of health when a 
majority of the students stated their health needs have received 
adequate treatment at the university. 

A strong majority of all three groups felt that basic medical care 
should be made available for student dependents at the student 

health center. 

Telephone counseling service on campus got a decided positive 
vote as a majority of students, faculty and administrators agreed that 
it offers a muchnieeded service to the university. 

Marijuana is used freely by students at FSU-a majority of the 
students responding to this statement agreed with it. Faculty and 
administrators were not asked to comment. 

Students also agreed that the university should appoint a full-time 
drug counseling coordinator.

Faculty and administrators agreed that food 
prices were reasonable, while most students disagreed. 

Beer should be served to students of legal age in the student 
union, according to a majority of faculty, administrators and 
students. 

Not surprisingly, students and faculty agreed that book prices at 
the bookstore are not fair. 

FSU should continue and strengthen its role as a center for 
graduate education and research, as indicated by all thiee 
respondents. They also agreed that the university should be more 
concerned about the placement of its graduate students after 
graduation.

relate in many ot the cases how 
much say students had in 
academic affairs. 

The function of the Task 
Force is to analyze the data 
assembled about the university 
system and to make 
recommendations as to hc^vv to 
change it to nruike it mor e open 
to student involvement. This was 
the order delivered by President 
Marshall, But increasingly the 
need is bccomirK) apfiarent to 
RKHnbtMS ot the committee foi a 
total re-organi/ation of the 
university structure to provide 
more cohesion and 
communication among all 
segments of the university, so 
that not only will students have 
more openings for i wolvement, 
but that those students involved

reoommended the repeal and replacement of Florida's 
103-year-old abortion law. 

"The legiilatioo should provide for abortion on demand 
ivithin the first 12 weeks of pregnancy, and foMo w ing that, 
for therapeutic purposes only/' Shevin said in his paper. 

Although Shevin is technically fighting the Alachua 
County lower court decision declaring Florida's abortion 
referral statute (797.02) Hlagal in that county, he is only 
fighting it because it is a lower court decision and the 
attorney general feels no lower court ought to declare on 
the constitutionality of a state law. 

Mow Shavin has puMidy joined the rankt of the more 
enlightened and responsible officials in the state; he has 
joined with virtually all newspapers and virtually all 
women (a substantial number of whom will benefit from 
the law) to end the lamcless autonomy of the state in the 
individual woman's right (and the couple's right) to 
decide when in their lives their children can be best taken 
care of in terms of both time and money. 

We applaud Shevin 's recommendation to the legislature 
and we would hope that, with the courts pressing hard 
upon them, with the majority of the state's newspapers 
pressing hard upon them, with such a prestigious personage 
as Shavin now pressing hard upon tham, the often partisan 
politiciam of Capitol Hill will not stand in the way of 
securing more individual liberty in an area where it is only 
the mature individual who should decide whether or not 
her condition (mental and physical) can stand a child.

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Although the Selective 

Service System formally issued 
most of the regulation changes 

promulgated as a result of the 
new law, several key sections 
were withheld for further 

review. Since these regulations 

are being reevaluated at this time, 
registrants, while under the new 
law, are subject to the old 
regulations with regard to the 
provisions which deal with: the 
procedures for appearances 
before local boards, the 
guidelines governing re-opening 
of classifications, and the 
procedures for appeals to appeal 
boards other than the 
Presidential Appeal Board. Until 
regulations on these policies are 
final, Selective Service Director 
Tarr stated "our local boards 
will not conduct any personal 
appearances, nor will the appeal 
boards, other than the 
Presidential Appeal Board, hear 
appeals ..." 

Tarr also noted, however, 
that local boards will continue 
to register, classify, and examine 
young men; and when requested 
by the Department of Defense, 
they will also issue induction 
notices to registrants who are no 
longer eligible for personal 
appearances or appeals. 

To add to the confusion there 
is in all probability going to be 
reduced draft calls — perhaps 
only as high as 40,000 men in 
1972. If this figure proves to be 
correct no one with a lottery 
number higher than 50 will be 
taken. 

The first public hint of 
reduced calls came a couple of 
weeks ago when Defense 
Secretary Laird toW the press 

that no one would be drafted in 
January and that it was "quite 
possible" that no one would be 



taken in February and H a rch . 

More than 100,000 men in the 
"extended priority group" may 
apcipe the draft altogether if 
tliift it no caN ufi in the first 
llirae nioiillif of 1972. 

About 90,000 - bom in 
1951. physically qualified and 
holding lottery numt>ers below 
the 1971 cut-off of 125 - 
graduated from ooilage last year 
or lost their deferments for 
other reasons. An additional 
10,000 are men born in 1950 or 
earlier with lottery numbers 
below 125 who also have lost 
their deferments. 

The Army simply euvrwt 
afford to draft very many men 
before mid-year. Congress has 
ordered that the size of the Army 
must be reduced by about 10 
per cent between now and June 
30, and that doesn't leave much 
room for taking new recruits. 
Only July 1, 1971, there were 
1.123,000 men in the Army. 
Today, there are about a million. 
By July, 1972, under the 
Congressional directive 
contained in the new law, ther 
can only be about 850,000 
troops in the Army. 

And with a doubling of the 
base pay for enlistment, the 
number of volunteers is picking 
up. The six months between 
rK>w and July, with no one being 
drafted or very few draft calls, 
will provide a test period for the 
concept of an all volunteer 
Army. In addition, the Nixon 
Administrators will most 
definitely want to hold draft 
calls down before the November 
Presidential election. 

Due to the complexity of the 
new law and many changes in 
the regulations, coupled with the 
erratic behavior within Selective 
Service operations, it is advisable 
for draft-eligible men to become 
aware of the devek>pments and 
options open to them. The

nor faculty money for deans' 
salaries, Craig said. 

While faculty pay increases 
had to average out at 2.5 
percent, the chancellor set no 
such ceiling on deans' salaries 
The money allocated FSU for 
deans' salaries enabled it to give 
pay increases averaging 3.45 
percent. 

Craig said that closer 
examination of the raises given 
department chairmen reveals 
that no great disparities exist 
here. 

Some department heads did 
receive larger absolute dollr 

raises than most faculty, he said 
"The most obvious explanation 
is that department chairmen are 
usually top man in their 
professions and superior faculty 
members," Craig said. 



Going further, however, he 
said, when the five chdirman 
who received standard 
promotion raises are excluded, 
the chairmen as a group received 
average raises of 2.09 
percent -be low the 2.5 percent 
ceiling. 

Craig denied Garvue's 
allegation that higher pa>d 
faculty were favored and lower 
paid faculty slighted. He 
reported tfiat salary hikes for 
some 149 higher paid faculty 
(faculty members mdk^ng 
$20,000 a year or more 
averaged 2.4 peroent-below the 
2.& ceiling. 

He said that many faculty 
actually received raises above the 
ceiling. To receive a $400 ai*^ 
at a Z5 p^cent rate of nc ase 
a faculty member would have 
be making $16,000 a y«ar. Some

The membership of 
YAF is estimated to be 80,000. 
Most of the growth occurred 
during the greatest perkxh of 
leftist activity, when students 
became disenchanted with "the 
violence used by many leftist 
students." YAF members are 
organized into college, h^ 
school and oominunity chapters. 

The YAF was founded four 
years ago at Florida State by 
Bob Gorman, who served as the 
first president of the Florida 
State YAF chapter. The chapter 
was formed as a reaction to 
leftist Mivities on campus and 
to "promote a responsible stand 
against violence." 

The YAF works closely with 
the New Right Coalition in order 
to promote programs of 
common interest. YAF plans to 
work towards the abolition of 
Student Activity fees or have 
student government initiate a 
voucher system whereby 
students can designate where 
their activity fees are to go. 

The YAF participated in the 
conservative USA party last fall 
in an effort to put conservative 
students in the Student Senate 

and in other key Student 
Government positions. This 
winter, they will be endorsing 

the New Right Coalition Party. 

YAF members in Florida will 
be active in the Ashbrook for 
President campaign. YAF 
members said they see little 
chance of Ashbrook winning the 
presidential elections, but felt 
that a good showing in the 
primaries would show Nixon 
that people are dissatisfied with 
Nixon's rather liberal policies. 

This fall the YAF 
participated in a refereiKlum to 
abolish the office' of National 
Student Association (NSA) 
Coordinator and remove the 
group from campus. They were 
unsuccessful in doing this 
because of a law in the Student 
Election Codes that says that 
referenda are only valid when 
over 25 percent of the student 
body has voted.

James Van OerZee, an SS-year-otd Harlem 
photograoher vwhose life work spans six decades of 
black history, will be the subiect of Btoek iaiiraal 
tonight at 9:30. Later this week, the late black 
playwright Lorraine Hansberry receives a sensitive 
examination in the television adaptation of the 
immenseiy popular play To Be Young, Gifted and 
Bleck. 

Although Van DerZee has recently acquired 
fame and a $25,000 grant from the Ford 

Foundation, he was evicted from his home and 
studio last April, and ironically, now lives on 
welfare in a one-room apartment. Called the 
"picture-taking man" by generations of Harlem 
children. Van DerZee recently came to public 
attention as the main contributor to an exhibition 
entitled Harfem On My Mind at New York's 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

Van DerZee began his career at the age of 1 2 in 
Lenox, Mass., when he answered a magazine ad 
that promised a camera to anyone who sokl 20 
packages of perfume. In 1915 he went to Newark 
as a photographer's apprentice, and later moved to 
Harlem. 

There he photographed the celebrities of his 
day-Marcus Garvey, Bill "Bojangles" Robinson, 
Jack Johnson, Adam Qayton Powell Sr. -as well as 
the events of everyday life. 

Black photographer Reginald McGhee 
discovered Van Der Zee's work in 1967 while

Legislation which would permit substitution of experimental 

courses and programs for any university-wide academic requirements 
will be voted on this afternoon at the monthly meeting of the 

l^aculty Senate. 

The Academic Affairs Committee will recommend that their 
committee be empo¥vered to authorize substitutk>n of experimental 
courses and programs for any university-wkJe academic 

requirements. 

"•"he bill stipulates that no experimental substitution would last 
'onger than 18 months unless such aaion was approved by the entire 

senate. 

David Gruender, chairman of the academic affairs committee, ¥vill 
speak in favor of passage of the bill. 

"The bill would encourage experimentation at a departmental 
and the 18-nr)onth trial would give us the opportunity to judge 
'he effectiveness of each experiment." 

According to Gruender, funds are available presently which could 
^ ^sed to fund the experimental programs. But problems arise when 
the newly developed profr«m does not fit alt university-wide 
requirements. 

"Since these would be experiments, we would have to altow that 
might fail. All we hope to do is to encourage experimentation 
^'^h a small amount of people on a temporary basis," Gruender said,

Anti-war demonstratio.. in House 
morks first session of Congross

Congress returned Tuesday for 
an election year session that 
began with an antiwar 
demonstration in the Houtt 
galleries, a rash of new bHto and 
a hopeful plea by the 
Democratic leadership to "keep 
politics outside the chamber." 

Unlike the usual slow start, a 
couple of major votes were 
scheduled in the House before 
President Nixon delii«rs his 
State of the Union message at 
12:30 p.m. EST Thursday 
before a joint session of 
Congress and a nationwide radio 
and television audience. 

The House was expected to 
give final approval Wednesday to 
a compromise campaign 

spending reform bill that would 
limit each presidential candidate 
to $13.9 miUion in advertising 
for the general election, of 
which no more than $8.4 million 
could be spent on broadcasting. 

The same day, it alio 
probably will pass and send to 
the Senate a compromise $2.75 
miUion foreign aid authorization 
bill left over last year's 
prolonged battle over the aid 
program. 

Because of broadcast tinr>e 
limitations, the White House said 
Nixon would deliver a 30 minute 
State of the Union address in 
person Thursday and send a 
longer, more comprehensive

Soviet ship seizod 

JUNEA4J, Alaska-The Coast Guard took the commander of the 
Soviet Union's Bering Sea fishing fleet into custody Tuesday after 
his flagship-one of two Russian vessels seized for violating U.S. 
fishing waters off Alaska-attempted to flee with an Americw 
boarding party aboard. 

During the two hour night time chase through ice packed open 
seas between Alaska and Russia. Coast Guard headquarters in 
Washington gm the pursuing icebreaker Storls permission to fire 
warning shots from its 3 inch gun across the bow of the Soviet 
factory ship Lamut. The Lamut surrendered a second time without 
gunfire, however, and the U.S. boarding aew apparently was never 
in danger.

supply with typhoid and other deadly bacteria. 

Mayor Richard J. Daley, flanked by Police Superintendent James 
8. Conlisk Jr. and Water Commisskmer James W. Jardine, held an 
extraordinary news conference to assure Chicagoans that proper 
precautions have been taken and the city's water supply is safe. 

State's Attorney Edward V. Hanrahan said the alleged plot 
extended beyond Chicago to other communities in the Midwest. 
Police said Ft. Sheridim, an Army base north of CMcago, was a 
PMsible target.

Young Democrats range

The Young Democrats represent one of the more liberal elements 
on campus caught in conflict with a political party that moves too 
slowly for them. 

THe Young Democrats began nationally 13 years ago as a 
committee of the Democratic National Committee. It has 30 state 
organizations and chapters on campuses and in communities 
throughout the country. 

The Young Democrats feel that thehr "parent" organization is 
"^rate to conservative in their political philosophy, while they are 
''b«'al to radical because of their youth and because they operate 
outside of the power structure. Like the Democratic Party, the 
Young Democrats are opposed to violence, because they feel it is 
counterproductive. 

"^he Young Demoaats have pvttoipated in a large number of 
Projects this year. In October and November, they organized 
«^nu and faculty around a program of tax refonn. They also 
^^ried on an extensive campaign in support of the corporate profits 
The Young Democrats are currently working on distributing 
absentee ballots and getting college students and minority groups to 
register to vote. 

THe Young Ownocrats are working with the state legislature in 
'o^ing for the passage of a mimber of imfwrtant bW^ Included are 
repeal of abortion statutes, repeal of the Mte's mMrijiiana kms. 

^ the establishment of stronger environmental standards. 

"Tbe Young Democrats feel that one of their most Important 
P^oiects is making sure that the process of electing delegates to the 
democratic National Convention is fair. The Young Democrats hope 
^° 9et as many young people, blacks, women and minority groups in 
delegntons as possible. On the Young Oeiwocrats' sida is a 
^•^luirement in F lor ida that the delegatk>ns be balanoed.

Apparently, 
though, the administration felt 
somehow threatened with this 
case and saw f it to exercise their 
rights," Hogan sakl. 

"If the administration feels 

two courts can't be trusted, I 
wouldn't be adverse to the 
formation of a third, 
university -wide court of appeal. 
I wouldn't like to see that, but if 
that's what is necessary to gain 
the president's trust . . .' 



L i e be rman was dismissed 
from FSU by Marshall for 

charges that he violated the 
administration order postponing 
the opening of CPE. He had 
been acquitted of the charges by 
the Honor Court. The acquittal 
had been upheld by the Student 
Supreme Court. 

Newly elected judges may 
have to look forward to a 
committee formed to revise 
court rules and procedures, 
Hogan said.

Bradford area is to be traded by 
the Forest Service for 1 600 acres 
of privately owned land in 
Wakulla County.

The importance of this move, 
according to Mac Hicks of the 
Environmental Action Group 
(EAG), is that it will "dirwrtly 
affect the quality" of both the 
Tallahassee Junior Museum and 
the Seminole Reservation.

The Senate has invHed RtarshaN because they are 
intarestad in finding out what happened to approximately 
$100,000 of what supposedly is student activities money. 
According to fSlabMied chennels (whkii students are 
insouraged to feWewmseetirtwg policy ch e n ga t wtthin the 
WHversityK allocations of student activity fees are made by 
the University Budget Committee AFTER the Student 
Senate has made budg^ reeomnendatkMis to them. 

The money was notoriginelly dispoeed of in tfie bndgit 
PvtKess which took place last spring quarter because the 
money was made available as a result of the tuition 
increase, vduch beceme eftoctive in the fall. Two dollars of 
inorease per stiMlent was eemMNrked for the student 

•ctivity fund. 

Apparently, the administration decided that Senate v^as 
too much trouMe to bolbar widi. and decided to allocate 
the money as it saw fit. 

Student Senators disagree, and want Marshall to explain 

his actions. 

The Committae for Free Speech, likewise, disagrees 
^th the idea that the administratkm can deckle that 

proper channels are not convenient, and act as they see fit.

"It's a new day'" 
One year ago that statement 
rang across the campus as a 
0iirly4iaMM wmnt with a sly and 
cunning smile no a n ctt d to the 
Student Gownmant priklency. 

Ray Gross sits in the mirror 
of his rule now, ready to quietly 
retire and let someone else take 
over the reins. 

A pnefioffHnon mii newer 
to happen is that people 
are happy to be elected and 
happy to leave office," Gross 
said, "and I am no exception to 
that phenomenon." 

Some believe political party 
ptetforms are simply to much 
propaganda for a gullible public 
and some believe that summing 
up a party's achievements and 
nonachievements in line with its 
campaign platform is the only 
way to judge the effectiveness of 
the party's term. 

Assuming the latter, we asked 
Gross to take the Aware party 
platform apart piece by piece 
and talk about what exactly he 
has done to make the promises 
made in the heat of rhetoric 
come trueJn the cool of victory. 



'HVE HAD A FIVE POINT 

PROGRAM for domestic reform 
in the area of dormitory 
housing/' Gross said. "We said 
we were after extended open 
house privileges at the optk>n of 
the hall residents. You will 
remember this was before 
Elizabeth K o vachevich's 
'taxpayers' whorehouses' 
statement and the May 2 Board 
of Regents maetifHi where, from 
out of the bkit»« r«fMit brought 
IIP the proposil to abolish all 
visitation privileges and it was 
passed. We had no inkling of the 
proposal and it caught us lying 
down, but within a few weeks 
we had sent out form letters and 
questionfiairestopareff^of FSU 
ttiMlams and we brought the 
returns to the attention of 
visitation . Itics." 

The questionnaires showed 
that 72 p<^rcent of the parents 
who repiHid were in favor of 
limited visttation, three percent 
in favor of unlimited visitation 
and only 25 percent ''epiied that 
favored no visitation. 

"This was most effective in 
getting the BOR to change their 
minds during their June 7 
meeting/' Grose said. "I beKeve 
the 45-mimite presentation that 
the delegatKHis from each state 
university made at the nneeting 
were most effective, too." 

Aware promised increased 
security through the substitution 
of qualified student night 
directors for existing night 
directors. 

'^fVe've been working the last 
six months with Assistant Vice 
President for Student Affairs 
Bob Kimmel," Gross said, "and 
we've started a long-range study 
on various kinds of k>cks and 
doors to insure a better overall 
security. Meanwhile, we are 



rtvitwing the whole situatkxi 
with Tann#r. TNs it an 
important area because ttie 1972 

legislature will surely hit limited 
security of the dorms m their 
effort to close visitation 
privilegBS oompletaly." 

On point thrtt of AvMrt 's 
dorm housing pletform— 
expanded services within the 
residence hails to mclude barbers 
and hairdressers and "essentials" 
outlets of the university 
store-Gross said: "I'll have to 
cop out on that one-tfwt was a 

George Heller proposal." 

Point four was a promised 
revision of the housing contract. 

'Next year no one will be 
required to live in residence 
halls/' Gross said, "and I am 90 
percent sure tfiere will be 
one-quarter housing contracts 
within the next year." 

As for placing of CPE 
edu-groups in the residence halls. 
Gross said: "To the best of my 
knowledge this is being done." 

FOR THE GREEKS, Gross 
promised his government would 
propose a 99-year leasing 
agreement, thus allowing frat 
chapters to make improvements 
or' construct new housing on 
university property. 

"We initiated this by meeting 
several times with Vice President 
for Student Affairs Steve 
McDellan and Kimmel, and after 
we got the ball rolling tfie 
Inter-Fratemtty Council took it 
over. \^at exactly we did was to 
set up a long-range committee to 
investigate the area where the 
university is taking over the 
most frat property— tlurt area in 
back of Vltoodward Ave. called 
'tfie valley.' Out of this 
committee should come some 
form of agreement satisfactory 
to both parties involved." 

Aware said they would seek 
increased recreational 
opportunities for the residents 
of Alumni Village. 

"We increased Alumni 
Village's allocation in the SG 
budget from $300 to $500 and 
got them free bus service, so I 
think we fulfilled that one/' 
Gross said. 

"What you have to rememlier 
is that the university left us high 
and dry on the bus service issue 
and we had to fill in with SG 
funds where they left off." 

MOVIMQ INTO THE AREA 
OF ACADEMIC REFORM, 

Gross promised last year to try 
and obtain more four and five 
hour courses and to revise the 
language requirement, as well as 
aeala a Student-Faculty Senate 
for tfie implementatkNi of these 
reforms. 

"We continued the fight for 
academic reform begun by the 
Independent Student Party the 
year before," Gross said. "We 
took the fight to Faculty Senate 
and lost. Marshall said he is 
opposed to the language 
requirement but maybe the 



Presidafit is not committad 
enough to tfiat isaue to fight for 

it (in the Faculty Senate). 

"A university is like a 
headless horse that's just trotting 
along guidaless. Everything takes 
such a long time and such a large 
•mount of planning is rgqyirgd 
to get tfiere tfiat it b ec om e s very 
frustrating. 

"We did get two things done 
in regard to tfie Faculty Student 
Senate," Gross sakl. "We started 
tfie President's Task Force on 
Student Participation in 
University Governance, which is 
going strong right now and 
should wrap up by the end of 
tfie year and we have an 
unofficial investigative 
committee headed by Faculty 
Senate Chairman Fred Stanley, 
myself. Student Body Vice 
President Stevie Eisenmenger 
and representatives from just 
about every university group 
connected with governance, and 
altfiough this isn't an official 
body, we created a liaison 
between the three factors of 
students, faculty and 
administration." 

"I honestly never anticipated 
tfie creation of such a governing 
body would take more than a 
year," Gross said. 

The President skipped over 
point three of his year-old 
platform on off-campus housing 
by saying fie had seen an 
increase of listings in the 
off-campus housing booklet. 

THEN WE GOT TO THE BIG 
ONES-the Center for 
Partk:ip«nt Educatkm and tfie 
Day Care Center. 

"We increased CPE's budget 
from about $3,340 to $11,000 
this year," Gross said, "and we 
fiave continued to support CPE's 
autonomy. I met private in tfie 
offices of Senator WHNam 
Barrow and I didn't know what I 
was walking into. He literally 
blew my mind. Here's probably 
where I seemed the most 
'invisible/ as you put it, because 
aU tfirough this perkxl I seemed 
to be having some kind of strain 
vrith tfie Flambeau. Unless I 
walked over and handed in a 
statement, it wasn't published. 
Sometimes I think there was 
more news printed in tfie 
campus paper from the wire 
services than from the 
Flambeau's reporters. 

"Also, CPE had campaigned 
against me and since that was 
true and I thought they were 
flourishing and prospering 
witfiout any interfarenoe from 
me, I aNowed them to have their 
autonomy and tripled their 
budget and let them alone. 

"As for the Day Care Center 
in Alumni Village, we funded 
them $4,500 this year." 

Tfie next to tfie last item on 
tfie form sfieet platform was 
Aware's promise to create a 
judicial system that quickly and 
justly disposed of cases and to 
clarify student court jurisdiction 



and put together a clear 
ttsiament of stutoit rightt. 

"We did it." Groat «id, 'iMt 
when it came time to apply what 

we created, it didn't work. 

"Wayne Hogan. Ed Anthony 
and Joel Bronstem were th«3 

ttvaa fltudantt wtio served on i 
committee to rtmrita the 
student rights and 

responsibilities. The committee 
was chaired by the law school 
dean and we thought we had a 
good thing. 

"We were urged to imart the

Experimentol courses 
approved by faculty

Experimental courses and 
programs which have Ijeen 

shelved because they do not 
fulfill all university requirements 
will have a chance to become 
operative after legislation to that 
effect was passed yesterday by 
Faculty Senate. 

The Senate approved a bill 
which gives its academic affairs 
committee authorization to 
substitute experimental 
programs or courses for any 
university-wide requirements. 
. This means that certain 
requirements, ordinarily 
required for graduation, will be 
waived for a limited number of 
students participating in certain 
courses. 

No sub s titution of 
experimental courses may 
continue for more than eighteen 
montHs without full senate 
approval. 

The bill provides that a 
student's class or requirements 
standing may not be adversely 
affected as a result of his 
participation in such a program. 

At the meeting. Vice 
President Paul Craig explained 
what the bill was intended to do 
for the university. 

"People at this university 
want to experiment with new 
ways of learning," Craig said, 
"but our Basic Studies 
requirements limit them." 

For example, Craig said, some 
professors might want to 
experiment with undergraduate 
history or English courses, but 
are stymied because they must 
follow university requirements 
which state that certain 
prescribed sequences must be 

followed. 

On a small level, 
arrangements could be made 
with the academic affairs 
committee to drop those 
requirements which would 
ordinarily prohibit the 
implementation of an 
experimental program. 

Oavid Gruender, chairman of 
the academic affairs committee, 
ushered the bill through debate 
on the floor. 

"What we are doing here is 
simply inventing new ways of 
teaching. Since these are 
experiments#we must be careful 
not to harm the permanent 



status of participating students it 
an experiment fails. After all, 
some experiments do fail and 
the student should not be 
penalized in that event," he said. 

In other action at the 
meeting, Craig told the senate of 
efforts by state and university 
officials to speed up summer 
teaching appointments: 

According to Craig, summer 
enrollment statistics can now be 
predicted, thus enabling the 
university to fill vacancies as 
quickly as possible after 
obtaining the Chancellor's 
budget. 

Craig said that faculty 

summer appointments would be 
made by March 1. The summer 
class schedule will be printed by 
April 1.

No Vacancy" in Florida prisons

Florida's overcrowded sttte 
prisons were closed to new 
inmates Wednesday and 
Attorney General Robert Shevin 
seid he supports the action 
although it is unprecedented and 
probably illegal. 

"If I'm sued. I'll lose, but I'd 
rather go to jail than invite 
another riot by further jamming 
our prisons/' Corrections 
Director Louie Wainmight said 
as he issued orders to turn away 
new inmates at the gates "until 
further notice." 

He said he hopes to remove 
the "no vacancy" signs within 
two weeks, saying something 
surety will be done by then to 
avert a crisis. 

One possibility is the early 
release of from 200-250 inmates 
ready for parole or whose terms 
expire shortly, he said. 

Inmates are sleeping on 
mattresses on the floor and three 
prisoners are having to be 
packed into four by eight feet 
cells designed for one, 
Superintendent Al Cook of the 
Lake Butler Medical and 
Reception Center reported. 

Superintendent Lawrence 
Dugger at the main state prison 
at Raiford said adding inmates 
would be "unhealthy" and not 
in the interests of "good order 
and patrol."

S0vi#ls deny fishing violotions 

WASHINGTON-Two Soviet vessel and thair Coast Guard 
captors drifted at sea Wednesday as the Russian fleet commander 

denied violating U.S. fishing regulations and refused orders to sail 
under custody to a U.S. Navy base in the Aleutians. 

State Department officials said there was "a lot of jawboning 
going on" between the Coast Guard and the Russians over the 
seizure of the two ships Monday night in the vkHnity of Alaska's St 
Matthew Island in the Bering Sea. 

The United States contends that the Soviet flagship Lamut was 
receiving a cargo of fish from a companion stern trawler, the 
Kolyvan, within the '12-mile U.S. fishing zone off the island when 
both were seized and boarded by American Coast Guardsmen. 

The Soviets insisted that they strayed into U.S. fishing waters 
seeking shelter from heavy ice and other "unforeseen circumstances ' 
and had not violaM fishing ragulatkm.

Unlike the Harrisburg Eight, 
the Issues here smoulder under a 
choking snrwkescreen of racifm. 
Every attempt is made to 
discredit and eliminate those 
whose political organizing is 
considered undesirable - 
especially in plantation colonies 
like Gadsden County, where 
blacks outnumber whites. Also, 
those who defy unwritten 

behavior codes. 

David Charles Smith openly 
maintained his relationship with 
a white woman. A fir^ for 

Qumcy. 

John Burns, a youth 
organizer, refused to beconne a 
policeman, was blacklisted from 
getting a job and still refused 
money to campaign for a 
political party which keeps 
blacks working on plantations in 
1972 by keeping industry out of 
the county. Dave Keaton refused 
football scholarships to work to 
help raise the consciousness of 
his hometown blacks through 
movement work. 

Given proximity to 
Tallahassee and the changes 
taking place around the country, 
the economic squeeze, the 
army's defeat, the more frequent 
inctdence of armed rebellion — 
the bombings, hijackings, etc., - 
It follows that local authorities 



would choose five Quincy men 
for examples. "Tog damn many 
middle-class educated kids here" 
and an unwillingness to 
countenance tbi idea that k>cal 
youths would kill a cop - 
Tallahassee's first such killing - 
and at a time when snipers in 
larger urban inner city ghettos 
were striking terror amongst the 
ranks who were threatening to 
strike. What better time to make 
examples of these Quincy 
activists? 

So obviously what is at issue 
here is more than denial of First 
Amendment rights. Our silence 
can only degrade us all one step 
further. Thank you for your 
responsible coverage. We urge 
students to give to help their 
defense. The Qiiincy Five ooukl 
be the FSU Ten.

Dion DiMucci sips from a cup 
of coffee, sits back in a plastic 
upholstered chair in a gaudy 
Hollywood coffeeshop across 
the street from where he is 
performing. He is relaxed, 
between sets, talking small talk. 
He will discuss music or the 
weather or the topai eateries, but 
the man remains private and the 
invasion of that privacy is 
somehow left to those boorish 
enough to pry. 

Dion is a man who inspires 
protective urges m his friends. 
They discourage the boors. He 
seems vulnerable. A gentle man 
in so competitive a work! where 
aggressiveness is often mistaken 
for competence. 

The quiet of Dion and his 
genuinely shy smile intimate his 
modesty. He sometimes isn't 
quite sure that people will agree 
with his assessments of his work, 
or that his music is having an 
effect on an audience he 
obviously desires to please 
without compromising his 
values. 

It hasn't always been this 
way. In the early 60s Dion and 
the Timberlanes became Dion 

and the Belmonts, and then he 
emerged as a solo performer 
with "The Wanderer" and 
"Ruby Baby" among his hits. 

In 1964, after abandoning 
white shoes, choreography, press 
agents, hangers-on and bad 
feelings, he discovered Robert 
Johnson's blues and Bob Dylan's 
lyrics. Quietly developing his 
guitar style and writing his own 
material, he began to think once 
again of presenting himself as a 
performer— and a musician. 

Dick Holler's "Abraham, 
Martin and John" gave him the 
chance. Appearing first in 1968. 
it led to an ^bum for Laurie 
Records and set htm in motion 
toward better things. 

He came to Warner Brothers 
Records in 1969 and his first 
album, "Sit Down Old Friend," 
brought him full circle from the 
fully arranged and orchestrated 
Laurie effort-just Dion and his 
guitar and eight original songs. 
That album was followed by 
"You're Not Alone," released in 
the early part of 1971. and

Bomiir PHn in Nudev Physics 
to Dr. Donald Robson, FSU 
prof*?ssor of physics. 

Dr. Robson will share the 
prize with Or. John D. ArxJerson 
of the iMiversity of California's 
Lawrence Livermore 
Laboratory. 

According to the APS, award 
of the prize to Robson and 
Anderson recognizes the 
significance of work done by 
groups of physicists in tfie 
Florida State Tandem Van de 
Graaf laboratory and in the 
California Livernnore Laboratory 
that ted to a more complete 
understanding of the meting of 
the way in wfuch the force 
between atomic nuclei and ttieir 
constituent particles depends on 
electric charge. 

It is clear from the results of 
their investigations that protons, 
which have a positive electric 
charge, and neutrons, which are 
electrically neutral, befiave the 
same way inside the atomic 
nucleus in spite of this 
difference in electric charge, the 
APS said. 

This discovery has led to 
significant new research 
programs in ruiciear physkrs 
laboratories ail over the world 
and has resulted in new insight 
into the physical laws governing 
nature.

"Deans' salary increases, 
which averaged 3.45 percent as 
opposed to all other faculty 
salaries averaging 2.5 percent, 
were at no point frozen! and 
could have been utilized to pay 
increases to other faculty/' 
Garvue continued. "It had to be 
FSU's own administrative 
decision to pay this high an 
increase to the deans." 

Craig said that his incorrect 
information was due to a failure 
on his part to observe the change 
in poitcy on the part of the 
chancellor's office. As of last 
July, Craig said, the 
administration is able to make 
adjustments in sub-categories 
within the general category of 
faculty salaries. 

Craig referred to his error as 
"an honest mistake on my part." 
He pointed out that, with minor 
exceptions, all of the other state 
universities also kept the money 
allocated to them for deans' 
salaries very close to the actual 
amount, apparently also failing 
to note this change in the 
chancel kx's policy. 

Craig also said that the 
monetary difference to each 
faculty member would not have 
been significant if he had been 
aware of the new no I icy. 

"There could have been 
released from the deans' 
category soma $3,231.50 which 
could have been added to the 
$450,000 available for general 
faculty raises," Craig said. "In 
practical terms the difference is 
not important-it would have 
aqualad $2.73 per year for each 
faculty member— but the 
princifJt If vitally Important and 
worthy of our close attention."

McGovern opposes 
new space shuffle 

Sen. George S. McGovern told Florida voters Thursday that he 
opposes the proposed space shuttle as an "enormous waste of 
money" and fully supports busing to end school segregation. 

His statements in a state that prides itself on Cape Kennedy and 
its aerospace industry and which has a long ftanding tradition against 
busing were seen as an attempt to set himself apart from the 
crowded Democratic presidential field. 

McGovern, whose standing in the polls has shown l.ttle 
improvement despite a year of public candidacy, also said he would 
nr)akeva"fuli disck>sure" of his campaign contributions and personal 
finam^.^ ^ - ^ ^ * 

Four days ago Sen. Edmund S. Muskie refused to do so, saying 
unilateral disclosure would cause some contributors to shy away for 
fear of becoming "targets." 

"That's what this campaign is all about," McGovern sakl in his 
Tallahassee headquarters at the start of a three day swing through 
Florida, "to test whathar the candidatat in the primaries are 
willing....to match their words wi^ action." 

The South Dakota lavvmaker, along with Sens. Henry M. Jackson 
and Vance Hartke, did not attend Nixon's State of the Umon 
address to a joint session of Congress. Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey and 
Muskie were present, sitting together but not applauding.

WASHINGTON-A Food and Drug Administration (FDA) official 
said Thursday Americans may safely eat shrimp despite the 
Consumers Union's warning of possibly harmful arsenic content. 

"There is no evidence of any harm," Dr. Albert C. Kolbye, 
deputy director of the FDA Bureau of Foods, said in an interview 
There's no reason to get trigger happy over shrimp ' 

In the January issue of Consumer Report magazine, Consumers 
Union said shrimp tested in 1935 had up to 42 parts per m n 
arsenic content. The article said levels njay have inaeased since then 
because of industrial dumping of arsenicwdbes.

Conclusion: The protection given thej bicycles owned 
by FSU students is not adequate. 

The FSU Housing Office has provided bicycle racks at 
all dorms. Acoording fo Housing Director Ira Valentine, 
460 racks vvere constructed during summer and fall 
quarters, in addition to the already existing racks on 
campus, which numbered around 100. A little arithmetic 
gives us a Wm\ of approximately 560 bicyete racks on 
cm pus. 

Obviously, this does not solve the problem if 107 
bicycles can be ripped-off . That's not a really good record. 
Something eise k needed. 

It is a violation of housing rules to store a bicycle in a 
dorm room. Any resident who keeps a bicycle or 
motorcycle in the room may be fined $25 for the 
violatk>n. But $25 does not seem a great price to pay for 

the privilege of insuring the safety of a bike which costs 
well above that amount. 

A bicycle rack is only as good at ttie chain which holds 
the bike secure. AT 5 a.m., anyone wi^ a good cutter can 
obtain an almost new 10-speed bike with little trouble. A 
thief needs only to avoid detection by security officers and 
he can be finished in very little time. ManV thieves seem to 
have done so during the past year. 

What is particularly disturbing about the number of 
thefts is the fact that only 29 of the 107 bikes reported 
stolen were recovered last year. 

And these are only the cases reported to the FSU 
Campus Security. 

Added to this problem is the growing number of 
bicycles on campus. Valentine said the Housing Office sees 
the need for more new racks to aeeomfnodala Hie nUI 
i ncrea si ng bicycle populatkHi. 

Meanwhile, if a student owns a bicycle, especially one 
which costs in the neighborhood of $100 or more, he is 
runnkig quite a risk of haviflig that bite sMm 

Untii adequate protection can be maintained for 
btcycfes owned by residents of Florida State dorms, the 
Housing Office should waive the $25 penalty for keeping 
bikes in dorm rooms. 

Bikes inside dorms may cramp the living quarters and 
cause a little more confusion, but that is a small price to 
pay to protect expensive bicycles. 

Beskies, it is the indivkiual student who will be payufig 
that prid^ and not the Housiiig Offiee. 

If that idea is unacceptable to the housing officials, 
perhaps they should find a more secure place for new bike 
racks. Loading racks in an unused room or a b a se me n t, for 
example, wouM be an improvement. Moving them inskle 
the dormitory would certainly provide more protection 
than is now available. 

At any rate, some aetkm must be taken, ftudenls trying 
to keep up with the cost of livini and going to college 
cannot afford to also keep up with the cost of 
transportation.

V\fe are eager to 
help nfianagement learn the 
faculty viewpoint, they listen. 
Our attempts have been met 
with a lack of attention.

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Keen labels universities 
as society's biggest ghettos

The American University is 
the biggest ghetto in our society. 
If I were to make one rule it 
would be that no >t^"t^x>utd 
go to coHege after Hfph school." 

That rather startling 
statement was one of many that 
Sam Keen, consulting editor for 
Psychology Today, said 
yesterday afterrK>on at the 
Religion and Life Series, 
sponsored by the University 
Committee on Religious Affairs. 

According to Keen, an 
intellectual ghetto has developed 
in the university system because 
students there don't want to 

learn. 

"The students are not 
motivated to learn. The academy 
(the university system) is failing 
not because what we're teaching 
is wrong, but because we're not 
teaching enough of it and we're 



teaching it to the wrong 
people." 

"It's time that we rediscover 
our bodies," Keen emphasized. 
"The protitem is that we don't 




teach people to deal with the 

unconscious. We spend a third of 
our life sleeping, and dreaming, 
yet we don't teach people what 
those dreams mean. 

"Education nruist be carnal, 
sensuous, and bodily. A balance 
needs to be made/' he said. 



Lower iechnlques 
in analysis similar

How to get with the body fully rather than being a part of it is 
the challenge of Alexander Lowen, a New York 
psychiatrist-psychoanalyst who is giving a lecture-demonstration on 
Bioenergetic Charac^ Analysis today at 10:10 a./n. in Moore 
Auditorium. 

Lowen's technicfues and theories for character assessment and 
energy-releasing are common in Gestalt sensitivity-encounter 
groupings throughout the world. 

The realm and meaning of orgastic pleasure is explored in 
Lowen's most popuin^ boolc, Lo¥e and Orgami. He feels health is 
Characterized by access to abundant and flowing pleasure. 

Lowen defines a bodily experience as "a state of heightened 
excitation, lumination, rhythmicity and self-awareness" in his book. 
Pleasure: A Creative Approach to Life. Pleasure is the continuum on 
which the neurotic is seen at one end and the "normal" at the other. 

Bodily pleasure is again the comnrKm theme in his The Betrayal of 
^ Body, which analyzes the schl»>id character at great length. 

Study of Lowen's psychology and application of his techniques 
can offer an authentic way of growth, one that is organic and 
physically mpaninoful 



He told the 60 faculty 
members who attended the 
luncheon that the American 
university fyttem h not an 
educational institution, but a 
"credential approver for our 
capitalist society." 

"A new kind of educational 
body must be created in which 
people learn the ioy of living in 
their bodies. We nmist teach 
what is satisfying for the 
individual human being, not for 
the society he lives in." 

"The major problem of the 
Universities is that it studies 
everything but itself. It is time 
for the University to study what 
it should be, its ideals and its 
values." 

Later yesterday afternoon 
Keen led an estimated 100 
students and faculty in what was 
billed "a simulated death 
experience." Keen canceled that 
program and substituted another 
called "Telling Your Story." 

Keen, who has been a 
workshop leader at the Esalen 
Institute, told the group to 
mingle with one another arui 
select a partner for the two-hour 
session. He cautioned against 
picking a "safe" partner, "a 
person i^io knows your story 
already." 

Once paired off, participants 
introduced themselves and were 
instructed to "tell your story" 
to their partners. Later the 
group was asked to draw and 
explain a house in which they 
lived when they were young, as 
well as a house in which they 
wanted to live in the future. 

Keen said that the program 
was supposed to help each 
person rediscover his 
ifKltviduality, as well as his 
partner's. 

Keen's final appearance will 
be this morning at 11:15 in 
Room 201 Longmire. That 
lecture, which is open to the 
public, is entitled "The Soft 
Revolution."

And, in this giving, tiiey are receivers just as the children. As one 
volunteer remarked: "In just being here I have learned so much more 
than I had ever anticipated. It is a very worthwhile experience." 

The volunteers supplement the emaciated staff in many areas, 
especially following the feeding program in the late afternoon. After 
this time, the patients remain in bed until morning due to lack of 
adequate staff to conduct programs for the patients. Volunteers 
spend time in the wards during this period offering attention and 
meeting immediate needs. 

Although progress is being made at Sunland in a positive 
direction, the atmosphere is filled with awesome desperation. A 
child sits immobile, grasping the bars of his crib with eyes blankly 

fixed on something which appears 
I to be in another world. A smalt boy 
in a walker moves in slow patterns 

on the black tile floor of the ward. 
They lie there — wordlessly 
watching, helplessly hoping for that 
incommunicable something. 

Sunland is an environment filled 
with questions. What do you do for 
a child who can offer nothing more 
than silent reactions to the world in 
which he exists? He reaches out, 
speaking through movements alone. 
One can but respond to him with 
the best of his perceptions, and try 
to read the stories in his eyes . . .

Waiting for Godot premiered last night in the 
Fina ArU Buikiing Theater. Godot is a typical 
avant^de play, although it is a littte more 
tntaresting than most. 

If you like digressive dialogue and varkxis formi 
of symbolism, you'll appreciate director Peter 
Saputo's version of this Samuel Beckett classic. 

The secret to savoring the fine points of Godot 
is not to analyze the diak)gue kne by line, but 
rather to consider it as a whole. 

The play opens with Estragon and Vladimir^ 
two derelicts, bickering and taunting each other as 
they wait for a man named "Godot." (Godot 
symbolically represents a friend who can end their 
troubles and bring happiness into their lives.)

Mrs. Jean Chaudhuri, wife of 
an FSU government profesK>r, 
formally announced Ner bid 

today to unseat incumbent City 
Commissioner Lee Everhart in 
city elections Feb. 15. 

Mrs. Chaudhuri stated that 
s he wanted to make dty 
government "responsive to alt 
segments of Tallahassee, not just 
wealthy builders and big 
landowners. 

'Tallahassee is one of the 
most desirable cities in the 
South. I thirdc we all want to 
keep it that way." 

A wealthy developer, 
Everhart has already announced 
that he would seek re-election 
for a second three-year term on 
the cbmmission. The only other 
anrK>unced candidate is Ben W. 
Thompson Jr., a 26-year-old 
g attorney and 1970 graduate of 
^ the FSU College of Law. 
S Mrs. Chaudhuri said that a 
major emphasis of Iter campai^ 
is to ensure that city government 
enforces zoning and planning 
decisions to prevent the ruin of 
Tallahassee's "attractive 



residential and business areas." 

She also proposad that utility 
tax rates and utility taxat be 
equalized. "The big users of 

electricity in Tallahassee, 

including the state government, 

have been paying less than their 
share for years." 

Homeowners and 
apartment-dwellers are paying a 
10 percent tax on their utility 
bills, "while the big user is 
paying only a 2V2 percent tax. 
Increasing the big users' share 
will increase revenue without 
increasing property taxes," she 
said. 

She stated her hope that 
victory would bring 
representation to "Tallahassee's 
forgotten citizens," who she said 
were most of the people in 
Tallahassee. 

City politics in Tallahassee 
traditionally have been only for 
the few, she said. Much of the 
responsibility for that must be 
laid on apathetic voters who 
have, by default, perpetuated 
"development-at-any-cost" 
officials in office, she said. 

These officials have boasted 



that Tallahastet is tht 
fastett-growfingclty in the nation 
but have done nothing to plan 
for accommodating the growth, 

she said. 

She also proposed a more 
extensive program of city 
sarvioat such as ttiaet ligbta, 
recreation park improvements, 
street pevmg, and sidMMikt to 
all neighborhoods where needed. 

Mrs. Chaudhuri vowed to 
bring city government closer to 
the citizens by scheduling City 
Commission meetings at night 
and publlsNng agendas well in 
advance.

He came 
out against expansive 
undertakings of federal aid to 
Lockheed, of anti-ballistic 
missile systems, and of the 
defense spending of the 
government-all of which 
(somehow) brought Lindsay 
□ack to Wallace. 

President Nixon also bore 
part of the brunt of attack as 
Lindsay isKXUsed him of being 
"one who speaks, I believe, only 
a softer type of Wallace-ism." 

Lindsay emphasized the idea 
of students, women, Vietnam 
veterans and senkw citizens 
working together for a new kind 
of leadership and the help they 
need by ending their fight 
against each other.

He also urged that Cambodian Prince Norodom Siharx>uk— who 
fled to Peking after being deposed in a military coi^Mie returned to 
power, and that the little known king of Laos, Sri Sevang Vatthana, 
take over leadership of his country. 

Mansfield's comments were in the advance text of a speech he 
planned to make on the Senate floor Monday. 

"What once was one war, winding down, has now become three 
wars sealed into one," Mansfield said. "That was the inevitable 
consequence of the invasion of Cambodia in 1970 and the military 
adventure into Labs in 1971.

Egyptian Prime Minister Aziz Sidky said Sunday force was the 

only way to regain Israeli occupied Arab lands lost in the 1967 war, 
the Middle East News Agency said. Political observers said it was the 
strongest official statement to date on the subject. 

The Jerusalem Post said Sunday Israel was preparing to announce 
acceptance of American proposals for indirect talks with Egypt on 
reopening the Suez Canal. The cabinet met to discuss final obstacles 
remaining before the acceptance could be made. 

Congress begins second week 

The second term 92nd Congress starts its second week Monday 
facing such controversial matters as foreign aid, job discriirunation 
and what to do about the West Coast dock strike. 

After it receives President Nixon's fiscal 1973 budget at 
noon-the first order of congressional business— the Senate will vote 
on a key amendment to toughen the taw on equal employment 
opportunities. 

The House headed for a showdown Tuesday on the $2.75 billion 
foreign aid authorization bill which has been hanging since last 
year-a sharply scaled down version the Senate igretd to^ftm' first 
voting to kill the program outright. 

But a tough new ele<»lon-year question now has been tossed in 
the congressk>nal lap: Nixon's request for passage or emergency 
legislation to halt the costly longshoremen's strike tying up West 
Coast ports.

Student-Community Interaction (SCI) is now 
attempting to enlarge the many t »o pa ms now being 
oonduded by that orginlzation. 

To do this, SCI needs people. Nearly 300 persons are 
now working in some phase of SCI activity, but the 
programs undertaken by SCI can use ten times that many. 

"We oouki use as many people as want to work/' SCI 
director Jim Sewell said. And well they could. 

SCI now sponsors work in ten programs in the 
Tallahassee area. These include tutorial programs in Leon 
and Gadsden Counties, work at the Dozier School for Boy% 
at Marianna, a recreational program in Gadsden County, 
work at Sunland Hospital, drug counseling and assistance 
in Project 613, a day care center and work with the Leon 
County Detention Center md the Human Resoiaroes 
Clearinghouse. 

How can SCI use you? The tutorial program in Leon 
County alone could be expanded to include 29 elementary 
and middle schools, if only SCI had enou#i volunteers 
who would participate in the project. 

Every other SCI project could also be expanded to do 
more than they do now, but expansion cannot be 
accomplished without more people. 

If enough volunteers were available to fill all vacancies 
in the existing projects of SCI, more projects could be 
begun. 

With more volunteers, SCI couki expand the work being 
done In the community and begin programs in, for 

example, juvenile delinquency. 

Adult education classes could be begun on a large scale 
in Frenchtown. At present, very Httle is being done m 
adult education, mostly in spot projects on an individual 
level. More volunteers are needed before adult education 
classes can be begun. 

A medical servfee project couM be begun in Mkiway, 
and a free health clinic now underway at FAMU could be 
expanded greatly with SCI help. Again, all that is needed is 
more people who will work m the project.

positions of the organizations competing 
to represent the faculty. Under the

group? 

With great hesitation, I submit that 
there is a silent majority of faculty 
members who will only be heard at the 
ballot box. Unless they are members of 
one of the organizations already 
competing, their inmm are not likely to 
be voiced clearly. They are not likely to 
be found at one place, they do not have 
fomeone to speak for them constantly. 
They do not aptate. nor do they claim or 



imply that thty represent anyone but 
themselves. 

To claim that the administration is the 
only source of opposition to organized 
labor or other potential bargaining agents 
is, I biNiave, naive. While it is ourrantly 
fashionable for those nfK>st vocal among 
us to claim the support of the people 
against the establishment, many of us 
would much rather take our chances, 
individually, against the administration 
than to be faced wi^ yet another layer of 
bureaucracy. 

There is already enough outside 
influence on the university. We do not 
need the AFL CIO (and its trusteeship 
provisions), the FEA, who must balance 
the interests of schoolteachers with those 
of the faculty, or the AAUP (as a 
bargaining agent). 

We believe that we can represent our 
own interests. Even if we can't, we don't 
believe that any of the competing 
external organizations can do as well. 
Finally, as individuals, if we're wrong, we 
can live with it.

Laws protect 
fetus' potential

There are lavM in this country which, 
in the name of protecting the innocent, 
virtually rastrid the free will of its 
citizens. The focal point off Itia abortion 
issue seems to be a questkKi of wtwtfiar 
or not the fetus can be considered as a 
human bemg. Does life begin at 
conception or at birth? Should the 
answer to M quastlen be dicta ted by the 
governmant, or is it a p erson al dilemma 
that can only be reaolvad by the 
individual? 

The government has taken a stand on 
this issue. Abortion is illegal in the 
iPSlority of the states, but there are a few 
States tfwt do give a vwnan the freedom 
of choice on the fate of her unborn child. 
Karen Pewitt (*ton. 18) implies that the 
fetus has no rights as a human being, and 
therefore, she would like to see abortion 
legalized in Florida and all of the other 
states. 

But there is one law in this country 
which has been completely overkmked by 

both Miss Pewitt and John Stone (Jan. 13 
and 20). Every single state in the Union 
has a law which prohibits sending a 
pregnant woman to the electric chair. The 
very nature of this law indicates that our 
lawmakers consider the fetus to be an 
American citizen with a citizen's right to 
life and the pursuit of happiness. The 

child may be unwanted, but he still has 
the potential to be happy as well as 
productive in his lifetime. 

Furthermore, Karen Pewitt is grossly 
mistaken in believing that legal abortion 
is the safest method of disposing of the 
unwanted child. The contraceptives of 
the 1970s are nearly 100% effective, and 
women are therefore free to choose not 
to conceive at all. She argues that some 
women— for reasons of health, 

etc.~cannot take the pill. But these 
compose a very smell minority. Perhaps 

for these few unfortunates, adoption is 
the option. Adoption has become very 
popular in recent years among those who 
are conscious of the dang e rs of 
overpopulation. 

At any rate, the dual problem of 
overpopulation and the unwanted child 
can be greatly minimized. Right now, it is 
up to the government to initiate programs 
to educate women on birth control 
methods and increase the availability of

Luce speaks mind 
on Indochina war

Don Luce, the journalist who 
exposed the infamous "tiger 
cages" of South Vietnam, Wt 
town yesterday to begin an 
exhausting two-day lecture tour 
o^the capital city. 

Luce, who lived and worked 
•n Vietnam for 12 years prior to 
being kicked out of the country 
by American and South 
Vietnamese authorities, did not 
"wnce words in a Flambeau 
interview yesterday evening.

Luce has been traveling for 
the past seven months In a 
Volkswagen bus to communities 

all over the U.S. 

Accompany ifig Luce on his 
visit here are tvw women who 
stay with the exhibit while Luce 
lectures to various dvic groups. 

One of them, Nguyen Thi 
Ngoc Thoa, is a Vietnamese who 
is intimately familiar with the 
polities situation in Vietnam. 
Her brother was arrested and 
held prisoner in South Vi*" am 
for his protestations o the 
Vhieu regime. 

She is scheduled to speak 
today at noon in the Union 
oourtywrd. 

In ttir Interview, Luce 
recounted events that changed 
his mind concerning U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam. 

"In 1958 I went to Vietnam 
m^.m ea^ieiiltufal eeonomist. I 
was freih out of Cornell 
University, and I felt I could 
help the Vietnamese people. In

Mary Ynestra (Nesta) King, 
student body presidential 
candidate, was arrested on 

felony charges of distributir^g 

abortion information in the 
University Union yesterday 
moming. 

King arrested by the 
Leon County sheriff's office 
under Statute 797.02, the sam 
law ruled unconstitutional by 
the Alachua County Circuit 
Court whk:h ' tried Florida 
Alligator editor Ron Sachs. 

The leaflets handed out by 
King contained phone numbers 
and addresses for abortion 
clinics and counseling services in 
Washington D.C. and New York 
City, as well as the phone 
number of the C4ergy 
Consultation Service, a problem 
pregnancy counseling service in 
Tallahassee. The mimeographed 
sheets also provided a rurv<k>wn 
on financial information, legal 
requirennents and types of 
operations available. 

According to King, the 
leaflets were part of a "Survival 
Packet" to be distributed 
through her campus political 
party, the Activist Student 
Party. Other leaflets in the series 
are to include information on 
draft counseling, drug use, arrest 
procediM^es, and birth control, 
she said. 'The packet is to be a 
student service as much as a 
campaign tactic," she added. 

"My motive for doing this 
was basically that of a woman," 



said the Miami junior. "I felt 
that there was b need for this 
type of information to be 
distributed, and since others, 
like Flambeau ectttor Hamp 
Carruth, had tried arnl were 
unsuccessful, it was left for 
someone like me to do it. While 
I was passing out the material 
two women cavne to me, said 
they were pregnam, and asked 
for more speciffc information." 




King 



King also said her action was 
an attempt to undermine the 

abortion law in the state of 

Florida. 

"The law under which I was 
arrested Is an abomination and a 
blatant violation of the United 
States Constitution," she said in 
a statement released to the press. 

Oral arguments on the law will 
be heard by l.he State Supreme 
Court Feb. 1 ,i on the appeal of 
the Sachs case. King's 

arraignment is scheduled for 
Feb. 9, according to a ticket 



given King by her bondsnwn. "I 
will use every lecjdl rTiejns at n\y 
disposal to have this law 
invalidated," her statement 
contmued. 

King sak) she had been active 

in the women's struggle for two 
years previously, and that her 
action was more in line with 
these activities than her 
campaign for student body 
president. 

She did not deny that as a 
presidential candidate she would 
get more publicity than she 
would otherwise, but added that 
the benefit would be to her 
activities as an activist for women's 
rights ratfier than as a 
campaigner. 

"As far as my campaign goes, 
the actual gain will be negli^ble, 
if it exists at all. For all the 
people who will think I have 
done a right-on thing, there will 
be as many, if not more, who 
will think what I have done is 
awfuL What I dkl in handing out 
alwrtion material was a matter 
of my conscience rather than a 
matter of my campaign, for 
there is a lot of anti-abortion 
sentiment w^ich might really 
hurt my chances," she said.

Marshall to explain whereabouts 
of $51,000 in student activity fees

FSU President Stanley 
Marshall will speak on university 
budget allocatiorw before a 
special session of the Student 
Senate tonight at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Florida Room of the 
University Union. 

Pat Hogwrt, executive assistant 
to the president, said that "the 
president plans to discuss the 
role and responsibility of various 
persons and groups, including 
himself, the University Budget 
Committee, and Student 
Government, in the aHocatkKi of 
university resources." 

The Senate requested 
Marshall's appearance to explain 
the whereabouts of $51,000 in 
student activities fees created by 
the tuition increase last fall. 

Vkx President for Student 
Affairs Steve McClellan came 
before the Senate last Wednesday 
to discuss that sum of nrvoney 
and the processes which had 
dlv'ded up the tncrease in 
sluilent activities leas. 



Marshall, unable to attend 
Wednesday's regular session, 
Mjggested a special session for 
tonight or Thursday to talk 
extensively on allocatmns. The 
Senate voted to hear him 
tonight. 

Student Comptroller Marc 
Sussman has prepved "a short 
history of tfie funding problem 
between Stuilent Government 
and the admm^ation to insure 
a knowledgeable and effective 
discourse."

Center-$1 5, Union-$5.50, 
Publications— $2, and 
Organizations and 

Activities-$6.50. 

During the summer, student 
activities fees were raised to 
$34.50. As it was too late to 
change the per capita anrwunts, 
the Budpet Committee made 
some lump sum aNocations to 
athletics and the MvcMng 
Chiefs. The Committee asked 
the Union and Student 
Government to make proposals 
concerning the remaining 
$51,000.

U.S. District Court Judge R. Dixon Herman routmeiy r. ,r ^ ; 
defense plea to move the trial to the New York City area and > ;>neo 
the case with a 15 minute speech to 144 prospective jurors crovMbd 
into his eight-seat coiMtroom. 

"The criminal case bafora us probably will last several months 
and in all likelihood tha jury will have to be sequestered the vvhoie 
time," he said. 

Herman noted there already have been "vast amounts of 
publicity" given the case, and prohibited the prospective jurors from 
discussing its aspects or obtaining news accounts of the trial. 

Berrigan, alrrady serving a six year term for destroying draft 
records, sat with tfie other defendants in tfie front of the courtroom 
and they talked quietly among themselves. 

The seven are charged with conspiring to kidnap presidenta; 
adviser Henry A. Kissinger, blow .up heating systems of five federal 
buildings in Washington and raid draft offices in nine states. 

Mystery womM sought in Hughes fraud 

ZURICH-Swiss authorities put on an international basis Monday 
their search for a mystery woman who used a Zurich bank to cash 
$650,000 in checks intended for billionaire industrialist Howard 
Hughes in vvhat the bank called a "clever fraud." 

McGraw Hill Book Co., of New York, who paid the money by 
check last year for rights to an alleged autobiography of Hughes 
fifed charges for fraud here last week against persons unknown man 
attempt to hasten solution of the mystery. In the meantime, the 
company held up publication of tha Hughas book. 

In New York, Hughes' attorney Chester Davis in State Supreme 
Court filed an affidavit signed by Hughas last Friday in which the 
reduse industrialist denied ever signing any agreements or having any 
contmunications with McGraw Hill or Clifford Irving, who claims tc 
have collaborated on the "autobiography." Hughes said he did no: 
even know Irving.

the mid-60s, however, I realized 
that wa wara wrong in being 
there.

Attorney General Robert Shevin has recommended that 
abortion be legalized in Florida, and also recommended 
that Statute 797.02 be repealed. 

We congratulate and support Shevm. But the betting 
here is that the courts will do something about this statute 
before the Florida Legislature. 

Those who violate this statute should be applauded. 
The courts in Leon County now have the opportunity to 
strike down an archaic law. If a lower court does not do 
so, surely a higher court will. Sooner or later the law will 
be diminated. 

The Flambeau offers its support to Nesta King, who 
violated the law yesterday to challenge the law.

Abortion should be legalized 



The psychological, moral and legal rmplicatiom 
of youp decisions are indeed interesting to 
belioki. One often thinks because a number of 
individusis are Involved in iudi procetsat that in 
fact no one individual is responsthla. In abortion 
committees, government bureaucracies, and 
industrial boards the rule of thumb has become 
Stereotyped, any child can tell you; When it is a 
good decision each and every man was personally 
responsible; when it becomes a bad ploy no single 
individual is accountable, as everyone had a hand 

in it. But everyone is, in this case, a fictional 
entity; in fact, in reality the individuals exist as 
individuals. 

Abortion has always been a deeply rooted and 

complex issue. In western culture an objective 
example of this is that in the original Hippocratic 
oath there is a clause restricting both its 
application and giving out the knowledge of how 
to do it to the people. It takes in modern form 
several major positions. 

First we have the vast status quo which just 
does what is legal or refrains from doing what is 
illegal. In Fk>rida abortions and information about 
them is illegal and thi» we have these status quo 
elements refraining from involving themselves with it. 

Then we have elements which oppose them 
whether legal or illegal. In most cases this 
opposition is based on religious convictions, 
namely Catholic dogma. Note I have said in most 
cases this is so, for as I shall point out there are 
others too. It is a sin of the first order to alkiw a 
fetus to die in Catholic cultures. The stark fact is 
when it all comes down to the line, the Catholic 
physician must abstain from measures to save the 
mother's life if the decision is either save the 
unborn child or save the mother. 

While this may be confusing to many, the 
double-think in the background is really quite 
clear. Because the fetus has never been alive, it has 
never had absolution from the sin of being created 
a human being, and because of this it can never go 
to heaven and be with all-loving God, Father of 
creation. It must remain forever outside the 
providence of eternal bliss. The mother, having 
had absolution, can die in agony, assi^ed by the 
mumbo jumbo that hers will be the just reward. 

Then we have those who favor abortions on 
individual rights and humane grounds. One 
maintains that the mother has the right to do with 
her body as she see fit and the other that it is 
inhumane to the child to bring it into the world 
unwanted, unneeded and unable-if the case may 
be-to deal with it. 

The rather stark biological position I take is 
that the fetus is technically a parasite on the 
nrother. And the word "mother" is misleading, we 
should think, in cases where abortion is desired, 
"victim" or "vector", to use the jargon. 



As k>ng as the fetus is unable to maintain itm 
free of the life sufiport tynefn of its host, dh 

"mother" has the right to treet it as she ¥voukl ir^ 
other pathological conditions of that sort. Aftr 
the cord is cut it becomes a de jure an(j cie fjc* 
human. As such it becomes entitled to the 
and privileges afforded to others of its age art 
spades. Including the right to have an abortion or 
itself should the occasion arMa. 

ErHightaned humnim tells me that there n 
very little need for abortions in the first 
And thus the question of killing a fetus need rarely 
arise. Only in cases of gross deformation, 
pregnancies resulting from forcible rape, etc.. do 
we really need abortkm. But that is enlightened 
hunnanism and we are living in Tallahassee in the 
closing half of the twentieth century W*-,- 
humanism and technology have made possible lo 
US in the abstract is not present in fact. 

Many of us get pregnant "somehow". Somehow 
can usually be defined as: ignorance in general 
ignorance of particulars, such as how to use bia^ 
control measures, the FSU student mf '-a.. 
(which means in fact a handful of policy makersi 
which wiU not alk>w healthy young coeds to buy 
pills from even k>cal drugstores, via a prescription, 
who wish to do so. And last but not least, a 
general moral greyness about sex which still mak?< 
many of these coeds feel as if they are 60109 
something dirty and unspontaneous when the, 
take the steps to ot>tain and use such measures 
These are the major impediments to our freedom 
from unwanted and unnecessary pregnancies and 
abortions.

In an anno u n c e m a nt made yesterday, the 

Studem Depository said that it will respond to

Also, to be able to hire an additional shift 
to handle the Saturday rush, the price of cashing a 
check rose from 10 cents to 50 percent of the 
amount for which the check is wrttlin.

Anyone who has ever gotten 
a parking ticket on campus 
knows the frustration of harrding 
out your hard-earned cash to the 
campus police. It's maddening, 
even if you've been warned again

parking. 

Lately, however, the screams 
of anguish have been getting 
louder and more frequent. The 
cries me coming from those 
souls }§Ak> didn't re-register their 
cars for this quarter. 

The normal fee for student 
parking was to be $8.50 for the 
entire year (September I, 1971 
to August 31, 1972). Due to 
President Nixon's price freeze, 
the fee was reduced to $1 for 
the 90 days and extended for 
one quarter by FSU President 
Stanley Marshall. In January, the 
higher price went into effect. 

Therefore, cars were to be 
re-registered in January, at the 
cost of $7.25 for the remaining 
year. 

This means that cars that 
were only registered in the fall 
have to be re-registered now, or 



they will not be permitted to 
park on campus. That is why all 
you people with half a parking 
sticker are getting tickets. In 
effect, you have no parking 
stickers at all. 

The only thing you can do is 
go the campus security office in 
Westcott and register your car 
for the remaining year. You 
cannot take the matter to court 
and win^you'd lose more 
money in court costs. 

"We are perfectly legal in 
ticketing/'said William Wallace, 
FSU traffic co-ordinator. 

One of the major gripes 
against the actions has been that 
the re-registration requirement 
was not advertised. "Not so," 
said Wallace. "We ran several full 
page ads in the Flambeau, as 
well as a story. We also mailed 
out leaflets to staff and faculty, 
who are being ticketed along 
with the students."

Have you aver baan caught 
alone in the dead of night in 
Bellamy, and home is on the 
other side of campus? Does your 
little heart go pitter-patter with 
fear as you walk past 
Montgomery Gym at 1 1 p.m.? Is 
going to the psYchology building 
for your night class giving you 
an ulcer, and acute night vision? 

It's bad news, and 
unfortunately, things are not 
improving. According to 
Sergeant Ralph Lehman of 

Campus Security, the total 
number of sexual crimes on 
campus has increased 
substantially since 1969, and 
probably will continue to climb. 

Sex crimes include obscene 
phone calls, exposures, anything 
that involves mental or physical 
harm to a member of the 
oppc^te sex, usually females. 

And, surprisingly, the crimes 
are usually committed by the 
younger set, the local high 
school crowd and college types. 
The legendary "dirty old men" 
are rare. 

Why the increase? 

"Simply because of the 
increase of population," said 
Lehman. "Whenever you have a 
lot of people in a small space, 
like a college campus, you are 
going to have an increase of 
crime." 

The crime report is currently 
before the Board of Regents in 
an attempt to get money for 
more lighting in the darker 
comers of the campus, i.e. 
Montgomery Gym, Landis 
Green, around the Biology 
building, and generally, all the 
parking lots. 

And until then? The IFC 
Escort Service only operates 
until midnight and not every girl 
has a big, strong boyfriend to 
protect her. 

There are, of course, the judo 
and karate classes offered every 
quarter at night, ironically, in 
dark and lonely Montgomery 
Gym. However, many girls do 
not have the time to take such a 
course every other night. And 
sometimes, such courses don't 
teach practical self-defense. 

But, there is hope. 

Randy Kout and Terry KeJIer 
are two FSU students (both 
male) who have formed thefwrst 
self-defense course for women. 

"It's a combination of judo 
and karate. .like the best 
dsfonsively of both, " said Kout. 

The class started m sorority 
houses last quarter, "but girls 
don't have to be in sororities to 
be in the class. The Houses are 
just a good place to have class," 
added Kout. "We've had a really 
oood respoiise...glrls are really 

enthusiastic." 

The fee for the dass is $4 per 

month, and the dass is not run 

on the quarter basis. 'There's an 

unlimited amount of time," said 

Kout •'Girte can keep taking the 



course for as k>ng as they want 
to."

The film was written and 
directed by Lewis Gilbert, who 
gave us the masterful Aifie and 
was later responsible for You 
Only Live Twice and The 
Adventurers. In Friends he tells 
the story of two teenagers in 
France who are unloved. She is 
15 and an orphan who lives with 
a swinger aunt; he is 16 and lives 
with his businessnnan father who 
»S too busy to care about him. 
The couple first meet in a Paris 
zoo (symbolism?). They baoomt 
friends. Finally they run away 
together and head for the south 
of France where they lead an 
Idyllic existence that grows from 
innocent adolescent friendship 
to innocent adolescent love. 
(And innocent adolescent 
pregnancy.) 

The film is told pHinarily 
from ttie boy's point of view. 
And what adolescent boy hasn't 
somewhere in his secret 
moments harbored such 
fantasies? But as aN idylls mutt, 
the pleasant days of^famfflir and

responsibility of adulthood and 
parenthood intrude.

President Stanley Marshall 
proposed a new funding system 
for activity and sen^ice fees last 
night before Student Senate 
//tiich would nfwkedly increaie 
-udent control of part of that 
money and would lessen it in 
others. 

The proposal, which Marshall 
was careful to point out he was 
not committed to, would give 

students virtual autonomy as 
regards the allocation of monies 
to student activities and 
organizations. 

Student Government 
appropriations in this area would 
oe subject to review only for the 
purposes of insuring that the 
law, the Board of Regent 
policies, and the university's 
own rules and regulations were 
complied with. 

The other areas of the 
iCtivity cind service fee budget, 
which are the Student Health 
Center, Intercollegiate Athletics, 
and the University Union, would 
be given per capita allocations 
by the University Budget 
Committee, responsible directly 
to Marshall. 

Student Publications was not 
included in this plan, as Marshall 
^id he did not know quite 
where it would fit in. 

Marshall's remarks were

addressed to a special session of 
the Senate called specif ically for 

that purpose. Response to his 
plan was mixed, as senators 
questioned the administration's 
per capita allocations to 
Intercollegiate Athletics in the 
past and probable future. 

Marshall reiterated his 
often-stated views that for what 
the university invests in 
athletics, there is a tremerxJous 
return, not only for students, 
but for the university's financial 
well-being and its relationship to 
the people of Florida. 

Marshall said he was 
interested in listening and 
possibly accepting "any 
reasonable suggestion" regarding 
the university budgeting process. 

The proposal made by 
Marshall was cushioned in a 
great deal of preparatory 
rem«-k$, most of which outlined 
the legal, structural and 
philosophical reasons for the 
present operation of the activity 
and service fee. 

Marshall quoted at great 
length from the Board of 
Regents operating manual, 
section 7.4, the Pow Wow, and 
former Attorney General Earl 
Faircloth's written opinion on 
the responsibilities of the 
president as regards the 
allocation of student funds.

Legislator supports passoge 
of collective bargaining bill

'The legislature will be acting 
irresponsibly if it fails to pass 
this, bill," Representative Don 
Tucker, chairman of the House 
Manpower and Developmerrt 
Committee, told FSU faculty 
members yesterday in a meeting 
held in the Faculty Club. 

Tucker spoke on the 
proposed Collective Bargaining 
biii.The bill, if passed hy this 
legislature, wiR aNcMV state 
employees , for the first time, to 
bargain collectively. The bill will 
apply to all sectors of public 
work, inckiding firemen, police, 
and public school end Mie 
unh^ersity tmchers. 

Although the bill provides for 
collective bargaining, the state 
constitution prohibits state 
emptoyees from striking. Tucker 
said. 

The bill provkies for the 

establishment of a commissbn 
which will be appointed by the 
governor to set up individual 
bargikiing prooadures. 

The various state emptoyees 
will elect bargaining units whidi 
will be responsible for 
negotiating with the 
administration. 

In the case of teachers. 



salaries are not subject to 
bargainrng under the bill. The 
legislature sets the amoum of 
nwney that can be spent for 

teacher salaries. 

"The Board of Regents 
cannot bind the legislature to a 
certain salary for teachers," 
Tucker sakJ. 

According to Roy Ingham, 
FSU President of the American 
Federatk>n of Teachers, the right 
of ooKecthfe bargiinlng vmmiM 
serve to improve working 
conditions for university faculty. 

During the meeting, Ingham 
told Tucker, "You can tell your 



collective bargaining, we'll give 
them a better university."

Legislatures consider 
rights of 18 year olds 

From wire reports 

The Georgia Senate approved 
Tuesday a bill giving 18 year 
olds full citizenship, with all the 
privileges and responsibilities of 
those now 21 years old. 

in Tallahassee, Fiorida Senate 
President Jerry Thomas said in 
an interview it might be easier to 
win Senate approval of a law 
allowing 19 year olds to drink 
beer and wine than to let 18 
year olds sign contracts. 

The GeoTfia measure, ¥vhidi 
must be pmed by the House, 
would allow 18 year olds to sign 
binding contracts, buy liquor, 
establish estates or get married 
without parental consent, along 
with all other r^phte and 
prhrilagas of aidul^ood. 

The Florida House Judiciary 
Committee passed a bill Monday 
night which would let teenagers 
sign contracts and sit on juries at 
age 18, start driiiking beer and 
wine one year later, but leave 
the legal age for gambling and 
drinking hard liquor at 21. 

The bill will go before the 
Florida legislature when it opens 
Tuesday. 

Thomas said there were a lot

Sadat: war inevitable 

CAIRO— Egyptian President Anwar Sadat answered two days of 
violent student pro-war demonstrations Tuesday with aisiM'anosi 
tSm war with Israel is indeed "inavttabla" and that the U.S. role as 
mediator in the Middle East crisis has ended. 

Mobs of students battled riot and regular police in the streets of 
Cairo for the second consecutive day to back demands that Egypt 
resume hostilities with Israel immediately and take a tougher stand 
againit the United States for its «ipport of the Jewish state. 

Political sources said the civil unrest was the gravest threat to 
Sadat since the arrests last spring of former Vice President Aly Satxy 
and other political opponents for allegedly plotting his overthrow. 
Sabry and others were convicted on treason charges. 

Sadat himself described the student proiestsas "unprecedented. " 
In Jerusalem, Defense Minister Moshe Dayan briefed the Knesset 
parliament Security and Foreign Affairs Committee on the 
implications of the current unrest in Egypt on Israel's defense 
position, a government communique said. No details were given. 

While police used tear gas and bamboo clubs against rock 
throwing students, Sadat summoned political leaders to the heavily 
guarded Abdin Palace downtown to review the disorders and the 
Middle East crisis in general. 

My Loi documents destroyed? 

WASHINGTON-Seymour M. Hersh, the reporter who won the 
Pulitzer Prize for his disclosure of the My Lai massacre, charged 
Tuesday that Amertcal Division personnel systematically destroyed 
all documents about the incident to protect the officers involved 

In the second of two articles in New Yorker magazine based on 
the secret investigative report of the Pentagon's Peers Commission, 
Hersh said: 

"The Peers Commisson concluded its investigation in March, 
1970, without being able to discover how the My Lai 4 files had 
disappeared. General Peers himself suspected that some of the key 
officers involved at the time were responsible. 

The truth was more damaging to the Army's system than Peers 
could imagine: That subsequent officers of the Americal Division, 
who had no direct invoh^ementwith My Lai 4 and its investigations, 
had destroyed evidence to protect the officers who preceded them."

his wife, Edith, rejected Tuesday a police invitation to go to Zurich. 

Switzerland for questioning about the mysteriously nrnssmg

The Irvings ware scheduled to arrive in New York at 3 p.m 
Wednesday.

Hale had earlier halted distribution of the handbook Jan. 13 
pending a review of the booklet by university attorneys and Coggins.

So now you're registered to vote. What next? 

In addition to the presidential preference primary on 
March 14, there will be two constitutional amendments on 
that ballot one of which directly affects many college 

students. 

That amendment would, if passed, allow the sale of 
bonds to finance a program providing federally insured 
loans to students. 

A study of the Florida university system by the College 
Entrance Examination Board (CEEB) showed $3,000,000 
in loans is available from the state. That looked like a nice 
bit of money until the CEEB revealed a need of almost 

$40,000,000. 

All of a sudden it looks like something should be done. 

It c«i be done. And students can help do so by voting 
for the student loan amendment. 

If approved the amendment would authorize the sale of 
t»nds, at six percent interest, to finance a program of 
fadarally insured loans to rtudents at seven percent. 

Under the program, an undergraduate student could 
borrow up to $1,500 per year, and borrow a total of up to 
$7,50a A graduate student could borrow as much as 
$2,000 each year. 

The loans would not have to be paid back until after 
graduation, and then over a ten year period. All that would 
be paid while the student is in college is interest. 

Administration of the loan program wouM be paid for 
by revenue generated by the difference between the six 
percent interest on the bonds and the seven percent 
interest on loans. 

Money for the program would also come from the 
^ral government under existing federally Insured 
student loans policies, which would consider the state a 
lender and would pay the difference between the seven 
P»cwt rate and the prime interest rata, is presently 
at SVa percent. 

The nicest thing irtxMit the program is that it could be 
"Mwiemed as soon as the amendment is passed, and 
^ than $20,000,000 could be made avalleble Wf 
September, 1972. Soon, the program would be filling the 
S40,000,ooo gap now existing in ai^ilable monies. 

There is only one catch. The amendment has to be 
approved by the voters of Florida. 

That's where the student vote can ynork. If you haven't 
registered, do so. If you have registered, go to the polls on 
14, and vote for the student loans amendmwfit. 
A program providing $40,000,000 is worth that wnall

Review of 'Godot' 
receives criticism 



Editor: 

I wish to express my surprise and, upon 
reflection, my shock and anger with ymir review 
of Waitkftg for Godot. 

I thought that a critic's first responsibility was 

to evaluate a play's performance. This is hardly 
achieved by a review that confines itself to literary 
flourishes such as "the urn of symbolism is 
frothing over" or "sparkling diamonds of humor 
and mousey toadstools of biting social comment." 
Worse yet was the lack of justification for the 
article's headline, "Godot Premiere Lukewarm," 
unless it was meant to refer to the reader's 
reaction to the vacuousness of the article itself. 

I find myself shocked that the excellence of 
Richard Jacobs' and Walter Atamaniuk's 
performances as Estragon and Vladimir sNxjId be 
so ignored. These were difficult roles to portray. 
They required the tremendous strain of being 
continuously on stage and in constant 
conversation throughout the entire play (almost 
two and a half hours). In spite of this, these actors 
succeeded in remaining completely immersed in 
their characters. Only Jacobs betrayed himself 
slightly in his opening solo by being a little forced, 
a flaw readily forgotten during the rest of his 
excellent performance. It is difficult to say to 
whom the greatest praise bek)ngs. Jacobs had the 
advantage of a vivid character role, but the 
difficult task of making often trite sarcasm sound 
natural and genuinely funny. On the other hand, 
Atamaniuk had to save his more intellectual 
character from becoming prosaic. Both succeeded. 

I vm rather surprised with the reviewer's one 
attempt at analysis-i.e., his praise of Atamaniuk's 
gesturing. Jacob's portrayal of passiveness in the 
face of that gesturing was far more remarkable. He 
managed to communicate Estragon's helplessness, 
hopelessness and boredom by the very difficult 
technique of altowing his arms to hand listlessly at 
his sides v^ile even in a "give and take" 
conversatkml situation. A.diffk:ult feat indeed. 

As for the other performances in the cast, both 
Tim Himelewski (as Lucky) and David Meyer (as 
the boy) were quite successful in their relatively 
minor roles. Ian Wilkinson, however, as Pozzo, did 
not give a quite so accomplished performance. His 
acting became forced at times to the extent that 
he revealed himself to the audience as acting. 

One Interesting effect of the production was 
the general lack of audience reactions at the 
conclusion of the play. It was a phenomenon that 
might well mislead a critic if he were depending 
upon others' reactions for his aesthetic evaluation. 
Personally, I had a great intellectual desire to 
applaud the productbn, but phy»cally I felt inert. 
It was as if the meaninglessness and absurdity of 
the character's existence extended to me and made 
my 0¥W1 reactions, if not absurd, at least 
superfluous. Their boredom and lethargy absorbed 
me. 

In any case, I find myself angry with the 
inadequacy of the review you published. During 
the past few years our drama department has 
grovim tremendously. Its development is something 
of which we shouW be rpond and it is an area of 
our university that has emmd our support. Under 
these circumstances, it seems to me that the 
Flambeau owes this department IntilligBnt, 
reasoned analysis. The efforts of its performeis 
^jleserve an outsider's careful evaluations and 
constructive critwisms. Furthermore, the student 
body needs an Inttlligwrt educrtor of its tastes if it 
is to develop aesthetic standards on a par vwth the 
drama presented. Until your anahfiw «n Mil 
thm standards, I suggest that your coHimii does 
more harm than good. It should be improved or 
dtommued or opened to public contr.but.on^ 
Above all, the Flimbeiu must yow with the rest 
of the university community.

f fl8V9 several reasons for replying to 
Mr. Andy Campanaro's article "Grading 
of a President, 1971" as published in the 
January 19, 1972 istua cyf the Flambaau. 
First, i faai that it is imperative to correct 
the fafiahoods, omissions, misquotes and 
the misrepresentations of fact that 
comprise a large part of this article. In 
fairness lo the many individuals who have 
worked hard and long in the executive 
branch of Student Government, and to 
the student body in general, I will try to 
present as objective an account as 
possible. Finally, I feel that the article is 
personally unfair. Unfortunately, the 
only vehicle 1 have for rebuttal is this 
open letter. 

I do realize the journalistic difficulties 
involved in a presentation like Mr. 
Campanaro's. It is most difficult to keep 
. one's personal viewpoint and bias from 
appr^aring in a written article, in addition 
to the press of time and the deadlines 
inherent in the production of a daily 
campus newspaper. 

Mr. Campanaro's article used as a tool 
for the analysis of my year as student 
body president various portions of the 
Aware Party platform. I question the use 
of a party platform whk:h was composed 
by many people to judge one individual. I 
also question the use of the platform as 
the only standard of judgement. I feel Mr. 
Campanaro's point system is arbitrary, 
capricious and it equates unlike qualities 
and ufYequal issues. 

The first point on Mr. Campanaro's 
critique concerned itself with housing. We 
did pledge to increase visitation. During 
my tenure in office, the Board of Regents 
denied all students in all state universities 
the right of visitation. Through the 
efforts of your Student Government and 
the State Council of Student Body 
Presidents and the tireless work of many 
people, visitation is again a reality to at 
least a portion of the resident students at 
FSU. In addition, we have not ceased 
working with various groups seeking to 
extend the privileges of visitatkm to all 
residents. 

We pledged to increase the methods of 
security for the residence halls on 
campus. In that vein we instituted a study 
group composed of student affairs, 
security and residence personnel to 
establish minlmai safety procedures for 
all residence halls. This group, along with 
a higher degree of campus awareness, has 
been partially responsible for the lack of 
any major security incident on this 
campus during this year. 

My administration was also criticized 
for an overconcern with the amount of 
funding for campus organizations. It is 
my contention that funding is primary to 
a group. All the good programs in the 
world are to no avail without funding. 
Funding is the way in whkh priority 
among limited alternatives can be seen 
and evaluated. 

The decision to retain the language 
requirement is made by a faculty senate 
or by the faculty of the reipective 
colleges. Through the acts of the prevk>us 
administration and this administration 
this issue was brought clearly into focus 
and a vote of the full faculty of the 
College of Arts and Sciences ¥«BS 
guaranteed. After tireless work by many 
paopit this faculty votad to rttam the 
l^wiguage requtremem. 

Neither a student body president, 
univorsity president nor university 
chanceikK has the ability to rule by acttct. 



Although this particular battle was lost, 
we have not ceased to continue our 
opposition to the language requirement 
and have sought alternate methods of 
rklding the student of this burden, such 
as working for the establishment of the 
BGS degree. 

It was the aim of this administration 
to seek an adequate gukle to off-campus 
housing. A group of students immediately 
set out to accomplish this task. They 
chose to speak with the people most 
has been weakened. I do not believe the 
national phenomenon of the current 
"anti-educational" biases of the country's 
concerned, the Office of Off-Campus 
Housing. It was discovered that this off kre 
did have a booklet. The committee 
encouraged and helped the off-campus 
housing office to strengthen the 
publication which they already had and, 
furthermore, helped to make the 
publication available across campus for 
fall re^stration. In fact, SG did not 
publish or print a duplicate publication 
for something which already existed, but 
we did use the influence, resources and 
persuasion of SG to improve a system 
which already existed. 

The issue of CPE has been one of 
major concern for the last year. 

I have spoken to the Board of Regents 
at meetings, to the members of the regent 
committees, to the chancellor's staff, to 
members of the legislature and to 
members of the community. Through my 
urging, the State Council of Student 
Body Presidents, representing the 
presidents of ail state schools, strongly 
endorsed the principle of CPE to the 
Board of Regents. This support, plus a 
three-fokl increase in CPE's spending, 
shows support in spirit and in fact. 

Mr. Campanaro also charges a 
discrepancy in the fundings of the day 
care center. Unfortunately, his own lack 
of prior budgetary knowledge preckided 
him from uiKlerstanding how the funding 
for the day care center ¥vas arranged. For 
fiscal year 1970-71, the day care center 
received $6,000 of funding, and thus far 
for fiscal 1971-72, the day care center 
received $8,000 in funding. This funding 
is on an annual supplementary basis. 

The Lieberman case is a terrible scar 
upon the record of the student courts. 
However, it did not negate the fact that 
many students have used the courts and 
have been adjudicated fairly. This fact 
shouki not be ignored in an obiac^ 
analysis of the court system. 

Mr. Campanaro misrepresented my 
comments In our discussion of the 
removal of the tobacco ban. The 
committee established to judge if this ban 
was to be continued ms most definitely 
not "fixed." Participation of students in 
most major decision-making within this 
university is not ta/<en lightly by student 
committee members who approach their 
problem areas with discretion, dadia^ion 
andpadanca, (emphasis the author's) 

One of the most phenomenal 
statements made by Mr. Campanaro is the 
one I interpreted as stating that because 
of my administration the relationship of 
the university to the outside community 
legislatures and the puMk: is the result of 
any sirmie student body president. It is an 
issue ttiat enters the university from the 
public sector. 

Another portion of the artida was 
entitled "an open ear to studnm." 
Although I must admit I have a gmt deal 
of troubia undrntanding what the point 



of that sectton was, I feel that a few 
thmgi should be mantkmad hare. No

student body president in recent history 
had lived on campus, therefore 1 moved 
into Salley Hall to be available to 
students. I found that I could understand 
and have greater knowledge of the 
residents' problems. I have also had 
several open houses in my apartment in 
Salley Hall for students to ask questions 
and receive answers. 

As far as the overall effectiveness of 

this administration, I cannot measure this 
and have strong reservations that anyone 
can do so by an objective method and 
from a comprehmisive viewpoint. What is 
more import»it is that this measurement 
is of little or no value. Individuals do not 
remain. It is the measurement of the 
programs as judged by time that is of any 
value. 

The preceding discussion has dealt 
mainly with certain points which were 
made by Mr. Campanaro in his article. An 
equal amount of space could be used for 
the discussion of new programs. Programs 
such as working with iwcal banks to 
re-establish the student loan program, 
working with the Slate Treasurer and 
Insurance Commissioner of Florida for 
legislation which would make it easier for 
loans to be available to studente, working 
with the Governor of the State of Florkia 
to bring before the legislature a 
$40,000,000 IxMid issue to make student 
ioans a greater reality, workmg with 
Senator Lawton Chiles to create federal 
legislation for student loans, working 
with the Governor's Commission on the 
Study of Education in Florida, and 
speaking and working to use my position 
to appear before civic clubs in Tallahassee 
and across the state to take the image of 
Florida Sute University to the publk:. 

Through the chairmanship of the State 
Council of Student Body Presidents, I 
was instrumental in establishing and 
furthering statewide programs. These 
programs and the programs whk^h 
allowed for more meaningful student 
representation on decision-making 
committees of this university are some of 
the prpiects Mr. Campanaro omitted.

Rep. Terrell Stssums, 
D>Tampa, oomn^ttee chairman, 
said he favored abolishing the 
Regents in order to allow one 
board to govern kindergarten 
through universities as 
recommended by Gov. Reubin 
Askevv's Citizens Committee on 
Education. 

The committee Tuesday 
passed a proposed constitutional 
amendment that would carry 
out the Citizens Committee's 
recommendations to establish an 
appointive board with over-all 
education powers. The proposal 

would have the board take over 
the cabinet's education duties 
and replace the elected 
education commissioner with an 
appointed official. 

House sources said the 
education board reorganization 
would be accepted by the senate 
only if it was accompanied by 
the bill abolishing theRegents--a 
goal of Senate President Jerry 
Thomas, D-Jupiter.

The country's presidential hopefuls divided sharply Wednesday 
over President Nixon's new peace proposals, but even his critia 
agreed that it WM a political stroke that couM dim the Vietiwn War 
as a campaign issue. 

Sen. George S. McGovem, D-S.D., Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy 
D-Minn., and Rep. Paul N. McCloskey, R-Calif., condemned Nixon s 
Tuesday night speech. But Sens. Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn. 
Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine, and Henry M. Jackson, 0-Wash., rallied 
behind the President. 

"I'm not k>oking for a fight" said Humphrey, who lost to Nixon 
in the 1968 presidential campaign. "I'm k>oking for peace." 

Muskie called the Nixon plan "a welcome initiative" and Jackson, 
comparing it to one he broached several months ago, said he hoped 
the Communist Chinese would pressure Hanoi to accept it afttr 
Nixon's visit to Peking next month. 

McGovem, however, saki Nixon's plan "reelly calls on the other 
skle to surrender their position of advantage and strength m 
advance." 

McCarthy, a peace candidate four years ago, said the Nixon plan 

was "simply a repetition, with a few frills, of the natk>n's stand stnct 

1968." 

PARIS-^k>rth Vietnam Wtdn ei d ay reiiet»d PreskJent Nixon's 
peace plan as a "sham peace" and charged he broke his pledge not to 
reveal secret talks held here by Presidential Adviser Henry Kissinger 
and Hanoi's Le Due Tho. The Viet Cong also turned thumbs down 
on Nixon's proposals. 

"We have often pointed out that Mr. Nixon taMced one way and 
acted another/' the IStorth Vkrtnameee delegatkm to the Vietnam 
peace talks said. 

"He spoke of sham peace but made real war," the statement said 
in attacking Nixon's eight point plan. 

WASHINGTON-Henry A. Kissinger said Wednesday that months 
of secret peace talks in Parts foundered on North Vietnam's adamant 
insistence on a formula that wouki guaranlet Communist control 
South Vielitam. 

Dlickising that the United States at one point offered to 
withdraw all its troops by next Aug. ^, Kissinger, the President'? 
national security adviser, said differences on side issues had been 
reduced to "manageable proportions." 

He sakJ North yietnm had agreed in principle to a ceasefire 
covering all of 4ndochina, but that the talks deadlocked on 
Communist politkal demands which the United States will never 
accept.

PerlHipi President Stanley Marshall's most important 
• t ammnt to Studtr^ Smmm Ttwuiiy mm the om that 
calM for honatty and candor in studant-adminiMation 

relationships. 

Honesty and candor were the two main attributes of his 
actMly and larvica laas budgat proposal: honasty in his 
raviaiiv of tfia pratant sititation; candor in his appraisal of 

current hopes for change. 

Any student with any degree of awareness of the 
prasant structure is antiraly cognizant of tha power of the 
president of the university to exercise control over student 
budgets and student courts. 

Marshall went to great lengths to point out that this 
power is conferred by the Board of Regent's Operating 
Manual mid is reiterated in the student body hancttxiok, 
thePowWow. 

Marshall also referred to former Attorney General Earl 
Faircloth's opinion that clarified the legal nature of such 
control and the university president's inability to alter it. 

It was with this background that Marshall explained his 
actions in raising student allocations to the intercoHegiate 
athletic program, and in setting per capita allocations for 
the Health Center, the University Union, student 
publications and atlile'ties. 

And it was with this background that Marshall made a 
somewhat tentative proposal to Student Senate last night. 

It was evident in the past, md Marshall reiterated it, 
that certain things, like per capita allocations, are really 
determined not by Student Senate, but by the 
administration through the University Budget Committee, 
which has student representation. Such things have not 
been, and will not be, in the reakn of student 
appropriations. 

The new proposal would grant the Student Senate more 
autonomy in the allocation of the organizations and 
acthrities fees. The Senate would be granted the same 
status as any other branch of the university— the authority 
to allocate funds just as long as the allocations were lawful 
and complied with Board of Regents policy and the 
university's rules and regulations. 

^ This step, though small, is a welcome one, since 
organizations and activities fees are perhaps the funds 
which come closest to the student's own interests. Under 
this category conies the Circus, the intraniural athletic 
program, and student government itself. 

Still, it must be remembered that this is just one step in 
what should be a continuing effort in gaining student 
invohrement and authority over the rules, regulations and 
budget allocatkms wNch affect student lives while at 
Florida State. 

Marshall is to be applauded for his efforts to 

understand and communicate and his attempt to break 
IFOund for a compromise or a new approach. StM he is to 
be heM to his word wvhen he says he seeks additional 
student input. 

"Any reasonable suggestions will be ditaiwed and given 
serkxis consklaration," he said. First among them is that 
the Senate be given die and weighted input into the 
over-all per capita allocations of the activities and service 
fees. From there, the Senate should have a say Into where 
the money goes after it Is alkicatad. 

¥Ve feel that this suggestion is a serious one and deserves 
deep consideration. We hope Preskient Marshall will keep 
his promise and agree iMith us.

Organized reform may work 
'rf direct confrontation doesn 



University students from time immemorial have 
been concerned with chwiging the structure of 
society. There has been no agreed-upon method 
for accomplishing this end. Generally, 
demonstrations have been used and if they have 
been ineffectual, a direct confrontation with the 
controlling power was arranged. 

This was the case with the challenge to 
dormitory visitation which occurred during the fail 
quarter. First, student wish» were made known. 
When this brought no satisfactory response from 
the administration, a demonstration was planned. 
Seeing the futility of this effort, students 
conducted a sit-in ,n an attempt to force the issue. 
When this tactic did not work, the entire issue was 
dropped. 

Successful revision of the polk;ies might have 
been accomplished, however, if the students had 
followed a more structured system of instituting 



change. There are five recognized phases that can 

be used as a guide for altering the structure of 
mechanism of an institution or for changing 
manner in which various organizations or pafts 
organizations relate to each other. 

Phase One is the devekipment of a need fof 
change. Prior to the establishment of a process fcK 
planned change, the problems causing stress 
a system nrKist be defmed m terms of problem" 
awareness. That is, there must be a desire for 
change. 

Quite often the best way to facilitate change 
to obtain help from an interested but untnvolv«<^ 
perty. This individual is referred to as the change 
agent and must t>e influential with all oi ^ 
groups or individuals involved. His role •$ ^ 
negotiate with one group on behalf of the 
group, the client system, vvhich he represents

desired must be verbalized. The change agent must 
know why these reforms are sought. Deciding on 
the methods of accomplishing reform is the second 
sub-phase. All the possibilities of action must be 
considered before the best ones are selected. 

The fkial «iN>hase is the converting ol 
intentkKis into actual change efforts. There are 
many problems at this point whkii may sabotage 
the v\'hole process. Acceptance of tfie dwnge 
efforts from other parts of the system, and from 
adjacent systems, must be obtained. For example. 
Other University organizations must support the 
reforms sought in dormitory visitatk>n policies. If 
they act against the reforms, change wiN be more 
difficult to a c c o mpltsh . 

Another problem is obtaining feedback on the 
consequer)ces of the change effort. 

After change has been accomplished, the next 
task is to maka sure it will remain stable. This is 
the fourth i>hase of phnnadchanae. Many times 
after the change effort is complaled, the reforms 
which have been won tend to slowly disappear. 
Evaluation and feedback are necessary 

perbdicaliy. 

Lastly, the relatbnship between the client 
syslem and the change agent must be concluded. 
Termination can pose mwiy tmiqua i^Q*^*^ 
Many times the client system is heavilv *W * *w J> w t 
upon the change agent. Before terminetion can be 
achieved, this dependency must be eliminated. 
Aiso, before the client can manage by itself it «TUJSt 
imstar methods of problam^ing so it can cope 
with future problems.

The Indian dances, being 
interpretive in nature, try to 
reflect in a consumrnate way 
whatever the music and songs 
depict, said Nath.

Philosopher, poet and self-taught student, 

English has done it all. 

With two canvas bags at his side, 
corduroy walking boots and a Haile Selassi 
hat, he has all the appearances of a Zap 
Comix character. His story sounds like Mr. 
Natural himself. 

His wizened face is accented by a thick 
beard that is interspersed with white hairs. 
Aith a slow smile he begins his life's 
iccount. 

Fifty-seven years ago he was born in 
Selma, Alabama to a poor family. He 
attended school but quit after the fourth 

grade. From there his story jumps to his 
17th year, where he began to work in 
Chicago. 

He said that it was in Chk:ago that he 



••med his ««atth as an interior decorator 
and designer. Dissatisfied, he fled the big 
city and went West in hopes of findifiQ 
"inner peace." 

In Califomia^ tie combed the beaches and 




began a personal quest for God. He worked 
for a while making toys for a mental 
ir^stitution. That job fell through soon, 

though, and he found himself without 
nrK)ney to eat. He recounted that experience. 

"God came in the form of a woman who 
said 'I haven'l seen you in a while, I was 
worried/ and left me $^ when i needed it. 
That woman was God. I didn't expect her. 



and she came. I kriew God would CONM, and 
i waited for Him." 

Ai he talks, his philosopliy slowly 
hicoms dtftneil: IMim it God, and God is 

man. Man is life. Evarything living is God. If 
a man does something against another man, 
he is doing something against himself 
because he is God." 

It Wis after he had received this religious 
insight that he left Califomia and rttumed 
to his nathre Alabama to ¥vork in the civil 

rights nrK)vement. 

His account begins to get more incredible 
as he tells of his career as a writer and poet. 
He said that Cornell University published a 
book of his in 1966. This spring, he smd, 
seven of his books will be published by New 
York publishing houses. 

English does a lot of traveling, mostly 
going from campus to campus to spread his 
word and poems. He said that he has agents 
in New York, Canada and Europe. They 

contact him to lecture and give readings at 

colleges. 

He travels by bus or plane for long 
journeys. He likes to hitchhike when the 
weather is warm. But he has "plenty of 
nrwney" for traveling. Of driving a car, he 
said , "it's too much work." 

"If I get married, I'll buy a car «id let my 
wife do the work," he laughed. 

His true love, however, is the poetry he 
writes. 

"I sent my first poem around the world. 
It was God's creation. I sent it to executives 
every^M^iere. When I sent it to Eisenhowver, I 
sent a rock too, and he wrote me back

Mahalia Jackson, whota 
fuM-throatad voice and lova of 
spirttuali carriad har from birth 
in a levee-sida shanty to 
appearances before presidents, 
royalty and millions of television 
viewers, died Thursday. 

The grandchild of plantation 
slavas succumbed in little 
company in Mary Hospital in 
nMwrban Evergraan Pftrk to a 
heart ailment that had afflicted 
her for more than 10 years and 
an intestinal obstruction for 
which she had been hospitalized 
since Jan. 19. She was 60. 

A hospital spokesman said 
heart failure was the immediate 

cause of death. The spokesman 

said Jackson had been in a 
semi-conscious state for two 
days. 

Jackson sometimes received 
$50,000 for a concert, but 
steadfastly refected enticing 
financial offers to sing pop or 
blues songs in nightclubs 
because, she said, she wanted to 
"make a joyful noise unto the 
Lord."

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Court rules on drugs. She v in 

The Florida Supreme Court, vowlr>g "no retreat" m the fi^i 
against drug abuse, said yesterday a pohceman can seize illegal druji 
vwhen making a routine traffic arrest and use the drugs as evidenct m 
court. 

In other action, the court ordered the Public Service Commiuion 
to recognize Attorney General Robert Shevin as the public s 
"advocate" in a rate dispute involving Florida PoiMer Corporation of 

St. Petersburg. 

The court upheld the probation of James E. Gustafson, a 
Melbourne student arrested in Eau Gallic early in 1969 for failure to 
have his driver's license with him. 

The court said the w^resting officer, nuiking a simple "pat down" 
after the arrest, found a cigarette package in Gustafson 's pocket with 
a few marijuana cigarettes in it. He was placed on probation, but the 
judge withheld formal adjudication of guilt, sparmg him a felony 
record. 

In the Shevin case, a special concurring opinion by Justice 
Richard Ervin said it is "ttw Inescapable historic right of the 

attorney general" to institute or intervene in "any litigation or 
quasi-judicial" proceeding involving the public. 

Blocks iiioy chollmii^ rMi|^|MMrtionment 

The iMAACP is prepared to go to court to get more black 
representation in the state legislature. Youth Director R.N. Gooden 
said today. 

Gooden, backed by state NAACP Field Director Marvin Oavies 
and state NAACP PreskJent Isackire Edwards Jr., has presented a 
single -member district proposal to the House Reapporttonnient 

Committee that disregards county and precinct lines. 

He said it would result in the election of more blacks to the 
Florida House. 

"We got single member districts in Alabama by court suit and 
we're prepared to do the same thing here," Gooden said. 

At a news conference today, he outlined the plan which would 
reduce the present 119-member House to 100, and create 100 

single-member districts each representing about 67,394 persons. 
The legislature is under mandate of the constitution to reshuffle 

its House and Senate districts this year on a one-man, one vote 
concept. 

Muskie vqjtie on woman Veep 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla.-Sen. Edmund Muskie, D-Maine, refused 
Thursday to be pinned down on whether he would accept a woman 
as a vice presidential running mate. 

Muskie, who earlier drew some criticism for stating a ticket with 
a black vice presidential candidate could not be elected this year, 
said there were certainly women qualified to run for vice president 
or president. 

"I haven't computerized my mind to the electabili^.y of every 
possible vice presidential candidate," said Muskie. "I am still seeking 
the presidential nomination." 

Muskie said he applauded Rep. Shirley CNsholm's effort in the 
Democratic presidential race and "as ¥ve continue to make these 
efforts, we continue to expand the possibilities of women running 
for President, or blacks running for President." 

Muskie said he felt the most important objective this fall was to 
defeat President Nixon, although "enlarging political opporrumty 
for everyone ia an important issue." 

During a news conference following a tour of a model day care 
center, Muskie criticized Prej^ident Nixon for veto f j the 
comprehensive child development act and said Nixon's reasons for 
vetoing the act were "incredible."

An option by which faculty members might have the choice of 
working part of ttie simimer quarter if they receive part pay along 
with possible discrin>ination against women was also discussed. 

Cooperative efforts between the NSP and the American 

Federation of Teachers and the AAUP were agreed upon in helping 
FSU administration and faculty improvements in bargaining on 
salary and other items.

The strongly alive person 
moves. "His expression changes 
all the time on his face; you 




never see him in a rigid 
masklike, or structured facial 
expression," Lowen said. 

"Life is a flame: there IS a tire 
going on within us that's burning 
all the time and that produces 
heat, the heat of our feelmgs 
and that produces themovement 

of emotion. And this fire is 
determined by, not only how 
much we eat, but how much 
oxygen we literally take into our 

body...." ^ 
Lowen ynent on to point out 



how pollution was cutting dovMi 
on all available oxygen, how the 
pace of life keeps people too 

tense-and therefore breathing 
sha I lowly -even when they are 
paying close attention to a 
lecturer. "But breathing is more 
important than y^at I say." 

At this point Lowen had 
everyone stand and 
demonstrated his technique of 
breathing deeply. He also 
showed how to relax the rib cage 
by means of a simple 
bending^ver exercise with feet 
and ai ms in a certain position. 

LoNA/en then went on to 
explain the connection between 
feeling and breathing well. In a 



therapeutic situation, the 
moment you get people to 
breathe deeply... their feelings 
start to become available, 
become alive. Just out of 
breathing and using the voice 
people will start to cry and will 
start to get angry. 
Spontaneously. 

"Then you begin the fob of 
firnling out why the feetings are 
hurt badly, what happened to 
you as a child to force you into 
certain c haracterological 
patterns of holding tight and 
being afraid to let yourself go 
and be the full person \^ have 
the potential of being," Lowen 
said.

Granted, some new voters have not taken their new 
right and responsibility seriously, and have failed to 
register. 

However, those who have tried have met resistance, 
especially from the County Elections Commissioner Mrs. 
Wilma Sullivan. 

Sullivan first refused to register students in Tallahassee, 
it took the state attorney general to get her to back down 
on that one. 

Next, she fought registering students on campus, citing 
a regulation stating that voter registratkwi must take place 
in the County Courthouse. The county commissioners 
solved that one for her, making her mobile unit an 
extension of the courthouse. 

This newest one is really sly. How better to effectively 
disenfranchise people one desires to disenfranchise than by 
not telling them that they have neglect to complete all the 
necessary steps. 

&illivan could have made it known to students that 
they had to register twice. Surely it wouldn't have taken 
long to ask each voter, "Have you been through both 
lines?" 

instead, we find some students may not have been 
registered. 

If you aren't registered, or aren't sure, go downtown 
today or Monday. Register to vote in Tallahassee elections. 
Your vote couki be important.

following points answering Mr. 
William Fite's attack on the 
Flambeau's editorial against the 
Middlebrooks decisk>n and for 
reinstating Jack Lieberman on 
the basis of support for 
democratic rights. 

(1) Mr. Fite says the editors 
are "not competent to critique 
Judge Middlebrooks [sic] 
opinion on its legal merits." Mr. 
Fite does not give his credentials 
enabling him to uphold the 
decision "on its legal merits." 
Mr. Fite arrogates to himself 
authority, wisdom and 
prerogative he denies others. 

{2) Mr. Fite says, "One 
cannot compare the president of 
a university with the mayor of a 



city for the simple reason 
while we are all citizens -.r.r^^ 
city or town, we r^\;. 
voluntary choice to tjecon^ 
members of a untversity 
oofrnmmity." It is hard to te 
whetfwr space considera!*ons or 
shallowness of thouq^ • 
responsible for putting forth 
such a parochial distinction and 
argument. 

Regardless, one also nriakes a 
voluntary choice to become a 
member of a city or town, th^t 
does not deny one federally 
guaranteed rights. A niayor has 
the right to make rules to 
maintain order, that does not 
mean you lose federally 
guaranteed rights. After beng 
admitted to a univpr<;ity (or to a 
job) the federal constitution says 
you cannot be denied your 
rights. 

(3) Mr. Fite refers 
"minimal rules." Mr Fite has 
not considered that those 
"minimal rules" are stror>g 

enough to deny students the 
same freedom of speech held by 
a guest speaker. Or does Mr. Fite 
argue that a guest lecturer could 
be "reviewed," "banned," c 
"postponed" as the CPE and 
Lieberman have? 

(4) Mr. Fite, if you really 
think Marshall's application of 
rules is so very just I suggest you 
introduce before the Facuu 
Senate the very same rules as 
part of the faculty code, i.e., 
that faculty could be severely 

punished without prior written 
rules and can be denied counsel 
I do not think you will do it 
However, your failure to do so 
only indicates your lack o< 
consistent thought and your 
hypocrisy, refusing to be denied 
rights you so readily deny 
students.

The year is 1984. President 
Marshall Law of Southeast 
Sector UniversitY (changed from 
FSU in 1978) has just recently 
expelled Jennie Gait, a student 
at SSU. Jennie was expelled for 
teaching, m violation of a 
university directive, a 
stuctent-initiated study group 
entitled 'The Coming Capitalist 
Revolution on the North 
American Continent." 

Marshall Law claims that the 
issue is not free speech, that 
Jennie Gait, her capitalist 
philosophy aside, did break a 
legitimate university ruling, and, 
besides, she was already on 
probation for having distributed 
leaflets calling foi the 
streamlining or abolishment of 
the university student 
government. "Socialism here or 
socialism in the real world," she 
and her band of capitalists were 
yelling, "What's the difference?" 

Young Jennie Gait was the 
firebrand of the group 
distributing leaflets and was, in 
fact, one of the first to be 
arrested by the security police. 
For her part in the disturbance 
Jennie was given a suspended 
sentence and placed on 
probation. 

Even the university's 
monopoly newspaper, the 
Southeast Sector Spartan, 
commented with disdain toward 
the capitalist students. "These 
so-called promulgators of 
freedom," the Spartan 
editorialized, "do not represent 
the responsible leadership of the 
youth movement today." 

It was after that first clash 
with the authorities that Jennie 
began holding her controversial 
discussion group with fellow 
students entitled "The Coming 
Capitalist Revolution on the 
North American Continent." 

Actually, the discussion 
group was originally entitled 
"How to Make a Revolution on 
the North American Continent," 
but it was later changed to 
accommodate political pressures 
emanating from The People's 
Coururil. 

It was before she was 
expelled from SSU but after she 
had changed her discussion 
group's name that she spoke in 
an interview to a reporter from 
the Tallahassee Militant about 

her pursuits. 

"I was referring to an 
intellectual revolution," Jennie 
said to the reporter, explaining 
the reason for the original title. 

"Clearly, intellectual 
revolutions are unpopular with 
those in p>ower. But let's start 
facing some facts which indicate 
that capitalism is the concept for 
the future. For examfila, «i4iefi 
in the history of tha world has 
there ever been labsez faire 
capftaltsm on a fairly wide scale? 
I mean REAL laissez faire 
capitalism? 



"Sure." continued Jennie, 
"the United States of Amenca 

had a grMt deal of economic 
freedom early in its history. But 
from the very beginning, with 
the faulty U.S. Comtitution. tha 

U.S. government had absolute 
control over the monetary 
system, the post office, the 
highways... 

"At the time of the Great 
Depression (of 1929 through tha 
30's), during ttiat time when it 
was capitalism that was 
supposedly tailing everybody, 
the extent of government 
interference into the economy 
was already enormous. The U.S. 
had a politically controlled 
f r act ional reserve central 
banking system, a steeply 
graduated mcome tax, wage cind 
hour legislation, tariffs, ana 
many other forms of 
protectionism and government 
control. 

"The measuitb of the ^ New 
Deal were justified l^cause they 
served to remedy the inherent 
deficiencies of capitalism, 
indeed!" Jennie said. 

"It would be more correct to 
say that the problems that the 
U.S. had were largely the result, 
somewhere along the line, of 
government intervention. People 
who were fighting capitalism at 
that time were fighting a straw 
man. 

'The story is the same during 
the period of "Nixonomics," 
Jennie added. Capitalism was 
still the straw man. and Nixon, 
refusing to recognize capitalism's 
possibilities, increased 
government intervention, 
brought economic strangulation 
to the U.S. economy and with it 
the strangulation of the majority 
of our liberties. 

"All this is to say. of course, 
is that if capitalism has never 
been tried at any time in tfie 
past as a total concept, then it 
still stands as a conce()t for the 
future. What is revolutionary 
atout this concept is that it 
would require the People's 
Council to start repealing laws 
rather than to continue passing 
them— and THAT is 
revolutionary." 

At the present time Jennie 
Gait is proclaiming that she will 
hold the discussion group at her 
home whether the university 
permits her to discuss capitalism 
or not. 

''The university is 
commarxied by the vested 
interests of the state," says 
Jennie, "and tha last thkig they 
want to sea is a daoantraKiad 
private school system, ^ich h 
what we would have m a laissez 
faire capitalist society. Public 
Education . however, like all 
co a t cl va altniistic ventures, is 
oountar-firodiictiva. and IH taka 
the oonsequanoas for saying so. 
Laissez faire. now!"

Finally, at least, the Flambeau has reached the 
efxl of its brief look into the massive self-study 
program currently underwiy at FSU.

Cops win in Virty Harry'

Dirty Harry, currently at the Varsity Theater on W. Tennessee, is 

an easy movie to enjoy but a difficult movie to like. Time magazine 
named this latest collaboration of director Don Siegel and star C'int 
Eastwood as one of the 10 best pictures of 1 971 . John Huddy of the 
Miami Herald, on the other hand, called Dirty Harry "degenerate" 
and "despicable."

Dirty Harry marks the fifth time Siegel and Eastwood have 
vvorked together. Those who remember Coogen's Bluff, their first 
collaboration, will see similarities with the current film. Siegel and 
Eastwood also worked togethei in The Beguihd (promised soon at 

the Florida Theater), Avo Mules for Sister Sara and Play Misty for 
Me. The latter film marked Eastwood's directorial debut, and Siegel 
has a small role in it. (The film also gets a little plug in Dirty Harry 
when Eastwood walks by a downtown San Francisco theater 
marquee that proclaims Pl9y Misty for as tJt^ current attraction.) 

Viewing Dirty Harry is very much like watching Birtft of a 
Nation. No matter what you may think of the politics of the piece, 
you cannot help but be swept up into the excitement of the film. 

Make no mistake about it: Dirty Harry is a damned good piece of 
filmmaking. It is a tightly directed detective film in a style that has 
come to be associated with Siegel. The cutting is swift and taut, the 
performances crfsp and crackling, and the cirwmatography excellent. 

Clint Eastwood plays Harry Callahan, a rebel Frisco cop, who has 
earned the nickname "Dirty Harry" because of his often 
unorthodox, slightly sadistic methods of operation. His overzealous 
devotion to duty is established early in the film when he busts up a 
robbery attempt by shooting the fleeing bandits with rather too 
much relish. He is put on the case of a psychopathic killer who 
leaves notes about his homicidal deeds and signs them "Scorpio." 

The cop and the killer have four confrontations, first m a 
gunbattle across the rooftops of Frisco's North Beach section (with 
the police guns blazing away from under a huge revolving neon sign 
proclaiming "Jesus Saves"— which the killer adequately destroys 
with his bullets). Thie second meeting is when the killer literally 
beats the hell out of Harry (at the foot of a huge cross) after runnmg 
Harry all over San Francisco in a sadistic game of cat and mouse. 

Finally Harry catches up with the killer and arrests him. But the 
killer is set free because Harry vk>lated his cormitutional rights by 
not first obtaining a search vvarrant. The killer is let off. 

The final showdown comes when the killer hijacks a schoolbus 
and threatens to kill the children. Harry chucks his job and 
reputation for revenge against this killer. 

Siegel keeps Dirty Harry moving at a swift pace from the opening 
cold-bk>oded murder to the final, rather corny "grand gesture" of 
Harry. 

The script is full of incident but still surprisingly spare. There are 

no love interests here like those which slowed down Bullitt and The 
Detective. The victims of Scorpio's mu rders are never individualized 
to any great extent. We never know them. 

The script also has the immediacy of contemporaneity, with its 
plot twists taken from current headlines, much like the gangster 
films of the Thirties. Scorpio is much like the Zodias murdered. The 
kidnap victim who is buried alive is much like what happened to 
Barbara Mackle. 

Andy Robinson plays Scorpio as perhaps the nwst sadistic 
psychopath we've seen on the screen since Alan Arkin terrorized 
Audrey Hepburn in M^/f Until Dark. Clint Eastvifood gives his usual 
stony performance.

When the University of Florida dropped Florida State from its 
basketball schedule in 1968 because it wished to pursue more 

difficult competition, the argument didn't hold any water. The 
followmg year, in place of a game with the Seminoles the Gators 
played such powers as Rutgers, a team that was certainly no match 
for even the Seminoles. 

Now that the FSU basketball program, under Hugh Durham, has 
matured into one that is consistently listed in the top 20$, the 
Gators have even less a reason to keep Florida State off their 
26-game schedule. 

Thus comes the obvious puzzlement on the part of this writer as 
to why the schools two athletic directors couldn't come to some 
kind of agreement on at least one game between the two schools 
next season. 

But, alas, there will be no game next season. What was the excuse 
this time for not continuing the home-and-home series in basketball 
as the two schools do in most other sports? The facilities at both 
schools aren't compriable with the size crowd that would wish to see 
the game, tat's bunk. Hasn't anyone heard of television? 

No agreement could be reached on the idea of one game a year at 
a neutral sight, either. The expose h^e was that Florida couldn't fit 
just one game into its "tight" schedule. 

Unfortunately, there should be no schedule ever that is tight 
enough to keep the two biggest rivals in the state frorn playing at 
least one basketball game a year.

Also on Sunday, Wilma 
Sullivan, supervisor of elections, 
vowed that because of the 
obvious confusion, "I'm not ever 
going to take the books out 
again." 

Both reactions are a result of 
last week's voter registration 




mix-up that resulted in almost 
200 students being registered for 
only county elections. To be 
registered for the Feb. 15 city 
election, they will have to go to 
either the Leon County 
Courthouse or to City Hall and 
register again. 

Muse, chairman of the FSU 
voter registration drive, claimed 
that Sullivan changed the 
procedures for registering 
without telling anyone on the 
committee. 

"We were shocked that 
Sullivan never informed us about 
the change. We had people down 
at Campbell almost twice each 

day and they were never told 

about the change," he said. 



He said it was the first time 
registration was conducted like 
that, and claimed it was a 
display of bad faith, although 
legal, on the part of Sullivan. 

Sullivan said that she had 
new typists working last week 
and perhaps they forgot to tell 
everyone about the two lines for 
registration. She also said they 
had two large signs ^KJSted over 
each line saying "county" and 
"city." 

Muse was reported to have 
attempted Friday to get Sullivan 
to make the changes in 
registration without having the 
students reregister themselves, 
but was unsuccessful. 

"We contacted three 



prominent civil rights attorneys, 
and they all concurred that 
nothing can be done for the 
students/' Muse said. 

In an effort to make it easier 
for students to go to either the 
Courthouse or City Hall, Muse 
said the registration committee 
is providing rides all day today 
from 8 a.m. umil 5 p.m. 
Students may go to Room 241 
in the Union or call 599-2975 
for information. 

Students are reminded that 
today is the last day to register 
for the Feb. 15 city election, 
which now has five candidates 
vying for one seat on the City 
Commission. Royistration books 
will remain open until 5 p.m.

Student Senate will hold a 
special session tonight at 7:30 
p.m. in the Fkirida Room to 
decide whether to alkxate that 
money.

from a computer printout 
nroduced by a top Hughes aide 
several years ago, and not from a 
series of personal interviews, it 
was reported Sunday by both 
Time Magazine and the CBS 
program "60minutes." 

Author Clifford Irving also 
wm quoted by C8S as saying 
that of the $650,000 paid to "H. 
R. Hughes" for the book, 
$450,000 is still available in a 
Zurich bank, $50,000 has been 
spent and the remaining 
$150,000 is somewhere on the 
island of Ibiza. 

CBS reported that Mrs. Edith 
Irving, wife of the author, used 



the aNas Hannah Rozencrantz to 
transfer ttie money from the 

Swiss Credit Bank, where she 
deposited it using the phony 
name Helga Hughes, to a second 
Zurich bank. 

CBS said Hanriah 
Rozencrantz (Mrs. Diffbrd 
Irving) used a West German 
identity card to open the se-(;ond 
account. Hannah Rosenct^ntz, 
CBS said, is the wife of Mrs. 
Irving's first husband. 

Time reported that "It is said 
that Irving is now frantically 
trying to raise $200,000 in c?rder 
to replace the money that has 
been spent, should he be 
required to refund it to McGraw 
Hill.

Final round of hearings 
in Davis case begins 



SAN JOSE, Calif. (UPI)-The 
final round of pre trial 
arguments begins Monday in the 
oft-delayed Angela Davis murder 
kidnap conspiracy case with the 
trial itself expected to begin in 
about two weeks. 

Superior Court Judge 
Richard E. Arnason scheduled 
hearings on a series of defense 
motions-including one to move 
the case for a second time. He 
said the trial, originally set for 
Monday, will be postponed on a 
day to day basts until he rules on 
the motions. 

Prosecution and defense 
attorneys predicted the 
proceedings in a heavily guarded, 
60-seat courtroom will take 
about two weeks. Then the trial 
will get underway with the 
selection of the jury, a process 
expected to last more than a 
month.

KARACHI, Pakistan— Pakistan withdrew from the British 
Commonwealth of Nations Sunday after being advised that Bntam 
and two other major members will grant recognition to Bangladesh. 

The government's announcement was made on the eve of 
President Zulfikar Ali Bhutto's d^rture for Peking to seek 
Communist Chinese support for the defense of Pakistan. 

The official radio said the Pakistani government had been 
informed that Australia and New Zealand will announce recoqnition 
of Bangladesh on Monday and that Britain will do so within the next 
. few days. 

Senate to vote on EEOC 

WASHINGTON— The Senate will vote Monday on whether the 
federal government should forbid local and state governments from 
using racial standards in their employment practices involving 
mHHons of school teachers and other public employees. 

The liberal view, banning racial, religious or sexual discrimination 
by any unit of government, is expected to prevail over the 
opposition of Southerners, who see an unconstitutional invasion of 
states' rights involved. 

The issue of job discrimination, expected to dominate floor 
action in Congress this week, has been before the Senate since the 
session started two weeks ago. 

At issue is an amendment by Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C, str iking 
from a bill a provision giving the Equal Employment oportunity 
Commission (EEOC) power to "forbid discrimination by state and 
local governments." 

The measure gives the EEOC power to ask the Justice 
Department to seek injunctions against governments it finds 
engaging in discrimination. 

Myskie does well m AHiono 

Sen. Edmund S. Muskie's bid for the Democratic presidential 
nomination gained more momentum Sunday when his supporters 
captured the largest share of potential Arizona delegates to the 
party's national oonventk>n. 

The 25 delegates actually will be chosen Feb. 12 at an Arizona 
State Democratic Convention in Phoenix, but for the first time m 
history delegates to the state convention were elected by the voters 
from a field of 1 ,642 candidates. 

Muskie got 189 backers while New York Mayor John V. Lindsay 
received the second largest block of delegates, 1 18. 

It was the first public test of Lindsay's candidacy and he waged 
an expensive television campaign within the state.

Questions that 
need answers 



Ten days ago. Dr. Stanley Marshall received a letter 
from the Flambeau editor asking eight questions, which 

the Flambeau understood would be answered by the FSU 
president. 

At this time, no r^ly has been received, and the only 
indication of when the reply may be expected is that a 
first draft has been made. No day was mentioned. 

Since the president has not given us any information, 
we ask him the questions from this column, in the hope 
that public exposure will prompt a speedy response. 

We understand that the president of a university, 
especially a university the size of Florida State, has many 
responsibilities and must divide his time in many ways to 
fulfill those responsibilities. 

We feel the relationships between administration and 
students, faculty and staff are important enough to 
warrant some of the president's time, and we feel justified 
»n expecting a prompt response. 

This we have not received. 

Marshall already has a copy of these questions. We 
know there are probably many valid reasons why he has 
not responded, but we do feel he should answer these as 
soon as possible. 

Therefore, we now ask them again. 
Dr. Marshall: 

Do you support full democratic and constitutional 
guarantees for students? 

If not, where do you think administrative prerogative 
ends and the rij^ts of students begin? 

Do you support the concept that students can be 
severely punished without prior written rules prohibiting 
any behavior that might incur this punishment? 

Do you think students are guaranteed right to counsel? 

Do you think students are not protected by the 
"double jeopardy" guarantee of the United States 
Constitution? 

Do you think a citizen of the U.S. who enters a college 
or university has less freedom of speech than when he was 

not a student? 

Do you agree with the implications of the decision of 
U.S. District Judge David L. Middlebrooks that a guest 
speaker has more freedom of speech than a student? 

Do you think faculty and staff personnel have the same 
restricted rights that students have, as indicated by 
Miadlebrooks' decision? . 

Again, we offer to you the chance to answer these 
questions in your own words, written in any style you 
desire. 

Eight simple questions. With eight complicated answers, • 
we are sure. 

But regardless of the complexities of the answers, we 
feel students, faculty and staff deserve to know exactly 
where they stand in relation to the administration of this 
university.

intercollegiate athletics. Also, an 
jmount of $9,410 was 
designated to cover a Student 
activities fees deficit. 

These allocations would have 
left an amount of $51,340 in 
new student activities monies, 
the budget committee then 
asked for recommendations 
from Student Body President 
Ray Gross! and Unk>n De^ 
Roger Wehrje for projects to use 
this remaining money. 

It was pointed out at Friday's 
committee meeting that Gross, 
the lone stiident member of the 
committee, had urged in June 
that the remaining money be 
placed in the Student Activities 
Reserve Fund, to be allocated by 
Senate. The other members of 
the committee had strongly 
resisted this recommendation. 

Gross and Wehrle then 
responded to the committee's 
directive and made proposals for 
the remaining $51,000. They 
recommended $25,000 for 
Union redecoration, $16,000 for 
an attorney and , clerical help, 
$7,000 for the Alumni Village 
bus sen/ice (which was put into 
operation m anticipation of this 
^oney) and $2,500 for the 
Student-Community Interaction 
program. 

The committee never got 

around to voting on these 
proposals until Friday. But due 
^0 Student Senate's request for 
control over the money. Vice 
^'resident for Student Affairs 
Steve McClellan withdrew his 
recommendation for those 
specific allocations and 
recommended that the money 
^ placed in the Senate reserve 
^'"d a fund which the budget

Intercollegiate athletkrs 

needed $200,000 for this year's 
budget, but when the committee 
gave them a per capita 
aHocatkHi, it was expected that 
tfie total would only come to 
$183,750. So $16,250 from the 
tuition increase was to be used 
to raise that allocation to 
$200,000. 

However, a year-long 
enrollment of 5,000 more 
students than anticipated 
(55,000 rather than 50,000) 
brought athletics closer to 
$200,000 by means of the per 
capita allocation, thus requiring 
less than the $16,250 from ^ 
tuition increase money, altfiough 
the exact amount is not yet 
known. 

Also, the $9,420 for the 
activities deficit was not needed 
due to the extra student 
activities money generated from 
increased enrollment. Therefore 
this money, and the surplus 
money from the athletic budget 
over $200,000, has raised the 
$51,000 amount to close to 

$80,000. 

Members of the budget 
committee raised two objections 
to giving the money to Student 
Senate. Vice President for 
Academic Affairs Paul Craig, 
chairman of the committee, said. 
"It is a poor budget technique to 
have large blocks of money 
which are not programmed." He 
said no program of the 
university has such a large 
reserve fund in proportion to 
their budget. $80,000 vwuW 
bring the Senate reserve to 
almost $100,000 out of a total 
operating budget of $450,000. 

A second objection was 
raised by Vice President for 
Administrative Affairs Robert 
Peirce. He said it was possible 
that the university would have 
serious budgetary problems next 
year due to no increase in 
enrollment. None Is wcpected 
due to the opening of two new 
universities in Florida.

Ron Baumgarten, a freshman, 
is running with the New Right 
Coalition Party. His campaign 
slogan is "Limited government 
today, less government 
tomorrow." His running mate is 
Denise Tucker, a sophonxKe. 

Royal Crane and hfs running 
mate, James Cole, are running 
for the highest student office as 
independents. Both are 
unknowns in Student 
Government circles, and they 
claim no party or politcal ties 
will hinder their operation of the 
office. 

Phil Halstead is proposing the 
creation of a University Senate, 
university-wide legislative body 
composed of students, faculty, 
staff, and administration. Last 
year, he ran for the presidency 
on the same platform. His 
running mate is Ed Anthony. 

Nesta King, a Student 
Senator, is running with Activist 
Student Party, a party with an 
extensive platform covering 
numerous areas of campus life. 
King was arrested last week for 
distributing abortion referral 
information; not officially a 
campaign move, but an example 
of her party's ideology. 

King is on the Center for 
Participant Education board of 
directors and was a leader in the 
organizatk>n of the campus 
women's center.

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Director dissatisfied with loan bill

Director of FkiMicitl Aid 
William E. Byerts Jr. said in an 
interview that the presently 
proposed student loan 
amendment may prove to be 
"bureaucratic and costly." He 
also commented thet tlie present 
loan policies heve been adequate 
for FSU, and the new bill, 
despite previous statements, 
lacks sufficient details to the 
voters' knowledge. 

On Feb. 3. at the requM of 



Student Body President Ray 
Gross, the Board of Regents will 
dis c us s Its i»ltend on the bond 
issue, which vvHI be voted on 

March 14. The chances of the 
amendment passing depend on 
how it is presented to the public, 
Byerts said. Governor Askew 
favors it, and it passed both 
houses of the Florida Legislature 
with negligible opposition. 
However, Byerts believes that 
any revenue which appears to 
cost the taxpayer money will be 
under investigation. 



Pu6/ic gripe hewing 
opens complaints 
on Union services 



A public "gripe" hearing will 
be held tonight at 8 in the 
Florida Room of the Union. 
Students will be allowed to air 
their gripes about services 
offered them by the Health 
Center, the bookstore, the 
Union store and the Union 
cafeteria. 



Student Senator James Parish

The amendment m question 

wouM authorize the sale of 
bonds, at six percent interest, to 
finance a program of federally 

insured loans to students et 
seven percent. It is part of a 
government project under the 
Federal Insured Loan Program 
to alk>cate $3 billion as loans, 
through private lending agencies, 
guaranteeing loans with interest 
paid to the federal government. 

State Senator Robert 
Haverfield, D Miami, has 
proposed a provision of actual 
access to post-high school 
education for Florida citizens 
who have the ability and 
motivation to benefit. 

The Haverfield bill provides a 
goal of $402 million and 
suggests that a Student Financial 
Aid Board using state revenue 
bonds be established. 

The Studies of Student 
Financial Aid Programs and 

Need in Florida, published by 
the Southern Regional Office, 
College Entrance Examination 
Board, shows a $39.5 million 
deficit annually in higher 
education. 

Federal funding in higher 
education started with the 
National Defense Student Loan 
Program in 1958, promoting 
study in educatix>n and 
engineering. In recent years, the 
trend has gone from military

Students aid to making them pay 
it beck. 

Representative Edith Green 

(D-Ore.), often considered th»j 
"Mother of Financial Aid 
Legislation," would like to sfce 
the federal government provice 
funds to institutions who can 
administer the funds with 
minimum federal control. Byerts 
implies that Mrs. Green's policy, 
acting on state guidelines, would 
be ideal. Presently, Congress 
favors maximum federal control. 

To obtain a student loen, one 
must be a Florida resident for 
two years, be an undergraduate 
and fill out a regular application 
as well as three promissory notes 
with an endorser. Byerts feels 
the new program may not be as 
stringent, but generally will be 
the same. 

Last year every 

undergraduate student at FSU 
who applied for financial aid had 
his needs met, Byerts said. 
Whether or not the new 
amendment will apply to 
graduate or married students is 

• 

not known. If it does not apply, 
the 7-9 percent interest on the 
new bill, instead of the present 
3-4 percent, would be 
unnecessary, except for 
providing more money to the 
state, Byerts declared.
